BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting on March 27, 
1972 following the annual town election, Sumner 
Z. Kaplan was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., Herbert 
Abrams, Eleanor Myerson and Haskell A. Kassler. 
Richard T. Leary was reappointed to serve as Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Board for the ensuing year. 


As is true every year, when the Board of Selectmen 
balanced its books at the end of 1972 it was con- 
scious of significant progress in some areas, of 
some disappointments in others, and of problems, 
opportunities and challenges ahead. Our reputa- 
tion as a well-governed municipality has been 
earned because our government has been respon- 
sible. Its programs for meeting the demands of the 
times have been effective; nevertheless, the con- 
stantly changing patterns of urban life and the 
burgeoning need to deal with a wide variety of 
social and human resources problems present un- 
precedented policy and administrative challenges 
coupled with growing financial burdens. 


Any attempt to assess the direction and magnitude 
of community change and development is at best a 
hazardous undertaking and requires great skill. 
Equally difficult is the municipal governing body’s 
problem of attempting to gauge the impact of long- 
range change in the demands for municipal serv- 
ices and the community’s fiscal capacity to meet 
- these demands. Hardly a week passes but some 
segment of the community or group of citizens is 
demanding the broadening or extension of our 
services and it is usually these particular citizens 
who decry most the burden of increased taxation. 
Unfortunately, expansion of services in whatever 
field, whether it be education, public works, police 
protection, and such, reflects itself in additional 
costs as certain as night follows the day. 


We will attempt, in this section of the Annual Re- 
port, to relate in general terms the major projects 
and policy issues which were of primary impor- 
tance during 1972. While these problems received 
a full measure of publicity and required many hours 
of attention, the usual ongoing functions of town 
government had to be dealt with on a continuing 
basis as well. The details of each department’s ac- 
tivities will not be summarized here as the various 
boards and departments have furnished complete 
reports on their responsibilities and programs in 
later sections of the Report. 


The Selectmen are pleased to report that the 
Brookline Town Report for 1971 received the high- 
est award for municipal reports at the annual meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association 
in October. Additionally, the Report was selected 
as the outstanding merit winner in Class VI (popu- 
lations over 25,000) in the New England Council’s 
27th Annual Municipal Awards contest. The town 
has received several State awards over the years 
for the excellence of its Annual Report but 1971 
marked the first year that recognition was ex- 
tended for having the outstanding Annual Report 
in New England. As noted by the Government 
Affairs Director of the New England Council, ‘“The 
competition for awards is keen and a win is a sign 
of professional competence that you and your town 
should be proud of.” 


The Board was particularly gratified to receive 
these awards since the format of the 1971 Town 
Report had been altered significantly in the interest 
of presenting pertinent information and data on the 
broad spectrum of town activities in a more attrac- 
tive, concise, and readable form. The same basic 
format has been followed again this year with some 
modifications including a report by the Moderator 
and a summary of the actions taken at Town Meet- 
ings. Further refinements and improvements will be 
made in the years ahead. 


1972 AT A GLANCE 


e The Selectmen executed an agreement with 
Sanitas Technology and Development Corporation 
for consultant services in connection with a com- 
prehensive study and analysis of the town’s refuse 
collection and disposal system. Approximately 
$50,000 will be expended for an in-depth analysis 
of the town’s collection and disposal practices, the 
regulations governing the primary collection and 
disposal system, and the workload of the collec- 
tion forces including time and motion studies. The 
several collection routes will be computerized to 
obtain maximum efficiency and production and this 
phase will be constantly monitored to assure that 
the resulting recommendations are feasible in 
Brookline. 


Concurrent with the above study, alternative solu- 
tions for solid waste management systems which 
could be coordinated with other area or regional 
development plans will be explored. Considera- 


tion will be given to the existing municipal incine- 
rator and land fill site and recommendations to 
meet present and future requirements will be sub- 
mitted taking into account air pollution control 
regulations and applicable State laws. A stack 
monitoring program also will be instituted at the in- 
cinerator and specifications prepared for the in- 
stallation of emission monitoring and stack testing 
equipment. 


All indications are that the solution to the solid 
waste disposal problem lies in a regional approach 
which must be developed in collaboration with re- 
sponsible officials in adjacent communities. Pend- 
ing such a regional arrangement it was imperative 
that Brookline undertake a comprehensive solid 
waste survey as outlined above. The survey is 
scheduled to be completed in mid-1973. 


e The town took steps during the fall of 1972 to 
enforce its sign by-law provisions relative to the re- 
moval of non-accessory signs and billboards. The 
pertinent section in the by-law became effective on 
December 7 but the Building Commissioner had 
previously notified all property owners where such 
billboards were located that they would have to 
be removed no later than February 1, 1973. The 
town recognized that the parties involved would 
need a reasonable time within which to remove the 
signs and believed that the interval of approxi- 
mately two months provided ample opportunity to 
do so. 


Representatives of Donnelly Advertising Company, 
which has a proprietary interest in this field, ap- 
peared before the Selectmen on December 4 and 
requested that enforcement of the by-law be post- 
poned pending receipt of the decision of the Out- 
door Advertising Board which presently has under 
consideration the Donnelly Company’s request for 
renewal of twenty-two permits to display outdoor 
advertising signs in the town. In view of the five- 
year notice period that preceded the effective 
date of the town’s sign by-law, the Selectmen could 
not accede to Mr. Donnelly’s request and directed 
the Building Commissioner to proceed with rea- 
sonable enforcement of the by-law’s provisions. 


e@ Chairman Sumner Z. Kaplan was appointed as 
the town’s representative on the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council and was designated to serve on 
the Technological Advisory Committee on Housing 
and the Technological Advisory Committee on 
Land Use and Zoning. The Selectmen would like 
to take this opportunity to express sincere appreci- 
ation to former Selectman Louise M. Castle, who 
had served as Brookline’s MAPC representative 
since 1963. She had been an officer and member 
of the Council’s Executive Committee since its in- 
ception and was a most effective spokesman not 
only for the town of Brookline but for the region as 
a whole in serving in these capacities. 


e The town adopted the Model Code of the Build- 
ing Officials and Code Administrators Association 
(BOCA), as amended, as the new Brookline Build- 
ing Code at the 1972 Annual Town Meeting. The 
new code, which will be the basic guide to the 
Building Department’s inspectors, reflects more 
recent trends in engineering and construction. It 
also satisfies State and Federal requirements and 
its format is such that future code changes will be 
less complicated than in the past. The new code 
will be an essential item in the continuing effort to 
promote quality building construction and im- 
proved maintenance on structures throughout the 
town. 


e Based on a strong commitment made by the 
Board of Selectmen in 1972, the 1973 Annual Town 
Meeting will be requested to appropriate $20,000 
for the preparation of a Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Program application for the Brookline Village 
area. All previous studies have stressed the need 
for comprehensive public and private improve- 
ments in this section of the town. The Central Vil- 
lage Neighborhood Association has pledged its 
support to the Redevelopment Authority in the ef- 
fort to rehabilitate their community. The Associa- 
tion participated during 1972 in discussions about 
project objectives and other matters related to the 
preparation of the NDP application. After several 
meetings, the Selectmen and the Redevelopment 
Authority adopted a policy reserving the right of 
veto to a legally constituted project area commit- 
tee. With this assurance, CVNA supported the Au- 
thority’s request for planning funds for the Central 
Village improvement program — the town’s pri- 
ority renewal program in the years immediately 
ahead. 


e Several of the major building projects included 
in the town’s capital improvements program moved 
forward toward completion in 1972. Significant 
progress was achieved in the area of the Town 
Hall complex. The new Pierce School, with an es- 
timated total project cost of $6.6 million, and the 
main library additions and alterations, with an es- 
timated total project cost of $3.4 million, continued 
their construction phases. A central electric power 
distribution system costing $150,000 is included 
in this complex as well as an expanded under- 
ground parking garage. 


Other projects which advanced or were completed 
in 1972 included: the improvements and alterations 
to the Lawrence School, a project costing approxi- 
mately $2.6 million; renovations of Fire Stations 
1 and 2 — $70,000; construction of a Park Depart- 
ment storage facility at Larz Anderson — $94,000; 
feasibility studies for the Devotion School altera- 
tions and additions and for the new Lincoln School, 
with projected cost estimates of $4.8 and $7.7 mil- 
lion respectively; a feasibility study for an indoor

ice skating rink with preliminary estimates ranging 
from $800,000 to $1.3 million. 


e On the recommendation of the Human Rela- 
tions Commission, the Selectmen endorsed an Af- 
firmative Action Program for minority vendors and 
contractors as town policy. Essentially, the pro- 
gram is designed to encourage participation by 
minority groups in the town’s contracts for ma- 
terials and services. All notices for bids published 
by each town department are now transmitted to 
the Human Relations Commission which assists the 
departments in assuring prompt and proper dissem- 
ination of bid notices to minority contractors. In 
addition, town departments make available to the 
Commission lists of regularly required goods and 
services that they purchase — these lists are made 
_available to minority vendors in order that they 
might file proper bid forms in a timely manner with 
the town department. Beyond these specific steps, 
regular avenues of communication are maintained 
with minority agencies so that they may be able to 
play an active part in encouraging and recruiting 
minority vendors and contractors and providing 
proper guidance. 


In adopting this Affirmative Action Program the 
Selectmen forwarded copies to other communities 
throughout the Commonwealth with the request 
that they consider adopting a similar policy. Sev- 
eral communities have since indicated that they 
intend to follow Brookline’s lead in this endeavor. 


e At the request of the Selectmen, the Public 
Health Administrator, assisted by the Advisory 
Council of Public Health, formulated a unique 
comprehensive program to meet the problem of 
drug abuse and alcoholism among young people 
in Brookline. Representatives of the Youth Re- 
sources, School and Police departments, together 


with experts fram the Brookline Mental Health 
Clinic and other medical facilities, assisted in the 
design of this program. The basic concept of the 
program centers around a treatment liaison per- 
son in.the Health Department who will function as 
a coordinator between youth or youth workers and 
area medical and psychiatric facilities. The pro- 
gram will be evaluated on a continuing basis in or- 
der that its format and direction may be changed 
as required. 


Selectman Haskell A. Kassler served as the 
Board’s representative on the joint committee 
which developed this worthwhile, innovative pro- 
gram which attempts to make major use of existing 
facilities and available personnel with only a mod- 
est budgetary requirement. 


@ The town’s second annual Earth Day was held 
on Saturday, April 22, on Harvard Street between 
Beacon Street and Babcock Street. While the 
emphasis was on this one day, the Conservation 
Commission, in collaboration with the Brookline 
elementary schools, sponsored.events before and 
after April 22 which tied into the ecological theme 
of Earth Day. Efforts were made to involve school- 
children of all ages in Earth Day plans and many 
children were able to participate directly by mak- 
ing posters which were displayed in store windows, 
patrolling and cleaning up Coolidge Corner during 
and after festivities on Earth Day, and studying and 
discussing the environment in class. Although the 
Conservation Commission was responsible for the 
planning and implementation of various Earth Day 
projects, the cooperation of the schools and vari- 
ous town agencies and departments was vital to 
the success of Earth Day. 


The philosophy behind Earth Day 1972 was to in- 
form people of all ages about their environment, to 


demonstrate the pleasures of shopping in a mall 
free of air pollution and noise caused by the auto- 
mobile, to create a community spirit, and to involve 
the town’s merchants in these efforts. 


@ The Department of Public Works inaugurated a 
trial citizen participation recycling program early 
in November. Prior to the program’s inception a 
comprehensive publicity program was undertaken 
designed to encourage maximum citizen partici- 
pation. Articles and photographs appeared in the 
local press, radio announcements were arranged, 
and informational posters were placed throughout 
the town in public places and on sanitation vehi- 
cles. In addition, a brochure giving recycling in- 
structions and directions to the collection center 
at the municipal incinerator was distributed to 
every household in the town. This community ef- 
fort involved many committees, civic organizations 
and concerned citizens including the Conserva- 
tion Commission, League of Women Voters, Brook- 
line Taxpayers’ Association, Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Brookline High School Ecology 
Club. This trial program has been remarkably suc- 
cessful to date primarily due to the enthusiastic 
participation of the townspeople. The program has 
been extended beyond the original Monday 
through Friday schedule so that residents may also 
bring recyclable materials to the incinerator on 
Saturday. 


Looking to the future, the Selectmen are hopeful 
that the Department of Public Works will be able 
to institute a program of curbside pickup of waste 
materials to be recycled. It may be possible to in- 
stitute such a program following completion of the 
refuse collection route study now underway. It 
must be stressed, however, that a positive commit- 
ment in this regard must be deferred until complete 
supporting information and data are available. 


@ The Ford Foundation awarded a grant of $5,000 
to the Brookline Conservation Commission for the 
promotional fund raising and landscape planning 
phase of a program being undertaken with the 
Boston Conservation Commission to assemble an 
open space corridor connecting the municipalities 
of Boston, Brookline and Newton. Of the total 
amount $750 was granted outright and the balance 
of $4,250 was granted on the condition that the 
Commission provide matching funds. Upon receipt 
of the notice of award the Selectmen requested a 
transfer of $4,250 from the reserve fund to provide 
the matching funds required. This request was 
acted upon favorably by the Advisory Committee 
on September 19, 1972. The strong support which 
the Selectmen have shown for this potential mag- 
nificent open-space planning project reflects a sen- 
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sitivity to the need for open-space preservation in 
an inner metropolitan community such as Brook- 
line. 


e Lt. Richard K. Trahon was designated as Com- 
munity Relations Officer in the Police Department 
effective January 25, 1972. Lt. Trahon’s primary re- 
sponsibility will be to plan and supervise the de- 
partment’s community relations program, consist- 
ing of a long-range, full-scale effort to acquaint the 
police and the community with each other’s prob- 
lems and to stimulate action and support aimed at 
solving these problems. This will necessarily in- 
volve not only the institution of new programs, 
procedures and practices but the reexamination 
of fundamental attitudes. He will be the Chief’s 
principal advisor on community relations problems 
and establish, in conjunction with the Chief, train- 
ing programs in police-community relations for all 
police personnel and members of the community, 
both separately and jointly. 


WOLLASTON GOLF COURSE 


The Selectmen were heavily involved during the 
past several months in leading the opposition to 
the proposed acquisition and development of the 
Wollaston Golf Course by the Norfolk County 
Commissioners. Authorization for this project was 
contained in Chapter 736 of the Acts of 1972 which 
was enacted during the last few days of the legis- 
lative session. Communities in Norfolk County had 
never been notified of the bill’s filing nor of the leg- 
islative hearings. It was signed into law by Gov- 
ernor Sargent over the strenuous objections of 
Brookline and several other towns in the County 
which were primarily concerned with the prospect 
of having a substantial portion of the ultimate pro- 
ject cost assessed as part of the County tax with- 
out any benefit derived therefrom. 


The Selectmen sponsored a general meeting with 
the Norfolk County Commissioners on August 15 
for the purpose of obtaining further information 
with respect to their plans for acquiring and de- 
veloping the Wollaston Golf Course property. It 
was agreed at the conclusion of that meeting that 
further action on the acquisition would be post- 
poned until such time as all Norfolk County com- 
munities had an opportunity to express their offi- 
cial position on the project. It was further agreed 
that the Norfolk County Selectmen’s Association 
would serve as the coordinating agency for this 
purpose. It was the Selectmen’s strong belief that 
all the communities affected were entitled to a 
complete explanation of the County Commission- 
ers’ plans for this facility and an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves officially on the project before 
the irrevocable step of acquisition was taken. 


On Brookline’s part, the Selectmen adopted a reso- 
lution and vote on August 21 indicating disapproval 
of the project, primarily on the grounds that: 1) the 
ultimate fiscal impact of the project on the com- 
munities comprising Norfolk County had not yet 
been determined nor revealed; 2) the County 
Commissioners had not presented detailed infor- 
mation concerning projected development and 
operating costs supporting their plans to acquire 
the Wollaston property; and 3) the County Com- 
missioners had not developed an overall conser- 
vation plan for the County, including as one seg- 
ment thereof a multifaceted recreational facility 
on the site of the Wollaston Golf Course. 


The Norfolk County Selectmen’s Association took 
up this matter at its annual meeting on October 
30. A brief presentation was made by the Chair- 
man of the Norfolk County Commissioners, follow- 
ing which there was a general question and an- 
swer period. Unfortunately, the meeting was con- 
ducted in such a disorderly manner that it was im- 
possible to determine, at its conclusion, the po- 
sition of each town in the County on the subject 
of the acquisition of the Golf Course. Based on 
earlier surveys, the Board was not convinced that 
the poll taken at this meeting (13-8 in favor of the 
proposed acquisition), as announced by the pre- 
siding officer, was an accurate reflection of the 
Countywide sentiment on this project. As a re- 
sult, the Selectmen circulated a form of ballot 
among all communities in the County requesting 
them to advise of their official position on the mat- 
ter. This formal poll, which was forwarded to the 
Norfolk County Commissioners and the Commis- 
sioner of Natural Resources for the Common- 
wealth on December 11, revealed that twelve com- 
‘munities were opposed to the project; eleven were 
in favor; two were apparently neutral; two for- 
warded qualified reports; and one community did 
not reply. In transmitting this information to the 
County Commissioners the Board strongly urged 
that it be looked upon as an important factor in any 
future considerations and decisions with respect 
to this project. 


Legislation which would repeal the original en- 
abling statute was filed by the Board early in De- 
cember, 1972 and is now pending before the State 
Legislature. 


REVISION OF PRECINCT BOUNDARIES 


A major project of the Board of Selectmen during 
the past year was the revision of the town’s pre- 
cinct lines. Chapter 735 of the Acts of 1972 di- 
rected the Legislature’s special committee on re- 
districting to establish new Representative, Sena- 
torial and Councillor Districts throughout the Com- 
monwealth based upon the recent State census. 
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The deadline for the completion of this project was 
December 31, 1972. This meant that unless the 
town acted promptly to revise its precinct lines we 
were faced with the distinct probability that several 
sections of Brookline would be joined with Repre- 
sentative Districts in the City of Boston, a most un- 
desirable prospect. 


On August 7 the Selectmen established a Re- 
districting Commission composed of representa- 
tives from each of the twelve town precincts for 
the purpose of drawing new precinct lines and to 
reallocate Town Meeting Members among various 
precincts in accordance with the one-man, one- 
vote principle. The following precinct representa- 
tives were later designated to serve on the Com- 
mission:

The Commission, under the chairmanship of Allan 
Sidd, proceeded with dispatch to meet the Decem- 
ber 31, 1972 deadline for the redistricting of all 
towns within the Commonwealth. Several sessions 
were held during the month of December, culmi- 
nating in the submission of the Redistricting Com- 
mission’s report to the Selectmen on December 18. 
In summary, the Commission recommended that 
the town be divided into sixteen precincts with a 
norm of 3,305 persons each. This decision was 
reached in order to preserve, insofar as possible, 
the integrity of Brookline neighborhoods. There 
was no attempt made to assess the impact of the 
proposed redistricting on the Town Meeting mem- 
bership. The Commission operated purely on the 
basis of mathematics and not on the basis of help- 
ing or harming any incumbent Town Meeting 
Member. 


The Selectmen and all citizens of the town are in- 
debted to the members of the Redistricting Com- 
mission, Town Clerk Thomas F. Larkin, and Alan 
Bushway of the Engineering Division for their dili- 
gent work over a necessarily brief time span — 
their efforts resulted in the Selectmen’s vote of De- 
cember 28, following a public hearing on Decem- 
ber 26, revising the voting precinct boundaries of 
the town as last established in 1958. The official 
vote, precinct map, and certification of the num- 
ber of inhabitants residing in each of the sixteen 
precincts were forwarded to the Secretary of State 
and Chairman of the Legislative Redistricting Com- 
mission immediately thereafter.

Because of the many procedural steps involved in 
implementing the new precinct designations, legis- 
lation was enacted early in 1973 which permitted 
the town to defer utilizing the new precincts for 
voting purposes until the town election in 1974. 
The official precinct map is reproduced on 
pages 12 and 13 of this Report. 


MBTA 


Chairman Kaplan and his MBTA designee, Francis 
X. Meaney, Esq., participated actively during 1972 
in the effort of all members of the MBTA Advisory 
Board to increase ridership, improve productivity 
and service, and control the operating deficit which 
is reflected in assessments on the cities and towns 
serviced by the Authority. The main impetus for 
these improvements came from the Advisory 
Board’s budget committee which strongly urged 
the MBTA directors to stabilize costs while main- 
taining adequate levels of service. In this con- 
nection, it should be noted that the MBTA operat- 
ing deficit increased from $63 million in 1971 to 
$76 million in 1972, all of this deficit having to be 
borne by the property tax. Brookline’s current tax 
rate includes approximately $4.50 for the MBTA 
assessment, the fourth largest item in the town’s 
annual budget. 


Early in 1972 the MBTA directors sought approval 
of a supplementary budget of $14 million largely 
to cover wage increases. The budget committee 
of the Advisory Board refused approval, stating 
that until it could be determined what financial as- 
sistance would be forthcoming from the State gov- 
ernment it could not approve the request. The full 
Advisory Board concurred. At issue was an effort 
launched by the Advisory Board to have the State 
government assume 50% of the operating deficit 
of the MBTA. Governor Sargent conferred with the 
Advisory Board early in the summer and acknowl- 
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edged the desperate plight of the communities 
within the MBTA district and the chaos into which 
the operation of the MBTA had fallen. The Gover- 
nor made an effort to obtain legislative approval of 
a modest aid bill during the final days of the legis- 
lative session but the bill was defeated; he then, in 
effect, by initiating special legislation, approved 
the supplementary budget request of the MBTA 
directors and removed the Advisory Board’s veto 
power over the budget for the balance of 1972. 


Despite the foregoing the Advisory Board succeed- 
ed in bringing to the attention of the Governor, 
Secretary of Transportation Altshuler and the Gen- 
eral Court the onerous property tax burden being 
generated by the escalating deficit of the MBTA. 
The main point stressed repeatedly by the Advisory 
Board was that the MBTA is the essential center of 
the State’s balanced transportation network and 
hence should be at least partially supported by the 
Commonwealth. 


It is earnestly hoped that the efforts of 1972 will 
soon result in achievement of the objectives 
sought, i.e., improved service, increased ridership 
and stabilized operating costs. Additionally, if the 
State should recognize its obligations to the MBTA 
by assuming a substantial share of the annual de- 
ficit, as proposed by the Advisory Board last year, 
we will have indeed reordered our transportation 
priorities for the Greater Boston area. 


POLICE PROVISIONAL APPOINTMENTS 


Chief of Police James C. Rourke advised the Se- 
lectmen in April, 1972 that a decision of the First 
Circuit Court of Appeals had frozen the civil serv- 
ice eligibility list for patrolmen in the police serv- 
ice in Massachusetts. The Court concluded that 
the 1968-1970 civil service examinations had a dis- 
criminating effect against black and Spanish- 
speaking applicants. At the time of the Federal 
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Court ruling there were ten vacancies in the posi- 
tion of patrolman in the Brookline Police Depart- 
ment. In light of this serious manpower shortage, 
Chief Rourke submitted to the Selectmen, at their 
request, certain tentative guidelines for recruiting 
and selecting personnel in connection with pro- 
posed provisional police appointments. After re- 
viewing the preliminary guidelines with the Chief, 
the Board requested him, in consultation with the 
Director of Personnel, Director of Youth Re- 
sources, Police Community Relations Officer, and 
the Human Relations Commission, to develop an 
appropriate recruitment and examination pro- 
cedure for processing these provisional appoint- 
ments to the Police Department. The foregoing re- 
quired the establishment of criteria for recruiting 
policemen without regard for race, creed, color or 
ethnic origin, and without the establishment of 
quotas for minorities. 


In furtherance of this objective, the Selectmen ap- 
pointed the following to serve on a Police Selec- 
tion Committee:

The Committee, at its first meeting, decided to 
send letters of notification of vacancies, including 
desired qualifications, to all candidates on the list 
that was frozen as a result of the Federal Court de- 
cision. These letters were forwarded to those who 
had indicated a preference for Brookline and to all 
members of minority groups who took the examina- 
tion, whether they passed or failed. In addition, the 
Committee formally advertised for applicants in 
Boston and Brookline. As a result of the advertising 
and notification, 638 applications were received. A 
subcommittee, under the leadership of Chief 
Rourke, screened these applications and reduced 
the number to be interviewed by the Selection 
Committee to approximately 100. The Committee 
then met regularly every week beginning on July 6. 
There were, in all, sixteen meetings, the last one 
being held on September 16 when the final selec- 
tions were made. 
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The quality of the applicants was such that it made 
choices extremely difficult. The Committee cri- 
teria related first and foremost to the individual’s 
ability to protect the lives and property of the citi- 
zens of Brookline. Having satisfied themselves as 
to that criterion, they then looked for the candi- 
date’s potential to handle people in crisis situations 
in a manner which would reflect credit on the offi- 
cer as an individual and would also reflect his 
ability to be firm, positive, but humane and under- 
standing. 


The selection process was an excellent example of 
cooperation between police, public officials and 
community-minded citizens. To our knowledge no 
other community in Massachusetts adopted such a 
procedure. The ten patrolmen who were appointed 
effective October 10, 1972 have undergone exten- 
sive training in all facets of police work, and it is 
expected that they will ultimately be eligible for 
appointment as permanent patrolmen in Brookline. 


MODEL POLICE DEPARTMENT PROGRAM 


The design stage of the Model Police Department 
Program, funded by means of a Federal grant, was 
completed during 1972. The program was made up 
of six components including the establishment of a 
planning unit, a management study, development 
of new patrol and burglary prevention procedures, 
design of an automated information system and a 
community relations training program. Some of the 
major activities conducted under the program dur- 
ing the past year were as follows: 


1) The Police Planner completed a draft of new 
rules and procedures for the department which 
are now being reviewed by a study team of police 
officers of all ranks appointed by the Chief. The 
town has received an additional grant from the 
Governor’s Committee on Law Enforcement and 
Administration of Criminal Justice to continue 
the planning unit through 1973. 


2) The town’s consultant, in conjunction with the 
Police Department, designed a_ supervisory 
training program for all ranks of Sergeant and 
above. An application to implement the super- 
visory training program has been submitted to 
the Governor’s Committee. 


3) A new computerized system for processing 
parking tickets and producing management re- 
ports and overdue notices for parking fines has 
been implemented on the town’s computer. As a 
result of this program, a clerk has been trans- 
ferred from the Brookline Municipal Court back 
to the Police Department, permitting the return 
of a patrolman to street duty. Proposals for ex- 
pansion of the system to cover other police rec- 


ord functions are being reviewed by the Select- 
men and additional Federal funds to implement 
the proposals are expected. 


4) The department has initiated several improve- 
ments in its patrol system; additional portable 
radio equipment will be necessary, however, for 
these improvements to become fully effective. An 
application has been submitted to the Governor's 
Committee for additional portable radios to sup- 
plement the radios requested in the 1973 police 
budget. 


5) Operation Identification, a burglary deterrent 
program, was launched by the department early 
in the year. Townspeople have been encouraged 
through news releases and selected mailings to 
identify all valuable property by engraving their 
driver’s license number or their name and tele- 
phone number on the object. Engravers are 
available on loan from the Police Department 
along with decals which can be placed on a door 
or window telling any potential intruder that 
valuable items are marked and readily identifi- 
able. 


6) Community Relations training consisted of 
twelve three-hour training sessions for sixty offi- 
cers — the final class of thirty officers will be 
completed in May, 1973. The program provided 
three sessions with school personnel, three with 
youth and youth leaders, three with mental 
health experts, and a final three with town gov- 
ernment officials. The sessions, which are con- 
ducted by personnel of the Massachusetts Men- 
tal Health Association, have been designed to 
improve understanding in operational relation- 
ships between the police and the aforementioned 
groups. 


The Selectmen are most anxious to move on to the 
implementation stage of the Model Police Depart- 
ment Program as rapidly as possible. Accordingly, 
the Board has requested that further studies and 
detailed designs of the system be eliminated inso- 
far as possible, and that the recommendations that 
have been submitted as the result of Part 1 studies 
be effected at the earliest possible date. It is hoped 
that the Governor’s Committee will formally ap- 


prove this proposed course of action in the near 
future. 


CHAPTER 121A PROJECTS 
Baptist Church Site 


The Selectmen indicated in last years Annual Re- 
port that development of the Baptist Church prop- 
erty at the corner of Beacon and Park Streets was 
under review and consideration by the several 
town agencies whose approval was required un- 
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der the terms of Chapter 121A financing provi- 
sions. The Board had hoped that there could be a 
joint development of the Baptist Church property 
and the air rights over the Webster Street parking 
lot but it was subsequently determined that the 
air-rights development was not financially feasible 
at this time. 


The Planning Board held a public hearing on the 
proposed low and moderate income housing de- 
velopment, with some commercial space, on Janu- 
ary 26, and shortly thereafter certified among other 
things that the project conformed to the town’s 
comprehensive plan, would strengthen the town’s 
tax base, and would not be inconsistent with the 
most suitable development of the community. The 
Planning Board strongly recommended that the 
project be approved since, in its opinion, it would 
serve as a catalyst for the development of other 
properties in Coolidge Corner. 


Upon receipt of the Planning Board’s formal re- 
port, the Selectmen requested Town Counsel to 
prepare an appropriate contract document follow- 
ing consultations with the Board of Assessors and 
the developer on the matter of an equitable tax 
formula. Several intensive negotiating sessions 
were held and on April 10 a majority of the Board 
of Selectmen voted to approve the project and to 
submit the necessary substantiating reports to the 
Department of Community Affairs. The protracted 
negotiations resulted in a contract that will result 
in revenue to the town in the amount of 15% of 
gross rental income for the project. April 1, 1973 
was the outside date set for commencement of 
construction and the contract further provided that 
the project must be completed within thirty months 
barring unforeseen conditions. These were the ma- 
jor elements in the final contract document but a 
number of other safeguards including payments 
during the period of construction and notification 
to the town of any future rental changes were also 
included. Resolution of these items convinced a 
majority of the Selectmen that this development 
would be in the best interest of Brookline and 
should proceed without further delay. 


1550 Beacon Street 


A second Chapter 121A development on Beacon 
Street was approved by the Selectmen during 
1972. This was the proposal of B-L Associates to 
construct a 230-unit, 18-story apartment building 
for low and moderate income families and elderly 
persons, with medical offices. The Planning 
Board’s public hearing was held on January 6, at 
which time the Board found that the development 
met the requirements of Chapter 121A and would 
help realize an important town objective of provid- 
ing additional housing for low and moderate in- 
come families and the elderly. 


The Selectmen also held a public hearing later in 
the year to elicit the views of the neighborhood 
residents who were concerned about the environ- 
mental impact of the structure on the surrounding 
area. The principal points at issue related to the 
quality of life, safety, and property values in the 
neighborhood. Other factors mentioned at the 
hearing included parking problems, feasibility of 
street-widening and hours of operation of the pro- 
posed medical offices and the resulting traffic con- 
gestion. The recommendations and suggestions 
advanced at the hearing were carefully considered 
by the Selectmen who directed the Planning Direc- 
tor and the Director of Traffic and Parking to con- 
duct traffic and environmental studies prior to 
finalization of the contract with B-L Associates. In 
addition, Town Counsel was instructed to negoti- 
ate an agreement fully protecting the interests of 
the town — the tax formula finally arrived at pro- 
vides for the payment of 16.5% of the gross ren- 
tal income, estimated to be approximately $85,000 
per year. 


The entire development review process involved a 
substantial amount of community participation 
and, in approving the agreement on November 13, 
the Selectmen stated that they had balanced the 
interests of the community at large and the desires 
of the developer and had obtained the maximum 
benefits to be derived by the town — the result be- 
ing not only an excellent agreement but also one 
that would assure a project of quality and a fair 
and just tax return. The Selectmen complimented 
the Assessors, Town Counsel and B-L Associates 
for the completeness of the negotiations and indi- 
cated that the Board looked forward to an excel- 
lent project, similar to the one that the developers 
_ constructed in 1971 on Centre Street, which has 
been a definite community asset. 


FEDERALLY ASSISTED CODE 
ENFORCEMENT PROGRAM 


The Neighborhood Improvement Program in the 
Washington Square area commenced in June, 1971 
and is scheduled to be completed in mid-1974. The 
Federal Government participates to the extent of 
two-thirds of the estimated total project cost of 
$2.9 million. Housing inspection progressed on 
schedule in 1972, with 498 of the approximately 800 
structures and 1,044 of the 2,300 housing units hav- 
ing been inspected by year’s end. There were 529 
units which were found to be free of code violations 
or were brought into code compliance as the result 
of staff effort. The goal of the rehabilitation pro- 
gram is, of course, 100% compliance before the 
program terminates. To accomplish this the Neigh- 
borhood Improvement staff works very closely with 
the Health, Fire and Building departments on a re- 
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ferral basis so that all the town’s code require- 
ments are met. 


The public improvements portion of the NIP, which 
got underway last spring, consists of new streets, 
sidewalks, curbs, traffic signals and shade trees. 
The code enforcement budget provides for 
$1,040,000 for such improvements to further stabi- 
lize the Washington Square area. Of this amount, 
approximately $323,000 was expended on public 
improvements in 1972, with the following streets 
scheduled for reconstruction or resurfacing in 
1973: 


Addington Road 
Bartlett Crescent 
Bartlett Street Washington Street 
Beaconsfield Road Westbourne Terrace 


Many meetings were held late in the year between 
town officials and neighborhood groups for the 
purpose of considering the proposals of area resi- 
dents on street construction, sidewalks, curbs, tree 
planting, etc. Selectman Eleanor Myerson served 
as the Board’s representative in the coordination of 
the concerns of the residents and the town’s pro- 
posed plans for public improvements. At a public 
hearing early this year, the Selectmen commended 
the several neighborhood groups as well as staff 
personnel for the exemplary cooperative effort 
which resulted in final decisions being made that 
should assure construction of needed improve- 
ments in a manner appropriate to the character of 
the individual streets. 


The program’s rehabilitation effort, supported by 
staff services including architectural consultation, 
rehabilitation advice, and financial and legal as- 
sistance, resulted in the processing and approval 
of 41 grants and low interest 3% loans in the 
amount of $328,810. Unfortunately, because of the 
impounding of Federal funds by the Bureau of the 
Budget in Washington, $129,000 of this amount 
was not funded and these loan applications are 
still pending in anticipation of Federal money be- 
coming available again. 


The Selectmen were deeply concerned over the 
prospect of losing the Section 312 Rehabilitation 
Loan Funds which were largely responsible for the 
favorable experience of the prior program in the 
North Brookline area where 64 homeowners took 
advantage of the 3% loans and the total dollar 
value of property rehabilitation exceeded $730,000. 
Accordingly, they communicated with Congress- 
man Robert F. Drinan, Senators Edward M. Ken- 
nedy and Edward W. Brooke, the Speaker of the 
House, and the President of the Senate, urging 
them to exert every effort in obtaining the early 
release of these funds which are so essential to 
the program of code enforcement and of upgrading 
the Washington Square area.

Despite the lack of Federal funds, staff person- 
nel continued to furnish the various services re- 
ferred to above. In addition, local banks were con- 
tacted to determine the terms and conditions under 
which rehabilitation loan funds could be made 
available to area residents in the event that Federal 
funding of loans is not resumed. Since the use of 
Federal rehabilitation money appears to produce a 
multiplier effect on housing rehabilitation, it is esti- 
mated that homeowners in the Washington Square 
area expended approximately $150,000 in private 
funds for removing code violations and for general 
property improvements. 


An additional function of the code enforcement 
program was the administration of a formal work 
program for Brookline youths. Fifty young people 
from the less advantaged Brookline families were 
afforded the opportunity of gaining valuable job 
experience during the summer months. Selected 
from over two hundred applicants in the 16-21 age 
group, these youths were assigned for ten weeks 
to various town departments including Building, 
Health, Parks and Recreation, Police, Public 
Works, Rent Control, Selectmen, and Youth Re- 
sources, all of which participate in the general im- 
provement effort in the Washington Square area. 
Highlights of the program were field trips to the nu- 
clear power station in Plymouth and a tour of Bos- 
ton Harbor sponsored by the Boston Gas 
Company. 


APPOINTMENTS DURING THE YEAR 


Department Heads 


There were few changes in department heads dur- 
ing 1972 but the Selectmen believe that they have 
significantly strengthened the town’s code en- 
forcement and rent control operations with the ap- 
pointments of a new Building Commissioner, a 
Code Enforcement Coordinator for the Washing- 
ton Square E-12 Federal program, and a Director- 
Counsel for the Rent Control Board. 


Frederick E. Wegner was appointed Building Com- 
missioner effective February 28, 1972, replacing 
Robert J. Stewart who retired after many years of 
conscientious service to the town. Mr. Wegner 
brings to Brookline an impressive background in 
the field of public management and has had exten- 
sive experience in comprehensive code enforce- 
ment organization as well. He was City Manager 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania in the late sixties, 
and in this capacity was responsible for the Model 
Cities Program and for the enforcement of all city 
codes. Prior to this assignment, Mr. Wegner was 
Deputy Commissioner, Department of Licenses 
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and Inspections for the City of Philadelphia, in 
which position he supervised the administration of 
a department of 900 employees charged with the 
enforcement of all regulatory codes and the issu- 
ance of licenses and permits. 


The town is indeed fortunate to have secured the 
services of such a qualified administrator at a time 
when the Selectmen are considering a reorganiza- 
tion of our code enforcement departments. In 
furtherance of this objective, Mr. Wegner has also 
been designated Code Enforcement Officer and 
has been requested by the Selectmen to look into 
ways and means of improving the existing code 
organization, with a view toward placing on a 
gradual basis as many code enforcement re- 
sponsibilities as possible under the aegis of the 
Building Commissioner. It is anticipated that upon 
the termination of the Federally assisted code pro- 
grams in mid-1974, the town will be in a position 
to adopt a new administrative structure for the 
code enforcement function drawing heavily upon 
Mr. Wegner’s recommendations and the experi- 
ence gained in the Federal areas. 


The second major appointment in the code en- 
forcement field was that of Edward T. Calnan on 
June 20, 1972 to serve as Code Enforcement Co- 
ordinator of the Mass. E-12 Washington Square 
program. Mr. Calnan succeeded Amerigo Vito, who 
passed away suddenly in December, 1971. Mr. 
Vito, a most valued employee, was responsible in 
large measure for the success of the town’s initial 
comprehensive code program in the Coolidge Cor- 
ner area. 


Mr. Calnan previously served as Executive Di- 
rector of the concentrated code enforcement pro- 
gram in the City of Lynn, a property rehabilitation 
and public improvement effort similar to that 
which has been underway in Brookline since 
1968. Under his effective direction the Washington 
Square program is proceeding on schedule, with 
the only major drawback being the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s refusal to advance rehabilitation loans 
and grants as previously agreed. The extensive ex- 
perience that Mr. Calnan has had in all phases of 
code enforcement, property rehabilitation, and 
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public relations should be most helpful when the 
town assumes responsibility for administering 
comprehensive code enforcement in 1974. 


Roger R. Lipson was appointed Director-Counsel 
of the Rent Control Board effective March 1, 1972. 
A resident of Lynn, he was formerly president of, 
and, subsequently, staff attorney for, Neighbor- 
hood Legal Services, Inc. in Lynn, an OEO funded 
legal services agency, where he handled litigation 
involving landlord-tenant disputes and other re- 
lated housing problems. Prior to employment by 
NLS, he was a practicing attorney in Lynn and was 
a former instructor in business law and economics 
at Lynn Burdett College. He was also Chairman of 
the United Fund and served as a member of the 
Board of Directors of numerous community organ- 
izations. In 1971 the Lynn Jaycees presented him 
with their Outstanding Young Man of the Year 
award. 


It is gratifying to report that Brookline continues to 
attract candidates of exceptional caliber for its top- 
level positions. These most recent appointments 
add to the number of highly skilled professional 
department heads and administrative personnel 
which the community presently has in its employ. 


Boards and Commissions 
Board of Assessors 


George F. McNeilly was appointed to the Board of 
Assessors to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
death of James H. Henderson on April 9, 1972. 
Mr. Henderson had served as a member of the 
Board of Assessors for more than 35 years, 30 
years as Chairman. 


Board of Appeals 


Eliot D. Canter was appointed as a member of the 
Board of Appeals to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Maurice |. Miller on August 16, 1972. 
Mr. Miller had served as a member of the Board 
of Appeals since 1963.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


In an earlier Annual Report | outlined some of the 
changes that had taken place in the town’s or- 
ganization since our system of municipal adminis- 
tration was adopted over thirty years ago. That re- 
port dealt primarily with the expansions in the 
town’s organizational structure and the creation 
of new departments and agencies responsible to 
the Board of Selectmen to satisfy the demands 
for the broadening or extension of municipal 
services. As the number of town departments re- 
porting to the Selectmen greatly expanded during 
the 1960s the whole matter of ‘‘span of control” 
reached rather serious proportions. A glance at 
the town’s present organizational chart on the in- 
side back cover of this Annual Report clearly indi- 
cates that this problem still exists. 


| thought it might be helpful, particularly since 
there has been such a turnover in recent years in 
both elected and appointed town officials, if | took 
the opportunity of this report to review the history 
and development of the Selectmen-Executive Sec- 
retary form of government administration in Brook- 
line with particular emphasis on the evolvement of 
the Executive Secretary’s position. In later sections 
of the report | will relate some of the highlights of 
Current activities involving collective bargaining 
and comment upon the pertinent aspects of rev- 
enue sharing and the transition to a new fiscal year. 
Finally, one of our most important functions, that 
of public relations, is discussed and hopefully put 
into meaningful perspective. 


The Selectmen-Executive Secretary 
Form of Administration 


The development of the ‘“Selectmen-Executive 
Secretary” form of administration in Brookline is 
inseparably linked to the career of Arthur A. 
O’Shea, Brookline’s Executive Secretary for more 
than twenty-five years and my distinguished pre- 
decessor. It is generally acknowledged that Brook- 
line pioneered in Massachusetts in establishing 
the administrative position of Executive Secretary. 
Because it has worked so well in this commu- 
nity approximately forty other towns have to date 
adopted the Selectmen-Executive Secretary form 
of administration, and the list is growing. Mr. 
O’Shea was unquestionably the right man in the 
right place to accept a new assignment from the 
Board of Selectmen when they felt the need for a 
new sort of town administrator. 
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Between the years 1920 and 1940 Brookline was a 
growing community with its population increasing 
at the rate of approximately 1,000 inhabitants per 
year. The Selectmen, in the late 1930s, had begun 
to realize that they must pay more attention to 
high policy matters because of the complex affairs 
of the town; as a result of the important diversions 
brought on by modern municipal government they 
were rapidly losing contact with the day-to-day 
operation of the town’s departments. In 1940 the 
town engaged the Public Administration Service 
of Chicago to make an overall study of the func- 
tions of the town government. No one was in- 
tersted in adopting a city charter but everyone 
recognized that our form of government must 
be streamlined and refined to make it a more effi- 
cient operation. In short, as a result of the recom- 
mendation of the PAS study, the town’s first Exec- 
utive Secretary was appointed in 1942. 


Insofar as the Selectmen act as public officials, 
such as exercising their functions as a Licensing 
Board, they cannot delegate such authority; inso- 
far, however, as they act as Agents of the Town 
Meeting and in their capacity of Administrative Of- 
ficers, they can delegate to a person such as the 
Executive Secretary sufficiently broad powers to 
perform all matters involving liaison with town de- 
partment heads, boards ‘and commissions, civic 
organizations, and the preparation of reports and 
such data as might be necessary to assist them in 
making formal top-level decisions. The following 
is a partial summary of his duties as designated by 
the Board of Selectmen: 


1) Ensuring that orders and policies of the Se- 
lectmen are implemented; 


Supervising the employees in the Select- 
men’s Office; 


Supplying the Selectmen with information 
relative to questions the Board must act 
upon; 


Supervising the preparation of the Annual 
Town Report and other reports the Select- 
men are required to prepare; 


Participating in the development of the capi- 
tal improvements program; 


Keeping the Selectmen informed of practi- 
ces and trends in other towns; 


Acting as public relations officer;

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8) Recruiting and recommending the appoint- 
ment of department heads; 


9) Investigating and answering complaints or 
referring them to the proper town depart- 


ment: 


10) Serving as an ex-officio member of commit- 
tees appointed by the Selectmen to con- 
sider various problems, and 


11) Reporting to the Board of Selectmen the re- 
sults of hearings held which involve the in- 


terests of the town. 


Additional Duties and Responsibilities Imposed 
by 1959 Annual Town Meeting 


In 1958 a Moderator’s Committee, generally re- 
ferred to as The Committee Appointed to Study 
the Question of a Town Manager Form of Govern- 
ment, concluded that the town should not adopt 
the manager form. The committee believed that its 
proposals, which were arrived at after exhaustive 
study, would produce many of the gainful results 
that might reasonably be expected from a town 
managership while at the same time minimizing 
the risks that had characterized the experience of 
many other communities with manager charters. 
More effective budgetary control and a greater 
coordination of activities were cited as two of the 
most important advantages generally associated 
with a town manager. The committee visualized a 
staff officer with a working knowledge of town op- 
erations acting as an informed advisor to the au- 
thorities charged with overall budgetary review 
and the general supervision of the several town 
departments. It further expected that the person 
charged with these budgetary review and depart- 
mental coordination functions would be able to 
advise the Selectmen and the departments falling 
within their jurisdiction on ways of achieving maxi- 
mum efficiency and coordination. At the following 


_ Annual Town Meeting in 1959 it was unanimously 


voted to substantially broaden the powers of the 
Executive Secretary in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the study committee. The following 
is asummary of the actions taken at that meeting: 


With respect to those departments, the heads of 
which are appointed by the Selectmen, the Execu- 


_ tive Secretary shall 


1) Participate in the preparation of depart- 
mental budgets. 


2) Recommend to the Selectmen any changes 
he deems necessary in those budgets finally 
submitted by the departments to the Select- 
men and give the reasons for each recom- 


mendation. 
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3) Make available to the Advisory Committee 
those budget recommendations and the rea- 
sons therefor. 


4) Examine transfers of funds within or between 
budgetary categories and make appropriate 
recommendations to the Selectmen with re- 


spect thereto. 


As to those departments, the heads of which are 
not appointed by the Selectmen, he shall 


1) Examine the budgets of such departments. 


2) Upon request of the Advisory Committee, 
make recommendations to that Committee 
with respect to such budgets. 


As to all departments, he shall 


1) Recommend to the appropriate authorities 
such changes in budgetary procedures as he 
may deem desirable and shall have these 
additional functions: 


a) Inform himself with respect to the re- 
sponsibilities and activities of the various 
departments of the town. 


b) Advise the Selectmen and those depart- 
ments, the heads of which are appointed 
by them, on ways of achieving maximum 
efficiency and coordination of the activi- 


ties of those departments. 


c) Take such administrative actions as are 
necessary to carry out the policies and 
directives of the Selectmen. 


d) Act as liaison officer between those de- 
partments, the heads of which are ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen, and other de- 


partments. 


e) Prepare annually a written report on the 


activities of his office. 


f) Perform such other functions as the Se- 
lectmen may assign to him from time to 
time. 


The formal assignment of these responsibilities, 
actual and implied, elevated the position of Execu- 
tive Secretary in Brookline to one encompassing 
broad managerial functions. 


1968 Review by Committee on Town 
Organization and Structure 


The Moderator’s Committee on Town Organization 
and Structure, a standing committee which had 
been recommended by the 1958 Study Commit- 
tee, submitted a comprehensive report in June, 
1968 following a study of Brookline’s town gov- 
ernment. It is interesting to note that this commit- 


tee, which was chaired at the time by present Se- 
lectman Eleanor Myerson, commented that when 
the committee looked to other towns and cities in 
the Commonwealth for effective methods they 
found that these communities most often turned 
to Brookline for examples of how a town may be 
efficiently run. Parenthetically, this continues to be 
the case. The Executive Secretary is contacted 
regularly by study committees in other communi- 
ties for pertinent information and advice regarding 
the Brookline system. It is probably fair to say that 
over the years more than fifty towns in the Com- 
monwealth have consulted with the town’s chief 
administrative officer when changes in their form 
of town administration were under consideration. 


Consideration was also given by the committee to 
the town manager structure for Brookline. After 
careful study the committee did not recommend 
this course as a valid solution. It pointed out that 
the gradual development of the office of Executive 
Secretary, growing out of recommendations made 
in the 1940 survey by the Public Administration 
Service and the additions to functions and staff 
recommended in the first government study con- 
ducted in 1958, had given the Executive Secretary 
most of the powers of a town manager with the ex- 
ception of the power to hire and fire. In the com- 
mittee’s words, “This function is now performed 
jointly by the Executive Secretary and the Board 
of Selectmen and keeps the Executive Secretary 
removed from the immediate arena of politics 
which has proven to be one of the major stumbling 
blocks to successful use of the town manager 
system. According to studies made by the League 
of Women Voters and others, communities which 
have adopted the town manager system and later 
rejected it have done so because of the injection 
of politics into the manager’s office.” 


In summary, this most recent evaluation of Brook- 
line’s town administration found that we now 
possess the machinery for effective government; 
that the Board of Selectmen, with its appointive 
power over boards and commissions and with its 
control over the hiring of most key personnel, has 
adequate authority to concentrate on policy direc- 
tion; that the office of Executive Secretary has the 
power to oversee administration. 


Recognition by International City 
Management Association 


Outside authorities have also considered and 
evaluated the position of Executive Secretary in 
Brookline. The International City Management 
Association has established criteria as the basis 
for recognizing municipalities providing for a po- 
sition of overall management. In the Association’s 
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judgment the position’s authority must have the 
following characteristics: 


The administrator must be able to give 
general and authoritative direction to 
the administrative operations of the lo- 
cal government based on a delegation 
of authority established in law, on the 
properly adopted policies of the elec- 
ted political leadersnip of the commu- 
nity, and on the administrator's own 
expertise; 


The administrator must be able to par- 
ticipate with the political leadership of 
the community in the making of public 
policy based on his specialized knowl- 
edge of the local administration and on 
his own expertise; 


In terms of organizational relationships 
the position should have . continuing 
direct relationships with operating de- 
partment heads on the implementation 
and operation of programs. The most 
important factor here is that the posi- 
tion be recognized within the munici- 
pal organization as the principal gen- 
eral management professional. The re- 
lationship is most clear if the position 
has direct supervision over depart- 
ment heads. The real issue, however, 
is what day-in and day-out influence 
the position has over department 
heads. Further, in ICMA’s view, the 
position must hold sufficient authority 
to have effective influence on the ap- 
pointment and removal of depart- 
ment heads; minimally, the position 
must be granted sufficient authority to 
review and make recommendations 
concerning operating and capital bud- 
gets, 


Usually, when these elements are present all else 
will follow — influence over who will be a depart- 
ment head and over the nature of the budget 
usually leads to coordinated administration of de- 
partmental activities, direct relationships with op- 
erating departments and direct participation in 
policy making. The powers and duties that have 
been assigned to Brookline’s chief administrative 
officer over the years were more than sufficient to 
qualify the town as a community meeting ICMA’s 
criteria. 


From the foregoing it seems clear that the position 
of Executive Secretary in Brookline has evolved 
through more than three decades into a rather 
imposing administrative position, including many 
of the usual functions of a chief administrative of- 


ficer or town manager but devoid of the onus for 
making appointments and reorganizing or creat- 
ing departments, which have generated consider- 
able friction and controversy in many Massachu- 
setts Communities where the manager plan has 
been or is now in effect. While it is a fact that many 
duties of the Executive Secretary are delegated 
to him by the Board of Selectmen and his role can 
be substantially modified by changes in the Board, 
the demonstrated utility of and confidence in the 
position as reflected by its continued recognition 
and acceptance by department heads, boards and 
commissions augurs well for further strengthen- 
ing of the office as necessary in the future. 


Staff Appointments 


| briefly mentioned above the problem created by 
the proliferation of official town departments dur- 
ing the decade of the 1960s and the resultant diffi- 
culties imposed upon the Selectmen’s administra- 
tive staff as the coordinating vehicle for their 
various activities. Given the number of depart- 
ments, boards and committees that require peri- 
odic attention, there is no question but that formal 
departmental consolidations must soon be sought 
in the interest of administrative efficiency. After 
careful consideration of the present coordination 
of operations problem, the Selectmen and | con- 
cluded that a reordering of the duties of high level 
administrative personnel in the office of the Execu- 
tive Secretary was essential. A plan of operation 
was presented to the Board in the fall of 1972 and 
upon its adoption early this year the following 
memorandum relative to organizational changes 
and staff appointments was transmitted to all de- 
_partment heads and members of boards and com- 
missions: 


“The Selectmen and | would like to formally ad- 
vise you of recent organizational changes and staff 
appointments in the Selectmen’s administrative 
Office. 


“Margaret F. Mahoney, a career employee with the 
town who had served as Assistant to the Execu- 
tive Secretary since 1964, has been advanced to 
the newly created position of Deputy Executive 
Secretary. Miss Mahoney’s primary responsibili- 
ties in this demanding assignment will include, 
among other things, assisting me in directing and 
coordinating the activities of the Executive Sec- 
retary’s office; acting for me, when necessary, in 
implementing the Selectmen’s policies, directives 
and referrals to town departments; following up to 
see that complaints and requests for services 
which have been channeled through the Select- 
men and Executive Secretary are acted upon 
promptly and efficiently, and promoting interde- 
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partmental cooperation and coordination by main- 
taining direct relationships with operating depart- 
ment heads on the administration and implemen- 
tation of town programs and services. In my ab- 
sence, Miss Mahoney will temporarily assume the 
duties and responsibilities of the Executive Sec- 
retary. 


“We know you will agree that Miss Mahoney’s ex- 
ceptional talents and capabilities, together with 
her excellent general knowledge of all phases of 
government administration, are particularly well 
suited to this important administrative position. 
Her appointment will enhance the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the management function, bear- 
ing in mind the increased volume of work and com- 
plexity of matters now coming before the Select- 
men and requiring the Executive Secretary’s at- 
tention. 


“The second administrative staff appointment re- 
cently effected by the Selectmen relates to the po- 
sition of Administrative Assistant to the Executive 
Secretary-Budget and Management. Laurence S. 
Duffy, a member of our staff since November, 1971 
as Budget and Research Analyst, undertakes the 
duties of staff assistant with major concentration 
in the general area of budget and administrative 
management. In this capacity, he will perform es- 
sential duties for the Executive Secretary in the 
operating and capital budget preparation and re- 
view process and, in the field of research and 
analysis, will conduct studies and surveys of vari- 
ous aspects of departmental operations which will 
necessarily include the collection, compilation 
and evaluation of cost data. The latter function has 
as its principal objectives: 1) simplifying methods 
and procedures; 2) reorganizing existing services 
and activities in the interest of greater efficiency; 
and 3) eliminating overlapping responsibilities 
and duplication of services, thus removing inso- 
far as possible wasteful and extravagant expendi- 
tures. 


“As Mr. Duffy develops an intimate knowledge of 
town budget procedures and budget code items, 
he will work closely with the heads of all town de- 
partments in defining each agency’s specific work 
programs and refining associated cost data in or- 
der to form the basis for converting from a line- 
item to a program-type budget in the near future. 


“The Selectmen and | are confident that these ap- 
pointments and reassignments of responsibilities 
will enable us to better coordinate departmental 
activities on a continuing basis and will signifi- 
cantly strengthen our ability to cope with the day- 
to-day problems of municipal administration.” 


| am happy to report that these internal staff 
changes were effected without increasing the 


1973 budget requirements of the Selectmen's ad- 
ministrative office. 


Collective Bargaining in the Public Sector 


Legislative History 


The enactment of a municipal collective bargain- 
ing statute in 1965 (Chapter 763, Acts of 1965) 
brought a significant new feature into the town’s 
relationship with its employee associations or 
unions. Prior to that time the town voluntarily con- 
ducted its relations with employees on a meet- 
and-confer basis. While employee views on mat- 
ters concerning them were actively sought and 
given heavy weight in deliberations by the Person- 
nel Board and other concerned parties, the town 
was able unilaterally to decide and execute ac- 
tions dealing with wages, hours and working con- 
ditions of employees. 


The municipal collective bargaining statute pro- 
vided employee organizations with the legal right 
to bargain collectively with the municipal em- 
ployer or his designated representative. Neither 
party is compelled by law to agree to anything. 
But both parties are required to meet at reason- 
able times and to confer in good faith with regard 
to wages, hours and other conditions of employ- 
ment, the negotiation of an agreement or any ques- 
tion arising thereunder, and to execute a written 
contract incorporating any agreement reached. No 
provision of a contract in conflict with any law or 
by-law is enforceable. Should funds be necessary 
to implement any agreement the law requires that 
a request for the necessary appropriations be sub- 
mitted to the Town Meeting. The Town Meeting, 
as the final arbiter, is not required to approve the 
request. Other rights, such as resort to mediation 
and advisory fact-finding in matters where a bar- 
gaining impasse is reached, are also available to 
the municipality and to the unions. 


The Process 


A brief look at the bargaining process itself Is 
useful in understanding its impact in Brookline 
and the work of the Personnel Board, its ad- 
ministrative staff and special counsel. Unions en- 
ter collective bargaining with a goal of raising 
wages plus the value of other benefits as high as 
possible, while the Selectmen and the Personnel 
Board attempt to limit such increases to a level 
consistent with the needs of the town and equity 
to the employees. Neither party in a bargaining 
process knows the other’s fundamental position. 
This uncertainty leads each party to take initial 
positions which may be unrealistic. The purpose 
of collective bargaining is to try to discover

through gradual compromise how far the other 
party will give in or compromise while giving up as 
little as possible yourself. 


Another important aspect of the process contribu- 
ting to uncertainty is public opinion. This is par- 
ticularly important in negotiations with municipal 
employees, for the ultimate results are often de- 
termined by the attitude of the public. In a typical 
bargaining situation an agreement is possible 
when the maximum the employer is willing to pay 
is equal to.or greater than the minimum the union 
is willing to accept. Once the parties sense that 
they have compromised into the area of potential 
agreement, the bargaining is likely to become in- 
tense and difficult. Each side can then gain by 
moving slowly and by trying to get the other side 
to make the largest compromises. Negotiations 
can become protracted even though there is lit- 
tle difference between the positions taken by the 
two parties. This is one reason why many contracts 
are not settled until the last moment — or perhaps, 
as has been our recent experience, until well after 
the Annual Town Meeting. It is quite possible, 
therefore, that there will be no overlap of union 
minimum and employer maximum and no area of 
potential agreement. This happens when any of a 
number of possible pressures on one or both par- 
ties to the bargaining process keep them from 
compromising enough to enable an agreement to 
be reached. It is under these circumstances that 
the law provides for mediation and fact-finding. 
The upper limit to the cost of the collective bar- 
gaining agreement in the public sector is the tax- 
payers’ willingness to pay. The town enjoys no 
such guideline as the relatively firm one of earn- 
ings realized by industry in its bargaining. This 
creates one of the major difficulties in public sec- 
tor bargaining. Employee groups frequently obtain 
an impression from their contacts with different 
elements of the community that the upper limit es- 
tablished by the taxpayers’ willingness to pay is 
higher than the Selectmen’s and Personnel 
Board’s impression of that limit. These varying im- 
pressions make bargaining more difficult and 
sometimes prevent an area of potential agree- 
ment from emerging. 


Board and Staff Responsibilities 


The major role of the Selectmen as the town’s 
governing body and the Personnel Board as its 
agent in collective bargaining is to determine the 
level of acceptable cost increases to be incurred 
through negotiations and to determine the general 
distribution of these costs in terms of wages, bene- 
fits, etc. In determining these items, the Boards 
consider factors such as the financial condition of 
the town, the impact of increased costs on the tax 
rate, increases in the cost of living, comparable 


wage and benefit levels in other jurisdictions and 
in industry, and other relevant factors. 


Supporting information is vital to the Personnel 
Board in performing its bargaining role. Gathering 
the necessary data and assisting the Board in in- 
terpreting it is one of the primary roles of Gerard 
J. Hayes, Administrative Assistant to the Execu- 
tive Secretary-Personnel. In actual negotiations 
the Board frequently makes use of special labor 
counsel for advice on technical aspects of the 
bargaining process and as spokesman for the 
Board. With this team arrangement, Brookline is 
much better organized to engage in collective bar- 
gaining than almost any other community in 
Massachusetts. This is evident in the quality of the 
agreements that have emerged in recent years. In 
no case, unlike results in other communities, has 
the town’s right to manage the work force effi- 
ciently been “given away” to the employee or- 
ganizations. This possibility has been avoided in 
Brookline in large part through the efforts of the 
Administrative Assistant-Personnel in determining 
the potential impact of union proposals on depart- 
ment operations and through his assistance at the 
bargaining table. 


Each union proposal must be thoroughly analyzed 
so that the Personnel Board and department heads 
concerned are aware of all possible interpreta- 
tions thereof. The background knowledge that Mr. 
Hayes obtains on a continuing basis through ex- 
tensive contacts with other public employer labor 
relations officials, and through close attention to 
both public and private sector arbitration awards 
arising out of disputes over the meaning of contract 
language, is invaluable in this regard. Once the 
possible meanings of the various proposals are 
' known, Mr. Hayes discusses them with the depart- 
ment heads concerned to gain their views con- 
cerning the potential impact of the proposals as 
well as their views on possible areas of agreement. 
At this stage it is possible for Mr. Hayes and Allan 
A. Tepper, Special Counsel, to carefully construct 
the language of any counterproposal the Person- 
nel Board determines to offer. Both men are at the 
bargaining table to assist the Board in these mat- 
ters as bargaining progresses. 


The second vital factor accounting for the town’s 
retention of its right to manage the town’s work 
force efficiently has been the willingness of the 
Personnel Board to spend the increasing amounts 
of time necessary to negotiate sensible agree- 
ments. These efforts have provided the town with 
an enviable base from which to pursue increased 
productivity and concomitantly the town’s gen- 
eral goal of fewer but better jobs. 


The town now negotiates with seven separate 
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groups. As a result the responsibilities of the Per- 
sonnel Board and the Administrative Assistant- 
Personnel have become increasingly complex and 
time-consuming. This condition will in all likeli- 
hood accelerate as the scope of bargaining ex- 
pands, as the needs of the town change, and as 
the mechanisms of the bargaining process itself 
evolve into new uncharted areas. 


Revenue Sharing 


The State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972 
(H.R. 14370, also Known as Revenue Sharing), a 
bill enthusiastically supported by municipal and 
state officials, was signed on October 20, 1972. 
Revenue sharing was widely viewed as a welcome 
relief for local government, as a substitute for and/ 
or supplement to the local property tax which in- 
creasingly has come under criticism for its insta- 
bility and inequity. 


In general, revenue sharing funds must be utilized 
for “priority expenditures,” identified by Congress 
as follows: 


1) Ordinary and necessary maintenance and 
operating expenses for — 


a) Public Safety (including law _ enforce- 
ment, fire protection and building code 
enforcement); 

b) Environmental Protection (including sew- 
age disposal, sanitation and pollution 
abatement); 

c) Public Transportation (including transit 
system, streets and roads); 

d) Health; 

e) Recreation; 

f) Libraries; 

g) Social Services for the poor or aged; and 

h) Financial Administration. 


This does not mean that funds must be ap- 
plied to new expenditures in these priority 
areas. There is no “maintenance of effort’ 
clause in the Federal statute which author- 
ized revenue sharing. By applying the new 
funds to those expenditures which the mu- 
nicipality currently and traditionally makes in 
these priority areas, the total tax revenue 
needs of the community may be reduced. The 
effect of this will diminish the property tax 
growth rate and, in certain instances, actu- 
ally reduce taxes. 


Ordinary and necessary capital expenditures 
authorized by law. 


Revenue sharing monies may be applied 
toward the cost of any capital project, in- 
cluding land acquisition, construction, pro- 
fessional fees, equipment, site development 
and any other pertinent items. If used in this 
manner, and if borrowing were eliminated, a 
community’s outstanding debt would be 
gradually reduced and interest charges re- 
leased which could then be applied to pay 
for other projects in the capital improve- 
ments program. Thus, it would be possible 
to accelerate modernization and replace- 
ment without drastically increasing capital 
expenditures and a community’s outstanding 
debt. Capital facilities expenditures may also 
involve remodeling, reconstruction and re- 
pair of existing facilities. 


Under revenue sharing, during the next five years, 
approximately $30.1 billion will be allocated to 
state and local governments. The monies are allo- 
cated with one-third going to the states, and two- 
thirds to the cities and towns. For calendar year 
1972, Massachusetts has received approximately 
$163 million. These funds came at a most oppor- 
tune time for Massachusetts local governments, 
but revenue sharing must not be regarded as a 
“windfall.” It should be considered as part of a 
city or town’s revenue, budgeted and managed as 
strictly as current local tax funds. This point is par- 
ticularly relevant as municipalities embark upon an 
18-month budget cycle, which is likely to cause se- 
vere problems not only for municipal officials but 
also for local taxpayers. The wise, judicious and 
conservative application of revenue sharing funds 
is essential during this next municipal budget 
period. 


During the 18-month budget period Massachu- 
setts municipalities will be able to utilize, for bud- 
get purposes, the following entitlements: 


1) The entire annual entitlement for 1972, which 
was received in two installments — the first 
in December, 1972, and the second in Janu- 
ary, 1973; 


2) The entire annual entitlement for 1973, to be 
received in four installments — three during 
1973 (April, July and October) and the fourth 
in January of 1974; and 


3) The first quarterly payment on the 1974 en- 
titlement, to be received in April of that year. 


After consideration of the report on revenue shar- 
ing prepared by the Executive Secretary in De- 
cember, 1972, the Selectmen voted that the town’s 
revenue sharing funds be utilized solely for the 
purpose of property tax stabilization and not for 
new programming. In adopting this policy the 
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Board noted that the determination to utilize these 
funds to “‘stabilize’’ the tax rate was consistent 
with its commitment to curtail capital improvement 
projects and operating budgets during the new 
fiscal cycle, as set forth in policy statements and 
directives previously issued to all boards, commis- 
sions and department heads. 


This action by the Selectmen meant that Brook- 
line, whose tentative annual entitlement is $571,- 
720, would theoretically have been able to budget 
$1,286,370 for authorized expenditures during the 
18-month period. Distribution amounts are still in 
the process of adjustment, however, and most 
communities are utilizing about 80% of their an- 
ticipated revenue sharing funds and retaining the 
balance in reserve. The Selectmen, therefore, 
recommended to the Advisory Committee that 
$1,000,000 in revenue sharing funds be applied as 
an offset to the annual budget appropriations, the 
specific areas in which these funds are to be uti- 
lized to be determined jointly by the Executive 
Secretary, the Chairman of the Advisory Commit- 
tee and the Town Comptroller. Accordingly, this 
sum has been applied against several of the major 
departmental appropriations and the required ap- 
propriation for debt service. 


Transition to the New Fiscal Year 


The annual report of the Town Comptroller con- 
tains pertinent information with respect to various 
aspects of the new fiscal cycle law. Needless to 
say, the entire budget preparation and review 
process was complicated this year by the fact that 
it was necessary to develop appropriation requests 
for an 18-month fiscal cycle rather than the usual 
calendar year. Budget letter No. 2, transmitted to 
all departments by the Executive Secretary in 
August, 1972, outlined the Selectmen’s budget 
policy guidelines and emphasized the necessity 
of subjecting all ongoing programs to extremely 
critical review with the objective of reducing per- 
sonnel complements and non-personnel expense 
items to the maximum degree possible. That bud- 
get directive stressed the Selectmen’s intention to 
maintain departmental appropriations for the 
twelve months of calendar year 1973 at a level no 
higher than that obtained in 1972, when the appro- 
priations were corrected to reflect the 5.5% salary 
increase granted to all employees by the 1972 An- 
nual Town Meeting. The Selectmen were aware of 
the fact that seasonal factors and other considera- 
tions required that the last 6-month segment of 
the 18-month operating budget, covering the per- 
iod January 1 — June 30, 1974, would have to be 
dealt with on a department-by-department basis. 
Some 18-month program activities would reflect 
costs less than 150% of a 12-month period, while 


other programs would show costs exceeding 
150%. 


The preliminary examination of departmental bud- 
gets by the Executive Secretary and the formal 
review by the Board of Selectmen resulted in a re- 
duction of departmental requests of approximately 
$450,000. The recommended operating budget of 
the town for the 18-month period, as transmitted 
by the Board of Selectmen to the Advisory Com- 
mittee, totalled $50,085,406, or, in the case of all de- 
partments exclusive of schools, 151% of the an- 
nual appropriation for 1972. The above figure in- 
cluded several fixed charges over which the Se- 
lectmen have limited or no control, e.g., retire- 
ment system and pension fund, group health in- 
surance, property insurance, and short-term inter- 
est costs. It is clear, therefore, that the 18-month 
operating budget, as it will be recommended to the 
1973 Annual Town Meeting, reflects only those 
appropriations which will be absolutely necessary 
to conduct essential town services. 


Public Relations — A Continuing Concern 


The field of public relations covers the entire spec- 
trum of public service — the image created in the 
public mind of the standard of service rendered 
by the community. Certainly, in this context, the 
general public image of Brookline’s government 
has been quite good over the years chiefly due to 


the level and superior quality of its municipal serv- 


ices, particularly in the areas of education, recre- 
ation, public safety, public works, libraries and 
public health. This is not to say that the other areas 
of endeavor have been relegated to a secondary 


| position, but a substantial measure of the town’s 


fiscal resources has been devoted to the foregoing 
activities. 


We constantly attempt to improve our public re- 
lations, not only in terms of the information which 
appears in the public press and in the town’s an- 
nual reports, but, more importantly, in the manner 
in which visitors and callers to the Town Hall are 
treated by department heads and their subordi- 
nates. The importance of public relations in the 
latter sense is continually stressed both at the 
periodic department head meetings convened by 
the Executive Secretary and on a day-to-day basis 
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as specific problems arise.This personalized form 
of public relations might well begin with the voice 
of the operator extending a friendly “Good morn- 
ing’ to the citizens contacting the town offices; it 
might be reflected in the department head who pa- 
tiently listens to an inquiry and makes a sincere ef- 
fort to satisfy, within reason, each particular de- 
mand or request for service or information; it might 
be reflected in the courteous act of a police officer 
in admonishing a traffic violator. 


Others aspects of community public relations 
are reflected in such things as the appearance of 
the town-owned vehicles which represent a con- 
siderable investment of taxpayers’ money; the 
standard of maintenance of highways and side- 
walks — the standard of snow removal and street 
cleaning; the manner in which the refuse collec- 
tions are made; the effective work of the forces of 
the fire and police departments; the effort to get 
the highest production from both administrative 
and labor forces; the standard of maintenance of 
our parks and playgrounds; the extent to which 
every employee is informed with respect to every 
facet of his or her responsibility — getting to work 
on time and observing all of the rules and regula- 
tions. In short, it is the effort to get full value for 
every dollar expended. 


From another standpoint, our public relations 
are enhanced by the citizen who observes the law 
such as the antilitter regulation and complies 
with the building and health codes and sanitary 
regulations; the citizen who offers his time and 
effort to his or her community. Thus, as you can 
see, there are endless ways in which the image of 
the town can be reflected among the citizens. It 
has been this type and record of performance that 
has given Brookline its reputation for a well-run 
and orderly community. 


The town has always been noted for its high de- 
gree of citizen participation, a community asset 
which is vital in the effort to maintain good govern- 
ment. We constantly receive constructive sugges- 
tions for improvements in many areas of municipal 
service. Such advice is most welcome and enables 
town officials to achieve their primary objective 
with respect to your local government: ‘‘There is a 
better way to do it — find it.”’ 


TOWN MODERATOR 


Town Meeting has taken on a new look these last 
few years, while still retaining those qualities that 
make it a truly representative form of government. 
Again in 1972, the annual Town Election found 
many newly elected Town Meeting Members who 
had campaigned among their constituents on is- 
sues they felt of concern to the Town. As in other 
recent years, the Moderator found himself with 
requests from increasing numbers of Town Meeting 
Members to be heard on the issues in the debates 
on the Town Meeting floor. The particular concern 
in 1972 over the increase in the tax rate resulted in 
a record two evening sessions on the budget, as 
contrasted with the traditional perfunctory vote on 
the budget not so many years ago. 


To continue the effectiveness of this basic grass 
roots type of government, participation by every 
citizen, Town Meeting Member or not, must be 
possible on issues that are of wide interest and 
concern. 


The Moderator has introduced several innovations 
to enable more complete and detailed discussions 
on issues by larger numbers of Town Meeting Mem- 
bers and citizens than previously possible, while 
maintaining the traditional six to eight sessions for 
the Annual Town Meeting. 


Innovations 


In response to a request by the Moderator, the 
Selectmen agreed to plan a regular Fall Town 
Meeting and to defer to it as many of the Articles 
of the Annual Town Meeting as possible and thus 
better spread the legislative work load over the 
year. As a result of their cooperation, the number 
of Articles has been substantially reduced in the 
Annual Town Meeting, permitting greater time for 
debate, particularly on the issues of the budget, 
which have been of such growing concern. 


The conduct of the Town Meeting itself has been 
expedited by time limits imposed on all speakers. 
Limitations of five minutes and less on all speakers, 
with the exception of the original proponent of an 
Article (who has a maximum of ten minutes) have 
meant that more Town Meeting Members (and 
more citizens) can be heard. The times are care- 
fully observed with the assistance of the Town 
Clerk and a stopwatch. When possible, the Modera- 
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tor can and does recognize citizens who are not 
Town Meeting Members to address the meeting on 
specific issues. 


Before each Town Meeting, the Moderator is avail- 
able by phone, during scheduled calling hours, to 
advise any Town Meeting Member who wishes 
guidance in presenting motions, making amend- 
ments, or just to list himself or herself as wishing 
to speak. This advance planning has been helpful 
to both the Moderator and individual Town Meeting 
Members in increasing the pace of the meeting. 


Each Town Meeting Member now receives a letter 
from the Moderator prior to each meeting explain- 
ing the ground rules and establishing guidelines. 
In addition, the Moderator annually conducts a 
session on Town Meeting procedure so that the 
new Town Meeting Members can be certain how 
to properly present their thoughts for consideration 
by the Town Meeting. 


In order to encourage an informed and well-pre- 
pared Town Meeting, the Moderator has introduced 
a “Moderator’s Shelf’ at the main and branch 
public libraries of the Town for thirty days prior 
to each Town Meeting. The shelf contains books 
and printed matter pertaining to the Town Meeting, 
as well as space for the display of photographs, 
plans, etc., by all Boards, Commissions and Depart- 
ments relevant to any Articles in the Warrant. Not 
only Town Meeting Members but citizens con- 
cerned about the Warrant can avail themselves of 
this detailed background information. 


An important step in establishing greater account- 
ability of Town Meeting Members has been taken 
with the Moderator’s introduction of recorded roll 
call votes on key issues whenever seventy (70) 
Town Meeting Members rise to request it. These 
votes, published in The Brookline Chronicle-Citi- 
zen, are also printed in Part Two of this Town Re- 
port (available at all branches of the library). 


Committees at Work 


In addition to conducting the Town Meeting, the 
Moderator appoints two standing committees and 
the numerous ad hoc committees created from time 
to time by the Town Meeting. The largest commit- 
tee appointed by the Moderator is the Advisory

Committee or Finance Committee of thirty, which 
is essentially a ways and means committee of the 
Town Meeting charged with presenting a written 
report and recommendations on each and every 
Article in the Warrant. 


The Moderator believes that a well-functioning Ad- 
visory Committee is an essential ingredient to a 
successful Town Meeting. At its organization meet- 
ing in May of 1972, the Moderator addressed this 
Committee to attempt to redefine for them his 
concept of their role. His charge to the Members 
is quoted in part below: 


“Seek out those that might hesitate to speak 
before you, and hear everyone without unrea- 
sonable restriction. Remember many propo- 
nents, after being given a full hearing at the 
Advisory Committee, have revised or withdrawn 
from any presentation at the Town Meeting ... 


“Subcommittee Chairmen and Members of their 
Committees, when possible, should attend every 
meeting throughout the year of the Boards and 
Commissions reviewed by their Committee; so as 
to make more knowledgeable and meaningful 
suggestions during the initial decision-making 
stages of said Committees... 


“You all bring special interests to the Commit- 
tee; but use these interests to provide new re- 
sources of information to the group. You have a 
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personal responsibility to be sure that the Town 
Meeting has been given an impartial analysis... 


“Advisory Committee Members put in more total 
hours of hard work than any other voluntary 
committee in the Town and are entitled to the 
respect and distinction that the Moderator be- 
lieves the foregoing will give them. If you do your 
part, you will contribute a great deal to the re- 
vitalizing of the Town Meeting, by providing a 
leadership that has sorely been missing.” 


Town Employees Now Serve 


The 1972 Fall Town Meeting saw the elimination 
of the restriction in the bylaws against municipal 
employees who are elected as Town Meeting Mem- 
bers serving on the Advisory Committee. The Arti- 
cle eliminating the restriction in the bylaw had 
been inserted in the Warrant at the request of the 
Moderator who believed that the restriction created 
two classes of Town Meeting Members, depending 
on their place of employment, as well as prevented 
the Advisory Committee from having the benefit 
of the advice and counsel and participation of many 
qualified citizens. The Moderator appointed Mr. 
Charles W. Hubbard, III, as acting Moderator while 
he stepped down and was recognized to speak 
as the proponent of the Article. The Town Meeting 
gave its approval and the first appointment of a 
municipal employee to the Advisory Committee 
was made in December. 


In accordance with a new bylaw provision voted 
last year on the recommendation of a Moderator’s 
committee, several members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee with excessive absences were deemed to 
have vacated their positions and the Moderator 
made several interim appointments to fill such va- 
cancies. 


The Moderator made two appointments to the Com- 
mittee on Town Organization and Structure during 
the year, and, in a letter to the Committee at mid- 
year, requested them to look for new and creative 
innovations that would help to continue the effec- 
tiveness of our Town Meeting; permitting more 
participation in response to the concerns for the 
recent changes in social consciousness, increased 
operating costs and property taxes, changes in 
methods of teaching, etc. The Committee has ad- 
vised the Moderator of its intention to make an in- 
depth study of the entire problem. 


In addition to the foregoing standing committees, 
the Moderator, during the past year, has appointed 
seven to the Committee to study the Department 
of Public Works, five to the Committee to study 
eligibility of Town Meeting Members and three 
to the Special Committee on the Town Report. 
This latter Committee, consisting of Emily Drooker, 
Chairman, with Howard J. Piltch and Genevieve G. 
Wyner, made a number of recommendations that 
have been incorporated in the Town Meeting sec- 
tion of this Report; including the highlights of the 


Town Meeting activity in 1972, as well as a sum- 
mary of the action under each Article which imme- 
diately follows this Report and which has been 
written by a small special committee headed by 


Miss Barbara Rabinovitz, Town Meeting Member — 


from Precinct 12. It is hoped that this summary will 
impart to those citizens unable to attend the Town 
Meeting some of the spirit, determination and con- 
cern of the Town Meeting and its work. 


The summary and highlights are not intended to 
be a substitute for the detailed official report of the 
Town Clerk as recorded in Part Two of the Annual 
Report and available in all Brookline libraries.

These stu- 
dents have acted as volunteers for one or more 
Town Meeting evenings, carrying the portable mi- 
crophones to Town Meeting Members wishing to 
ask questions so they might address the meeting 
from their seats. This procedure, introduced last 
year, has enabled both Town Meeting Members 
and spectators to hear all comments and questions 
without the necessity of repetition by the Moderator. 


Advisory Committee 


The Advisory Committee members as listed in the 
Annual Report for 1971 labored many hours during 
January, February, and March of 1972 to complete 
this Committee’s recommendations for the 1972 
Annual Town Meeting. 


The Committee held its annual organizational 
meeting in May of 1972; a meeting was held in 
June to discuss in more detail the structure and 
responsibilities of the Committee. Tentative pro- 
cedures for carrying out these responsibilities were 
also discussed by those present. Both of the above- 
mentioned meetings were extremely well attended 
as is usually the case for most of the scheduled 
meetings. 


In order to prepare recommendations for the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting in October of 1972, five meet- 
ings were held during September and October. 
Immediately following completion of the Special 
Town Meeting, the Committee held eight meetings 
during November and December to review in detail 
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1973-74 department budgets as requested by town 
officials and department heads. Because of the 
large number of new appointees to the Committee 
who had not previously been exposed to detailed 
budgets (in line-by-line form), more time than usual 
was taken up in basic education of the newer Ad- 
visory Committee members. Approximately 50% 
of the Committee was in this category. 


The review and understanding of all budget re- 
quests studied were further complicated by the 
eighteen-month budget that must finally be 
recommended to Town Meeting in late March of 
1973. Much work remained to be completed at the 
close of 1972 but the Committee as constituted was 
composed of highly capable, interested citizens 
who dedicated themselves to the fullest extent pos- 
sible to insure that their recommendations for fu- 
ture Town Meetings will be practical, just, and in 
the best interests of the residents of the Town of 
Brookline. 


Departmental budgets and Town Meeting articles are evaluated by the Advisory Committee 


Committee of Town Organization and Structure 


In January of 1972, at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Committee began a four-month 
study of the Town’s Code Enforcement programs. 
The Committee’s report concluded that most of the 
obstacles to a more effective Townwide Code 
Enforcement program stem from the decentralized 
nature of this function, not only in Brookline but 
throughout the Commonwealth. 


Both by statute and by practice, Building, Health 
and Fire Codes have been enforced by the depart- 
ments concerned. The departments have different 
procedures and records to suit their respective re- 
quirements, which have led to difficulties in es- 
tablishing and maintaining an ongoing, overall 
code enforcement program. 


Another major problem was found to be the lack 
of adequate financial resources to fund a com- 
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prehensive program throughout the Town. The fed- 
erally funded Washington Square Code Enforce- 
ment Program covers only the area around Wash- 
ington Square and is not a permanent project. 


The report recommended centralization of all code 
enforcement activities within the Building Depart- 
ment. It also stressed the need for legislative ac- 
tivity to establish a housing rehabilitation loan fund 
and to make code violations civil rather than crim- 
inal offenses. In its report the Committee urged the 
Selectmen to play a strong, active role in accomp- 
lishing the recommended changes in the Town’s 
Code Enforcement activities. In September, at the 
request of the Moderator, the Committee began a 
study of the work load of the Town Meeting. The 
study should be completed early in 1973. 


TOWN MEETINGS 


HIGHLIGHTS 


The 1972 Annual Town Meeting convened on 
April 3, 1972 for a six-night session that dealt with 
a $32 million operating budget, controversial 
school articles and zoning amendments, as well 
as several less debatable issues and appropria- 
tions. 


Town Moderator Justin L. Wyner called the meet- 
ing to order in the High School auditorium, as 
Town Clerk Thomas F. Larkin recorded attendance 
for that night at 260 of the total possible 273 mem- 
bers. It was the highest attendance of the Annual 
Meeting, with a low of 211 recorded on April 13, 
the sixth and last session. 


With the approval of the first article, the perennial 
request for the appointment by the Selectmen of 
two Measurers of Wood and Bark, Town Meeting 
Members moved through several articles dealing 
with finances and salaries before settling on the 
sixth, the Town’s operating budget, and for what 
was believed to be the longest discussion of the 
budget in the Town Meeting’s history. 


Sumner Z. Kaplan, Chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, opened the discussion with a plea to Town 
Meeting Members to exercise fiscal restraint. He 
pointed out that the Selectmen and Advisory Com- 
mittee were recommending only those projects 
“absolutely necessary.” 


The Town Meeting scrutinized various budget 
items, having “held” about half of them for discus- 
sion. With the exception of appropriation requests 
for renovations to the High School cafeteria, and 
those for the Human Relations Commission, at- 
tempts to reduce the budget were unsuccessful. A 
request for $19,900 to refurbish the High School 
cafeteria was voted down, despite statements that 
the expenditure would ‘‘humanize’”’ the cafeteria. 
The Human Relations Commission was reviewed 
by the Town Meeting, as members debated reduc- 
ing the $51,679 requested for several hours before 
agreeing to the amount of $23,382 by a majority 
vote. The sensitivity of the issue became apparent 
as the debate ensued. Those favoring the lower 
amount outlined the Commission’s two-year history 
and said it had not performed usefully. Those sup- 
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porting the full appropriation argued that the Com- 
mission’s tasks could not be accomplished quickly. 
Rent Control, a heated issue at Town Meetings of 
the past three years, surfaced in a less provocative 
form at this meeting. Defeated was a motion that 
the Town refuse to allocate money for a court fight 
on the question of rent controls for federally 
financed housing. By a one-vote margin, the Town 
Meeting also refused to increase by $6,000 the Rent 
Control Board’s total request of $113,740. The 
funds were to provide for the hiring of a data pro- 
cessing director. 


Four school articles were the subject of several 
hours of debate which resulted in acceptance of a 
planning feasibility study for the Devotion School; 
approval of the School Committee’s request for 
$185,000 for renovations to the Devotion School; 
approval of $150,000 for plans and specifications 
for the new Lincoln School; and disapproval of ma- 
jor renovations to the Runkle School. The debate 
was carried on by advocates of fiscal restraint who 
wished to control the tax rate and by those who said 
the Town had to offer quality education to attract 
and retain young families. 


The requirement that amendments to the zoning 
bylaw be approved by a two-thirds vote of the 
Town Meeting prevented opponents of high-rise 
construction at the Dexter and St. Aidan’s School 
sites from prevailing on a roll call vote. The vote 
was 114 in favor, 94 opposed, and 2 abstentions. 
The changes would have rezoned the sites to per- 
mit construction only of lower density structures, 
rather than the two larger apartment buildings 
planned. The discussion revolved around the legal- 
ity of the revision, land-use policy for the Town, 
threats to the neighborhood’s stability, expansion 
of the tax base, and increased demands for munici- 
pal services. 


Voting on other articles, the Town Meeting ap- 
proved amendments to strengthen provisions of 
the Town’s Dog Control bylaw; it rejected by a 
standing vote (115-76) a proposal to have the Se- 
lectmen sell land at 189 Boylston St. to the Stephen 
F. Rutledge Post of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
for “‘no less than $1,000.” The meeting aiso ap- 


proved requests for the following: design and con- 
struction of a new Pierce Playground ($75,000); a 
feasibility study for an indoor ice skating rink 
($10,000); and the planting of trees along major 
thoroughfares in the Town ($47,500). 


The meeting concluded with the unanimous ap- 
proval by the Town Meeting Members of the article 
authorizing the Board of Assessors to use one 
million dollars in ‘‘free cash,” to be transferred 
from Surplus Revenue, in determining the 1972 
tax rate. 


Six months later, on October 24, a Special Town 
Meeting was convened for a two-night session to 
vote on articles dealing with a police pay incentive 
plan, a pedestrian bridge in Brookline Village, a 
pupil population projection study, the size of the 
School Committee, and other issues. 


The proposal for an educational incentive program, 
offering base salary increases to full-time police 
officers as a reward for furthering their education 
in the field of police work, was defeated. Opponents 
argued that the plan would lead to divisiveness in 
the department between the older officers, less 
likely to begin formal police education programs 
and the younger officers, who would be more likely 
to benefit from the educational incentive pay. Pro- 
ponents contended that police officers with more 
formal education would be of greater value to the 
Town, especially as the police face increasingly 
complex problems in their daily work. 


A lengthy debate ensued on the articles calling for 
alterations in Washington and Juniper Streets in 
Brookline Village, to allow for a pedestrian bridge 
spanning Route 9 at the Hearthstone Building 
area. The result was a negative vote on a standing 
count, which was reconsidered and overturned the 
next night. The opposition focused its criticism — 
not on the bridge — but on the land damage costs 
associated with its construction. The Selectmen 
recommended a transfer from Surplus Revenue of 
$77,000 to cover the estimated costs of land dam- 
ages and the Town Meeting gave its assent to that 
figure by a standing vote in favor of the original 
articles. 


Proponents of an article requesting an appropria- 
tion for a pupil population study failed to muster 
the necessary support for passage of the article. 
They argued that such a study would provide direc- 
tion for the Town’s school construction program. 
Those opposed rebutted that such a study would 
duplicate one commissioned earlier in the year by 
the School Committee. 


The Special Town Meeting disapproved another 
school-related article which sought a reduction in 
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the size of the School Committee from nine mem- 
bers to five. Members of the School Committee said 
that their many tasks and subcommittee assign- 
ments necessitated the present number. Those 
favoring the reduction said that the nine-member 
committee was anachronistic, unwieldy and that 
fewer members would focus responsibility more 
clearly for the townspeople 


SUMMARY OF ACTIONS TAKEN 


The following is a summary of the actions taken 
by the Annual and Special Town Meetings on the 
Articles in the Warrants for those meetings. The 
more detailed official Town Records appear in Part 
Two of this Annual Report, copies of which are 
available in the Town Clerk’s Office, the Select- 
men’s Office, and the Public Libraries.

Temporary Borrowing. \t was unani- 
mously VOTED to authorize the Treasurer to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of 
revenue for the financial years beginning Jan. 1, 
1972, and Jan. 1, 1973, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year. 


Article 3. Amendments to Classification and Pay 
Plans. |t was unanimously VOTED to amend sec- 
tions of Article 1-B (Classification and Pay Plans) 
to provide for pay raises for certain town employ- 
ees; for new classifications, reclassifications and 
deletions of certain positions; and for a general 
townwide wage increase of 5.5% to be effective 
April 1, 1972. 


Article 4. Police Manpower. NO ACTION was 
taken on a proposal to make changes in the staff- 
ing of patrol platoons of the town’s Police Depart- 
ment. 


Article 5. Retirement Allowances. |t was unani- 
mously VOTED to increase the retirement allow- 
ances of any former employee of the Town who was 
retired on account of injury sustained in the per- 
formance of his duty. 


Article 6. Annual Appropriation Vote. \It was 
VOTED to adopt an operating budget for the cal- 
endar year 1972 in the amount of $31,994,249, 
which included the following changes to some bud- 
gets as submitted:

to appropriate $2,468.99 for the payment of un- 
paid bills incurred in a prior year by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services. 


Article 8. Heath School. |It was unanimously 
VOTED to raise and appropriate $50,000 for archi- 
tectural plans and specifications and for construc- 
tion of a parking area at the Heath School. 


Article 9. Lawrence School. NO ACTION was re- 
quired on a request for supplementary funds for 
architectural plans, specifications, and construc- 
tion of an addition and renovations at the Lawrence 
School, because the lowest acceptable bid, re- 
ceived after the insertion of this Article in the 
Warrant, was well within the $2.6 million funded 
for the project at the October, 1971 Special Town 
Meeting. 


Article 10. Devotion School — Feasibility Study. 
It was VOTED to accept and approve a planning 
feasibility study for the Devotion School. 


Article 11. Devotion Schoo! — Plans and Speci- 

fications. |t was VOTED to appropriate $185,000 to 

supplement a previous $125,000 appropriation for 

architectural plans and specifications for additions 
and alterations to the Devotion School. 


Article 12. Lincoln School — Plans and Specifica- 
tions. It was VOTED to appropriate $150,000 to 
supplement a previous $200,000 appropriation for 
architectural plans and specifications for the new 
Lincoln School. 


Article 13. Golf Course Pro Shop. |It was VOTED 
to appropriate $4,000 for architectural plans, speci- 
fications and other costs for a pro shop and reno- 
vations to the clubhouse at the Putterham Mead- 
ows Golf Course. 


Article 14. Pierce Playground. |It was unanimously 
VOTED to appropriate $75,000 for the design, de- 
velopment and construction of Pierce Playground. 


Article 15. Ice Skating Rink. It was VOTED to ap- 
propriate $10,000 for a planning feasibility study 
for the construction of an indoor ice skating rink.

Sewer and Drain Improvements. |t was 
unanimously VOTED to appropriate $250,000 for 
the construction of sewers and drains in Brookline 
Ave., Kent Sq., Netherlands Rd., and Francis St. 


Article 19. Highway Construction Program. |It was 
VOTED to appropriate $150,000 for reconstruction, 
maintenance and repair of various streets, side- 
walks and bridges within the Town. 


Article 20. Highway Construction Program — 
Chapter 90. It was VOTED to appropriate $94,600 
for the reconstruction and repair of several town 
streets to be reimbursed in part by the state and 
county. 


Article 21. Code Enforcement Area. It was VOTED 
to appropriate $174,000 for public improvement 
projects under the Neighborhood Improvement 
Program Mass. E-12 Concentrated Code Enforce- 
ment Area. 


Article 22. Solid Waste Disposal Analysis. |t was 
VOTED to appropriate $100,000 for analyzing the 
solid waste system, computerizing the solid waste 
collection system and monitoring the stack flue 
gases from the municipal incinerator. 


Article 23. Traffic Signal Modernization. \|t was 
VOTED to appropriate $11,000 for the moderniza- 
tion of the traffic signal at the intersection of Eliot 
Street and Ackers Avenue. 


Article 24. Modernization of Traffic Control De- 
vices. It was VOTED to appropriate $43,400 for 
the installation or modification of traffic control 
devices at five locations. 


Article 25. Traffic Signal Improvement. |t was 
unanimously VOTED to transfer $13,200 from a 
previous appropriation, for traffic signal improve- 
ments in the Washington Square Code Enforce- 
ment Area. 


Article 26. Traffic Control Devices — School 
Zones. It was unanimously VOTED to appropriate 
$40,000 for the installation of traffic control devices 
required to establish school zones at seven loca- 
tions. 


Article 27. Amendment to Marsh Urban Renewal 
Area. It was VOTED to amend the Marsh Urban Re- 


newal Plan providing for the acquisition of the Sud- 
bury Brass property on Pearl Street so as to pro- 
ceed with acquiring the land necessary for the 
construction of 350 units of low and moderate 
income housing on the Marsh site. 


Article 28. Runkle School. lt was VOTED to appro- 
priate $8,300 to supplement three previous appro- 
priations for architectural plans and specifications 
for additions and alterations at the Runkle School. 


Article 29. Skating Facility. NO ACTION was 
taken on a request for the construction of an en- 
closed skating facility to be located at the Cypress 
Playground or, as an alternative, Larz Anderson 
Park. 


Article 30. Traffic Signal. NO ACTION was taken 
on a request for an appropriation of the necessary 
amount of money for the installation of a traffic sig- 
nal at the intersection of Englewood Avenue and 
Beacon Street. 


Article 31. Land Sale on Boylston Street. A mo- 
tion to sell town-owned land on Boylston Street 
to the Stephen F. Rutledge Post, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, No. 864, for not less than $1,000 was 
DEFEATED. 


Article 32. Water Main Easements. |t was unani- 
mously VOTED to authorize the Selectmen to take 
by eminent domain or acquire by purchase three 
separate easements for constructing, maintaining 
and repairing or reconstructing water mains and 
to appropriate $2,600 to pay for land damages or 
any other costs. 


Article 33. Lawton Path Footway. |It was unani- 
mously VOTED to provide for a footway from the 
Lawton Playground to Gibbs Street, to be known 
as Lawton Path, and to appropriate $4,500 for the 
payment of land damages or other costs incurred 
in the acquisition of land for it. 


Article 34. Dog Control. It was VOTED to amend 
the dog control bylaw to strengthen certain of its 
provisions for: the impounding, release and dis- 
position of dogs; the restraint of dogs; the penalty 
for violations of the bylaw; and the definition of a 
dog ‘at large.” 


Article 35. Voting Hours. |t was VOTED to author- 
ize the Selectmen to submit a bill to the Legislature 
which would amend the General Laws to allow 
polls to be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. during refer- 
endum elections instead of from 2 p.m. to 8 p.m. 


Article 36. Building Code. It was unanimously 
VOTED to adopt a new building code for the Town. 


Article 37. Zoning Bylaw Amendment. It was 
VOTED to amend the zoning map by changing to 
S-7 the entire existing SC-7 district encompassing 
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Crowninshield Road, Adams, Elba and Copley 
Streets. 


Article 38. Zoning Bylaw Amendment. A motion 
to adopt an article calling for a change in the zon- 
ing of the Dexter School site from M-2.0 to M-1.0 
was DEFEATED. 


Article 39. Zoning Bylaw Amendment. A motion 
to adopt an article calling for a change in the zon- 
ing of a parcel of land bounded by Freeman, Still 
and Pleasant Streets and the Still-Browne Co. prop- 
erty from M-2.0 to M-1.0 was DEFEATED. 


Article 40. Telephone Service and Equipment 
Study. It was VOTED to commit to the Select- 
men for their action this article calling for investi- 
gation of the quality and adequacy of telephone 
service in the Town and to send a letter of censure 
to the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 


Article 41. Reports of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees. It was VOTED that the Moderator appoint 
a Committee to review the 1971 Town Report, with 
the staff of the Selectmen’s Office, to determine 
and agree upon coverage of 1972 Town Meeting 
activities for Parts One and Two of the 1972 Annual 
Town Report. 


Article 42. Use of Available Funds. |t was unani- 
mously VOTED to authorize the Board of Assessors 
to use the ‘‘free cash’? sum of $1,000,000, to be 
transferred from Surplus Revenue, for the purpose 
of reducing the tax rate of 1972. 


Article 43. Borrowing. It was unanimously VOTED 
to appropriate and raise by borrowing or to ap- 
propriate from other available funds such sums of 
money as may be necessary for all or any of the 
purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles.

NO ACTION 
was taken on an article calling for a special act of 
the Legislature authorizing the Town’s Traffic Di- 
rector to promulgate rules and regulations for the 
parking of cars, in this case, on-street parking for 
teachers at the high school. 


Article 15. Advisory Committee Appointments. It 
was VOTED to amend the Town bylaws to allow 
the Moderator to appoint town employees to the 
Advisory Committee. 


Article 16. Gasoline Stations. NO ACTION was 
taken on an article calling for a new town bylaw 
that would require gas stations to open no earlier 
than 6 a.m. and close no later than 11 p.m. 


Article 17. Dog Control. NO ACTION was taken 
on an article calling for an amendment to the town 
bylaw that would allow the town’s dog officer to 
order dogs muzzled in any situation where he feels 
it necessary for the protection of town citizens. 


Article 18. Reports of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees. It was VOTED to accept a report on poten- 
tial cost benefits to the Town by instituting systems 
of inventory control and a report by a committee 
appointed by the Moderator to consider and re- 
commend changes in the format of the Annual 
Town Report as it relates to the work of the Town 
Meeting. 


Article 19. Borrowing. It was VOTED to transfer 
$8,250 from Surplus Revenue to be expended by 
the Fire Department pursuant to Article 1 for sev- 
erance pay and educational incentive pay.

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GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Town Clerk 


The 1972 work load in the Town Clerk’s office was 
the heaviest of many years. Office staff worked 
many nights, and the Town Clerk was required to 
work 182 nights and 33 Saturdays or Sundays in 
order to complete all tasks of the office. 


In the year 1972 we had the Annual Town Meeting 
and one Special Town Meeting. The Annual Town 
Meeting, with 43 Articles, was held on April 3, 1972, 
and dissolved on April 13, 1972, after six sessions. 
A Special Town Meeting, with 19 Articles, was held 
on October 24, 1972, and dissolved on October 25, 
1972. The Town Election was held on March 7, 
1972, and 9,840 persons voted, or 31.91% of the 
total registered. 


The Presidential Primaries were held on April 25, 
1972. Sixty-five Republicans and one hundred eigh- 
ty Democrats were listed on the ballot. There were 
1,793 Republicans and 10,622 Democrats who 
voted. For the first time in 36 years, Brookline had 
to use paper ballots rather than voting machines 
for the Democratic Party as legislation necessary 
to use voting machines was held up in the State 
Legislature. Approximaiely three hundred fifty per- 
sons were employed at the polls and in the Town 
Clerk’s office to complete this primary. The elec- 
tion officers worked long into the night to complete 
the counting of ballots. The Town Clerk and his of- 
fice staff worked all day and night in completing 
the records. After 32 straight hours of work, the 
primary results were declared official. Many cities 
and towns spent weeks getting their final returns 
into the Secretary of State. 


On June 6 there was a Special Town Referendum 
regarding appropriations for the Devotion School 
and the Lincoln School. The vote was as follows: 


Question No. 1 — Devotion School 


Yes — 3,188 No — 6,207 
Question No. 2 — Lincoln School 
Yes — 3,195 No — 6,126 


Both votes failed to overturn Town Meeting action, 
as the required 20% of the registered voters, 6,482, 
did not vote NO on either question. The number of 
registered voters who voted was 9,560, or 29.5%. 
The polls were open from 2:00 P.M. to 8:00 P.M. in 
accordance with the bylaws. 
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The State Primaries were held on September 19, 
1972. Eleven Republicans and twenty-eight Demo- 
crats were on the ballot. There were 3,617 Repub- 
licans and 6,226 Democrats who voted, or 30.74% 
of the registered voters. 


The State Election was held on November 7, 1972. 
There were 29,968 persons who voted, or 84.28% 
of the registered voters. We also had 81 persons 
not qualified to vote on the full ballot, who voted on 
a short ballot for President and Vice-President only. 


The number of births recorded for the year 1972 
was 325. This is approximately 25% fewer births 
than in 1971. The number of deaths recorded for 
the year, which is incomplete pending final returns 
from the City of Boston, was 833, of which 600 were 
Brookline residents. The number of marriage in- 
tentions filed in 1972 was 628, and the number of 
marriages recorded for the year was 797. Depart- 
ment receipts totaled $34,570.99 for the year 1972 
as follows:

Registrars of Voters 


During 1972 eight thousand seven hundred twenty- 
nine (8,729) people registered to vote, the largest 
number ever in one year in Brookline. As of De- 
cember 31, 1972, the Town had 35,571 registered 
voters. 


The Registrars held fifty-four night registration ses- 
sions throughout the Town, in addition to the daily 
sessions held in the Town Hall. Special registra- 
tions were held for students at the Brookline High 


School and Pine Manor Junior College. 


Frances Halpern and George V. Brown, Jr., were ap- 
pointed as Registrars of Voters in January of 1972. 
Ruth C. Nagle retired on October 31, 1972, after 
serving as an assistant Registrar of Voters for 
thirty-six years. She will be remembered by the 
many people she registered over the years for her 
warm and friendly service.

Town Counsel 


Nineteen seventy-two was the first full calendar 
year in which the Town of Brookline was repre- 
sented by the law firm of Tyler & Reynolds. The 
principal attorney for the firm as Town Counsel is 
David M. Roseman, Esq., head of its municipal 
and trial department. All lawyers in the firm are 
available to the Town. 


This was an active year. Two agreements under 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 121A were 
negotiated and executed, to lead the way to real 
estate developments to be erected at Coolidge 
Corner and on Lancaster Terrace. 


Major litigation included matters in connection 
with the enforcement of the Town bylaws pro- 
hibiting nonaccessory signs, and a test of the 
Attorney General’s ruling striking down the Town 


bylaw placing federally subsidized housing under 
rent control. General legal services were rendered 
to the various Town Boards, Agencies and Depart- 
ments. Opinions were rendered on questions con- 
cerning collective bargaining, retirement benefits, 
renewal of liquor licenses and zoning matters, 
among other subjects. 


Services were also rendered in the preparation of 
the 1972 Annual Town Meeting and the October 
Special Town Meeting. 


General litigation matters included prosecutions 
for code violations, defense of tort claims, civil 
service hearings, arbitrations of disputes, and 
hearings before the Appellate Tax Board. 


Counsel was in attendance at all meetings of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Purchasing 


The level of the Purchasing Department’s activity 
reflects the aggregate of the Town’s requirements 
for materials, supplies, and equipment. In 1972, 
the total dollar value expended through the Pur- 
chasing Department was $2,358,527. 


An important aspect of centralized purchasing is 
the combined purchase of items used by two or 
more departments. Twenty-four different catego- 
ries of items were coordinated during 1972 with 
each department receiving the advantage of a max- 
imum volume price. Examples of coordinated pur- 
chases include such diverse items as art supplies, 
automobiles, fuel oil, and grass seed. The Purchas- 
ing Department also operates a stationery store 
carrying 215 items of office supplies. These items 
are purchased in quantity and charged to the vari- 
ous departments as required. The store’s operation 
eliminates many small, relatively high-priced 
orders. 


The Purchasing Department continued to imple- 
ment the Board of Selectmen’s policy of encour- 
aging intergovernmental cooperative purchasing. 
In 1971 the Town of Brookline, City of Waltham 
and Town of Watertown entered into a coopera- 
tive bid for rock salt. In 1972 this group was ex-

panded to include the Towns of Arlington, Bel- 
mont, Weston, and the City of Cambridge. The re- 
sulting price was $1.90 per ton lower in 1972, rep- 
resenting an approximate saving of $5,700 to the 
Town of Brookline. Brookline, Waltham, and Wa- 
tertown issued a cooperative gasoline bid for the 
first time in April, 1972. Brookline’s price was re- 
ducéd $.0021 per gallon from the previous year or 
an annual saving of at least $600. The lowered 
price has additional significance because it is firm 
through April, 1973, and thus the Town is protected 
against price increases until that time. 


A significant quantity of recycled paper was pur- 
chased during 1972 in keeping with the Board of 
Selectmen’s policy of encouraging the use of re- 
cycled paper by all Town departments to the ex- 
tent that it is economically available and suitable 
for the intended purpose. Over 18,000 reams of 
recycled duplicator paper were purchased utiliz- 
ing the appropriate Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts contract. In addition, 878 cases of paper 
towels and 90 cases of toilet tissue made of 100% 
recycled fiber were purchased for the various 
Town departments and the public schools under a 
single coordinated bid. 


Personnel Board 


A January general ruling by the Federal Pay Board 
coupled with special legislation enacted by the 
State Legislature enabled the Town to honor its 
commitment to pay the second phase of the 1971 
general salary increase effective October 1, 1971, 
as had been agreed upon, instead of effective No- 
vember 14, 1971, as had been done under then 
existing Pay Board rulings. The Town promptly 
honored its contracts with the various employee 
unions and paid retroactive increases for the per- 
iod October 1, 1971 - November 14, 1971. 


Collective bargaining negotiations to renew union 
contracts expiring on March 31, 1972, were begun 
late in 1971 under the terms of the personnel by- 
law as modified by amendments voted by the Oc- 
tober, 1971, Special Town Meeting. As the 1972 
Annual Town Meeting drew near, the Personnel 
Board had been unable to conclude negotiations 
with the Police and Firefighters Unions on terms 
the Board considered in the interests of the Town 
as well as of the employees. Contracts had been 
concluded with the other Town unions. A decision 
was made by the Town to initiate fact-finding un- 
der the terms of the collective bargaining statutes 
in order to provide an orderly method of resolving 
the various issues still under negotiations. The 
fact-finding process involves an exploration of 
mediation possibilities by staff employees of the 
State Labor Relations Council followed, if neces- 
sary, by nonbinding recommendations on resolu- 
tion of disputed matters by an expert third party 
selected by the Town and the Union from among 
a list of candidates provided by the State Labor 
Relations Council. The Police Union concurred in 
this approach. The Firefighters Union decided to 
exercise its right under the personnel bylaw to 
present the open issues, many of them detailed in 
nature, to the Town Meeting for resolution. The 
Town Meeting, however, acting on the advice of 
the Personnel Board, the Selectmen and the Ad- 
visory Committee, determined that fact-finding 
would be a method superior to Town Meeting de- 
bate to employ in resolving the disputed matters 
and no action was taken by the meeting on any 
open issues other than the salary question. 


The Annual Town Meeting approved all of the 
Personnel Board’s recommendations for changes 
in the Town’s personnel bylaw and Pay and Clas- 
sification Plan, including a 5.5% general pay in- 
crease which was effective on April 1, 1972. The 
employees of the Police and Firefighters Unions 
were included in the increase. 


Following the Annual Town Meeting an agreement 
with the Firefighters Union was concluded on 
terms which the Personnel Board viewed as in 
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the Town's interests without need to continue into 
the fact-finding process. The October Special 
Town Meeting provided authority, in those areas 
where it was required, to implement the contract. 


Fact-finding was necessary on the issues involving 
the Police Union. A series of hearings on the is- 
sues was concluded on December 1, 1972. The 
fact finder’s report had not been received as of 
December 31, 1972. 


Negotiations with all employee units for contracts 
to be effective April 1, 1973, are under way. None 
has been concluded as yet. During 1972 a seventh 
employee collective bargaining unit with which 
the Personnel Board negotiates was established 
when the staff of the Library Department deter- 
mined to engage in collective bargaining and 
elected a bargaining representative. 


The Personnel Board remains convinced that there 
is basically a very healthy employer-employee re- 
lationship in the Town. Disagreements between 
the parties to any collective bargaining agreement 
are normal, however, and are to be expected — 
in both the negotiation and administration of con- 
tracts. Realizing this from the beginning, the Board 
has included provisions for third-party binding ar- 
bitration as the final step for resolving grievances 
arising out of the interpretation or application of 
the contracts negotiated by the Board. This final 
step was utilized for the first time during 1972 in 
two matters involving the Firefighters Union. While 
the decisions of the arbitrator in both cases have 
not yet been received, both the Town and the 
Union have reaffirmed their willingness to abide 
by the arbitrator’s opinion. This attitude will go a 
long way toward maintaining a good employer- 
employee relationship as well as toward making 
the collective bargaining process a constructive 
one. 


As a final matter of general interest, the Board 
wishes to acknowledge and commend the actions 
of the Brookline Rotary Club in establishing the 
Rotary Club Employee Awards Program in Sep- 
tember of 1972. The program is designed to se- 
lect and honor a Town employee each month who 
represents the Rotarian goal of “‘service above 
self” in the performance of his or her duty. Recipi- 
ents of the awards selected by the Rotary Club in 
1972 were as follows: September — Patrolmen 
Donald J. MacIntyre and John J. Cummings; Octo- 
ber — Fire Captain Philip Renta; November — 
Assistant Superintendent of Recreation Evelyn Kir- 
rane; December — Patrolman Peter M. McDonald. 
The Personnel Board joins the Rotary Club in con- 
gratulating these employees. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


The Brookline Police Department completed dur- 
ing 1972 the design phase and began implemen- 
tation of its model police department development 
program funded by the Governor’s Committee on 
Law Enforcement and Administration of Criminal 
Justice. The Department and its consultants, The 
Analytic Sciences Corporation and the Massachu- 
setts Mental Health Association, have designed a 
comprehensive in-service training program, an 
automated record system, improved patrol pro- 
cedures, and new burglary control and preven- 
tion techniques. Applications for further federal 
funding to implement these programs, and con- 
tinue the Police Planner and Legal Advisor for a 
second year, are being processed. 


In the meantime, however, the Police Department 
has already begun implementation of some of the 
patrol improvements; installed, in cooperation with 
the data processing department of the Comptrol- 
ler’s Office, anew computerized system for proces- 
sing parking tickets and producing management 
reports and overdue notices for parking fines; pro- 
vided 36 hours of community relations training to 
30 officers and begun training of 60 others; and 
launched Operation Identification, a burglary de- 
terrence program. Townspeople have been en- 
couraged, through news releases and selected 
mailings, to identify all property of value by engrav- 
ing their driver’s license number or their name and 
telephone number on the object. Engravers are 
available on loan from the Police Department 
along with decals which can be placed on a door 
or window telling any potential intruder that any 
items of value are marked and readily identifiable. 


As part of the burglary program questionnaires 
were mailed to a cross section of the Town’s resi- 
dents, with an almost 40% return. The Department 
has, in addition, completed a draft of a new opera- 
tions manual covering policies, rules, duties, and 
procedures of the Department. The draft is now 
being reviewed by a study team representing all 
ranks of the Department. 


Other significant events of the year include instal- 
lation of anew emergency telephone system utiliz- 
ing the universal emergency telephone number, 
911. Brookline citizens needing emergency assist- 
ance will now dial this number, while nonemer- 
gency calls will continue to be handled over the 
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Department’s old number, 734-1212. 


Specifications were finally released and bids re- 
ceived for the Department’s new UHF radio system 
previously authorized by the Town Meeting. The 
new system is expected to be operational by the 
spring of 1973. 


Further, the Department appointed a full-time Po- 
lice-Community Relations Officer to plan and su- 
pervise the Department’s community relations pro- 
gram consisting of a long-range, full-scale effort to 
acquaint the police and the community with each 
other’s problems and to stimulate action and sup- 
port aimed at solving these problems. 


Including the community relations training men- 
tioned above, the Department provided 40 hours 
of in-service training for all patrolmen and 19 su- 
perior officers. Other subjects covered included 
criminal law and procedures, 28 hours; human re- 
lations, two hours; and youth relations, four hours. 
In addition, 40 hours of training were given to two 
officers laterally transferred to the Department; 120 
hours of recruit training were provided for ten pro- 
visional officers hired in the fall; while one patrol- 
man attended the recruit training program at the 
State Police Academy and six other officers at- 
tended specialized courses in organized crime, 
emergency care and transportation, and first aid 
(Red Cross Instructors Course). Fifteen men are 
taking law enforcement courses at Northeastern 
University, Boston State College, and Suffolk Uni- 
versity. Nineteen members of the Department were 
cited in General Orders in 1972 on 27 separate oc- 
casions for meritorious service.

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During the year the Department lost four patrolmen 
through retirement and hired 12 new patrolmen (10 
of whom are provisional appointees), bringing the 
Department to full strength. The Police Planner, 
Planning Assistant, and Legal Advisor were hired 
under the federal grant programs described 
above. One patrolman serves as Dog Officer; one 
works on parking meter maintenance; one is on 
detached service — assigned to the Traffic Di- 
rector and to Town Counsel; and two are assigned 
as parks police. One clerk was assigned to Muni- 
cipal Court. The matron’s position is filled part-time 
by the school traffic supervisors on a rotating basis. 


During the past year the Police Department inves- 
tigated 20,242 complaints, made 869 arrests, is- 
sued 4,568 moving traffic citations, 320 jaywalking 
citations, and 119,076 parking citations. In addi- 
tion, the Department performed many other serv- 
ices including the rendering of assistance to 9,478 
persons in countless forms of distress. 


Total “Part |’ crimes committed in Brookline in 
1972, as reported to the F.B.I., decreased by 
10.13% over 1971. Included were:

As defined by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
“Part I’? crimes consist of offenses regularly re- 
ported to law enforcement agencies by victims or 
witnesses. Crimes Classified as “‘Part Il” frequently 
go unreported, thereby making any index of them 
rather unreliable. Arrests for Part | crimes in- 
creased by 27.64%. 


Total arrests for all crimes increased 3.69%. There 
was an 8.75% increase in automobile accidents. 
At the same time, there was an approximate 55% 
decrease in the volume of cases handled by the 
Youth Bureau. Total cases handled by the bureau 
were 800 of which 160 were cleared through the 
juvenile court and 640 through other agencies in- 
cluding schools, family services, welfare, and 
youth resources.

Fire Department 


The operation of the Fire Department for the year 
1972 reflects an excellent record with respect to 
the number of serious fires experienced. In fact, 
there were 74 fewer alarms sounded than for the 
previous year. 


In accordance with the request of the Commis- 
sioner, an intensive survey was made of the opera- 
tion of the department by the American Insurance 
Association to determine the potential efficiency 
of the department for meeting all emergencies 
which might be encountered. The survey, which 
it is expected will be received in the spring of 
1973, will indicate whether or not adequate water 
pressures and mains are available to the depart- 
ment. The observations which will be presented in 
this survey report will furnish guidelines for the 
direction of the department in attaining and main- 
taining maximum efficiency. 


The Town Meeting in 1971 appropriated the sum 
of $50,000 for the renovation and refurbishing of 
Stations #1 and #2. This appropriation was not 
sufficient to carry out the project in its entirety due 
to the fact that prior to starting the work the appro- 
priation appeared to be deficient in relation to the 
bids received. Furthermore, the Building Commis- 
sion found that it was necessary to make repairs 
to the roof of Station #2 as well as to point the 
brick walls. With a small additional appropriation 
it is expected that these two buildings will be in 
excellent condition. The Town should be able to 
defer the construction of a new Central Fire Head- 
quarters for a period of approximately 25 years, 
it being noted that the Town is faced with a very 
comprehensive plan for capital improvements, par- 
ticularly for school buildings. 


The wisdom of adopting a fire code as previously 
suggested is reiterated so that the department 
might assume its full responsibility for maintaining 


all structures within the Town at a high standard. 
The Code Enforcement Committee is conducting 
a study of the general subject matter and should 
have some concrete recommendations in the not 
too distant future. 


Two more engines have been equipped with Inter 
City Radios so that we now have a total of five 
companies so equipped. The addition of this equip- 
ment provides instant communication with neigh- 
boring communities in the metropolitan area, 
thereby assuring maximum security to the residents 
of the Town in the event that additional equipment 
might be required. 


The new Ladder Truck which was ordered in 1970 
is expected to be delivered in the late spring of 
1973, almost two years after the placing of the 
order. This fact is mentioned parenthetically so 
that in connection with future replacement of Town 
equipment, due consideration must be given to the 
time factor of delivery. In other words, the vehicle 
to be replaced is almost two years older by the 
time the new piece of apparatus is delivered. 


The department will follow very closely the effec- 
tiveness of the new ‘‘911”’ emergency telephone re- 
porting system to make sure that there is no un- 
warranted delay in getting apparatus under way to 
fires or other emergencies. Being a relatively new 
system, improvements or changes in its functioning 
might have to be given adequate consideration. It 
has been the experience of the department that un- 
der the old system the apparatus is underway to 
the fire in the space of 15 to 30 seconds. The new 
system, it is hoped, will operate with equal dis- 
patch. 


More detailed information containing the usual sta- 
tistical data will be contained in the conventional 
report which is annually submitted to the Select- 
men. 


Traffic and Parking Department 


Since its establishment four years ago, the Traffic 
and Parking Department has given highest priority 
to analyzing problems and planning safety-related 
improvements at locations which experience high 
accident rates, particularly those ‘‘High Accident 
Locations” where 10 or more accidents occur an- 
nually. 


During 1972, major improvements were completed 
at four High Accident Locations as part of the 
Town’s TOPICS Program. The most significant of 
these projects was at Beacon Street’s intersection

with Washington Street where an average of 45 ac- 
cidents per year have occurred, giving it the du- 
bious distinction of being the fourth highest acci- 
dent location in Town. Improvements at Washing- 
ton Square included complete reconstruction of the 
intersection and the installation of a more modern 
signal controller, as well as new signal indications 
for pedestrians and overhead signals for vehicular 
traffic. Similarly, the Washington Street-School 
Street-Cypress Street intersection was _ recon- 
structed with new islands to more effectively chan- 
nelize traffic and enhance the safety of pedestrians 


crossing, along with the installation of new traffic 
signals and control equipment. Beacon Street’s 
intersections with Kent and Powell Streets and with 
St. Paul Street were equipped with overhead sig- 
nals and new pedestrian indications. Improvements 
were also made under TOPICS at a fifth intersec- 
tion — Beacon Street at Summit Avenue — which 
has long been a difficult intersection for pedes- 
trians to cross and subject to other operational 
problems. Beyond these improvements in inter- 
sectional traffic control the four Beacon Street lo- 
cations were equipped with shelters for MBTA 
patrons, while new curbing and guardrail was in- 
stalled along Beacon Street between Marion Street 
and Westbourne Terrace. Traffic and Parking is 
particularly pleased that, although funds for these 
projects had been approved by Town Meeting, it 
was possible to implement these projects under the 
TOPICS Program at minimal cost to the Town. 


Under the next phase of Brookline’s TOPICS Pro- 
gram, traffic control improvements are planned at 
15 additional locations, seven (7) of which are High 
Accident Locations. It is expected that a contract 
for these projects, most of which are along Route 
9 and in the Brookline Village area, will be awarded 
late in 1973. Since the proposed project — ex- 
pected to cost in excess of 1 million dollars — is 
planned for implementation under TOPICS, no 
town funding will be required. A subsequent stage 
of the Town’s TOPICS Program will deal with the 
Coolidge Corner area, and also operations of the 
MBTA Beacon Street car line; preliminary studies 
involved in this latter project have been initiated 


by the state’s consultant, and it is hoped that ten- 


tative recommendations will be submitted to the 
Town later in 1973. 


In planning capital improvement projects, Traffic 
and Parking makes every effort to take advantage 
of state- and federal-aid programs so that neces- 


sary projects can be implemented with a minimum 
impact on the Town’s tax rate. Accordingly, schoo] 
zone flashers along seven streets abutting ele- 
mentary schools in Brookline are planned for in- 
stallation under a state-aid program whereby their 
estimated cost of $40,000 will be completely re- 
imbursed, while safety-related improvements at 
five other locations — for which Town Meeting has 
authorized approximately $43,000 — have been 
approved for funding under a state-aid program 
which will permit 75 percent reimbursement to the 
Town. Design of these projects will hopefully be 
completed in mid-1973 and construction contracts 
awarded later in the year. 


During 1973, the Selectmen directed that a re- 
evaluation be made of the Town’s policy relative to 
all-night parking. While a detailed review of ad- 
vantages and disadvantages confirmed the wis- 
dom of maintaining the Town’s long-standing pol- 
icy in this regard, it did suggest that the Town 
should take a more active role in encouraging pri- 
vate property owners to make additional off-street 
parking spaces available to residents. Traffic and 
Parking is presently developing a specific program 
to implement this recommendation, which should 
be submitted to the Selectmen for review within 
the next few months. 


In conjunction with the Advisory Committee on 
Traffic and Parking, the Department vigorously pur- 
sued the Selectmen’s policy statement that through 
traffic should be discouraged from neighborhood 
streets. Highest priority was given to developing a 
plan to divert through traffic from the Blake-Somer- 
set-Weybridge Road corridor. Toward this end, 
an Origin-Destination Study was carried out during 
the spring of the year in which volunteers from the 
League of Women Voters as well as neighborhood 
groups interview drivers traveling on _ these 
streets to obtain definite information on travel pat-

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terns. Along with this information, extensive traffic 
volume counts were made by the Department to 
permit analysis of a number of plans which were 
suggested to discourage through traffic without 
seriously inconveniencing residents of the area. A 
series of public meetings is being held to acquaint 
neighborhood residents with these proposals and 
obtain their opinions, after which it is expected that 
a final plan will be selected for implementation on 
a trial basis. 


The public meetings held to discuss plans for dis- 
couraging through traffic from the Somerset-Blake- 
Weybridge Road area are just one example of 
Traffic and Parking’s efforts to facilitate citizen 
participation in its projects and programs. In ad- 
dition, a series of public meetings was held during 
December at which the proposed 1973 TOPICS 
Program was described and explained, and those 
in attendance were given an opportunity to make 
comments and suggestions relative to proposed 
improvements in traffic control. While attendance 
at these meetings was disappointingly low, it was 
nevertheless a valuable opportunity for citizens to 
become acquainted with project proposals, and 
did result in a number of suggestions which will be 
incorporated into the project plans. 


A new national Manual on Uniform Traffic Control 
Devices was adopted by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts during 1972 which has important 
implications for Brookline and, indeed, all cities 
and towns. This Manual, which specifies standards 
and requirements for all signs, signals, and pave- 
ment markings, is the result of almost 10 years of 
analysis and review of various traffic control de- 
vices and techniques used throughout the coun- 
try. Since state law requires that all signs, signals 
and towns. This manual, which specifies standards 
and pavement markings conform to these stan- 


dards, many traffic signs in Brookline will have to 
be replaced and many signals modified. Accord- 
ingly, the Department is requesting funds over a 
5-year period to convert existing signs and signals 
to the new standards. Hopefully, at the same time, 
it will be possible to eliminate a number of un- 
sightly and confusing sign situations which now 
exist. 


As in previous years, the Traffic Director partici- 
pated in a number of professional conferences or 
seminars which were held to promote safety and 
improvements in traffic control. One of these was 
an all-day seminar sponsored by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works at which the 
Traffic Director served as a member of a panel 
which discussed ways in which the TOPICS Pro- 
gram could be improved. The Traffic Director also 
participated in a seminar sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council at which pedestrian safety 
was the theme. At this latter conference, the Traf- 
fic Director presented preliminary results of a de- 
tailed:study of all pedestrian and bicycle accidents 
which had occurred in Brookline over a 3-year 
period. A final report of this study should be com- 
pleted in the very near future, at which time it will 
be made available to all concerned agencies and 
persons. The Department plans to utilize study find- 
ings to develop a townwide program to reduce ac- 
cidents involving pedestrians and bicycles. 


As in previous years, the Traffic and Parking De- 
partment made a number of recommendations rela- 
tive to site plans submitted to the Board of Appeals 
for approval and participated with other town 
agencies in studies to develop plans for proposed 
new town facilities, such as the Brookline Village 
Pedestrian Bridge and the Lincoln and Devotion 
Schools. 


Building Department 


Following twenty-three years of service in the Town 
of Brookline, the last ten years of which were as 
Building Commissioner, Mr. Robert J. Stewart re- 
signed as Building Commissioner. He was replaced 
by Mr. Frederick E. Wegner. 


The Town adopted the model code of the Building 
Officials and Code Administrators (BOCA) as 
amended, as the new Brookline Building Code at 
the 1972 Annual Town Meeting. Following approval 
by the Attorney General on May 19, 1972, it was 
advertised and becomes effective January 1, 1973. 
Brookline’s new Building Code will reflect more 
recent trends in engineering and construction, as 
well as satisfying state and federal requirements. 
Its format is such that future code changes will be 
relatively easy to make. Brookline can look for- 
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ward confidently to quality building construction 
and maintenance throughout the Town. 


The Department continues to work with other Town’ 
departments such as Health, Fire, Rent Control 
Board and the Washington Square Code Enforce- 
ment Program. Referrals from these agencies are 
promptly inspected by this Department. This re- 
sults not only in the Department’s carrying out the 
requirements of the Building Code and Zoning By- 
law, but also makes available to the other Town 
departments information essential to them in car- 
rying out their activities. 


In an effort to improve the operations of the De- 
partment and to better serve the public, one in- 
spector has been designated as Plans Examiner- 
Building Inspection Coordinator. 


He spends at least half of his time in the office, and 
in this way is available to serve the public better 
than the prior arrangement, where inspectors were 
available only an hour in the morning and an hour 
at noon. 


Activities in 1972 continued much as in the past 
several years with the principal new building ac- 
tivities being that of multifamily dwelling struc- 
tures. The volume and type of building operations 
in 1972 were:

PUBLIC WORKS 


The events of major significance in the Brookline 
Public Works Department in 1972 were: 


e The Engineering Division designed Gardner Path 
and supervised the construction by the Highway 
Division. Prepared plans and supervised construc- 
tion of seven streets in the Mass. E-12 Code En- 
forcement Area. Prepared a contract and super- 
vised the resurfacing of twelve streets throughout 
the Town, as well as the Slurry Seal of thirty streets. 
Prepared a contract and supervised the construc- 
tion of a new parking lot for the Heath School. Co- 
ordinated the preparation of plans for the Wash- 
ington Street Pedestrian Overpass, as well as the 
street relocation work to be performed in connec- 
tion with this bridge. Assisted the consultants con- 
ducting the Solid Waste Management Analysis. Co- 
ordinated public improvements in the Code En- 
forcement Area with neighborhood groups. As- 
sisted the Park Department in preparing contracts 
for the renovations to the Brook Street Playground 
and the Pierce Playground. Coordinated the sewer 
contracts under the Federal Grant WS1-22-0177 
and the water improvements contract. 


e The Highway Division inaugurated an asphalt 
crack-filling pavement program to prolong the life 
of street and roadway pavements in the Town. A 
contest was sponsored by the Conservation Com- 
mission in cooperation with the School Department 
in the Brookline School System to determine a 
name for the Highway Division 1.5 cubic yard dump 
body vehicle used to combat litter in the business 
areas in the Town. Many remarkably good names 
were submitted. After much deliberation the 
judges selected ‘‘Scoopy, the Coolidge Corner 
Cosmic Cleaner,” and on Earth Day, April 22, 1972 
the name was officially announced. 


e Mrs. Carolyn Whittle, Ecologist, of Newton, Mas- 
sachusetts, who campaigned against the use of 
only deicing salt for snow and ice removal and 
wrote a widely read report on this issue, stated that 
the Town of Brookline has always been a leader 
in the preservation of the quality of life. Mrs. Whit- 
tle specifically stated that Brookline’s sand and 
salt mixture policy for the control of ice and snow 
was ecologically oriented. 


e A comprehensive solid waste analysis was un- 
dertaken for the Town by Sanitas Technology and 
Development Corporation of Boston. This analysis 
will help the Sanitation Division deal successfully 
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and responsibly with the Town’s critical solid waste 
problem. 


e The Department of Public Works initiated a Re- 
cycling Collection Program to not only help pre- 
serve precious natural resources but extend 
quickly diminishing sanitary landfill life. The par- 
ticipation of all citizens is greatly needed and en-

e A great deal of maintenance work was done over 
the past year at the municipal incinerator includ- 
ing repairs to the overhead crane and the relining 
of Furnace No. 2. 


e Over 3,000 letters were mailed to notify property 
owners of violation of the regulations for storage 
and handling of solid waste and, during 1972, four 
cases were brought to trial in Brookline Municipal 
Court for violations of these waste disposal regu- 
lations. 


e The year 1972 was interesting and challenging 
for the Water Division. Approval of Article 17 of the 
Annual Town Meeting, including $130,000 for in- 
stallation of new water mains, provided funds for 
the completion of the construction phase of the 
Water Improvement Program at this time and pro- 
vided the Town with the necessary reinforcement 
of the distribution system to meet present and 
future fire demands: 


e In September, 1972, a survey of the municipal fire 
protection of the Town was conducted by engi- 
neers from the Insurance Services Office of New 
York, N.Y. (formerly the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters). This analysis consisted of an in- 


vestigation of the Brookline water system, meth- 
ods of operation and an examination of records, 
plans and statistical data. The highlight of this 
survey was the actual field testing of fire hydrants 
and gate valve inspections. 


The survey revealed that the Brookline water sys- 
tem had not only retained its first class rating but 
this rating would continue as long as improve- 
ments, especially cleaning and lining of existing 
mains, were performed to cope with the ever-in- 
creasing fire demands of the community. 


e The last significant event of 1972 was the ac- 
ceptance of Article 10 of the Special Town Meet- 
ing in October, submitted by the Brookline Re- 
development Authority, for funds for the plans and 
specifications for a preengineered steel building 
necessary to relocate the Water Division’s Pearl 
Street facilities within the Marsh Urban Renewal 
Area to the land adjacent to the Water Division’s 
Garage and Meter Shop behind the gas station on 
Emerald Street, so that progress in building low- 
to moderate-income housing in the Marsh Urban 
Renewal Area will no longer be delayed. 


Thorough testing of the Town’s water system and fire hydrants was completed in the fall 


Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery 


The lawns, trees and drives of the Walnut Hills and 
Old Brookline Cemeteries were given their usual 
care and attention. The following are the details 
of the usual work performed during the year.

The Cemetery received over $20,000 in fees from 
interment and the sale of lots and graves. Earnings 
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from the Cemetery’s Perpetual Care Fund ex- 
ceeded $16,200 for the year. A more complete re- 
port of departmental receipts and expenditures ap- 
pears in the report of the Comptroller. 


There were no interments in the Old Brookline 
Cemetery in 1972. By the end of 1972, approxi- 
mately 25% of the total acreage of the Walnut Hills 
Cemetery remained available. 


Mr. Herbert B. Fisher, Superintendent of the Ceme- 
tery for almost forty years, and who served the 
Town faithfully for a much longer period, retired on 
December 1, 1972. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS| 


Statistics 


In September, 1972, there were 6,309 students en- 
rolled in the Brookline Public Schools, 2,203 of 
them in the High School. This figure includes Metco 
students who receive their education here through 
the use of state funds. 


Earlier, at the June graduation exercises in the 
High School, 568 students were awarded diplo- 
mas. Graduating with honor were 89 members of 
the class, while 111 won National Honor Society 
distinction. 


Summer School classes at the High School, offer- 
ing a variety of courses for credit, enrichment or 
review, drew an attendance of 470 students. 


Adult Education courses in the fall were more 
popular than ever, enrolling 3,100 men and women 
and leaving many hundreds on the waiting list. 


Curriculum 


In his keynote address to the faculty at the opening 
of the school year, Superintendent of Schools, 
Robert |. Sperber, posed two questions: ‘‘Are the 
children learning?” and ‘What kind of environment 
for learning are we providing?” He urged avoiding 
the “glittering cliches” about new movements and 
methodologies, and rather, in the quest for help- 
ing students, recognize that work which taxes one’s 
highest intellectual or physical powers is the most 
likely route to personal fulfillment. He also called 
for ‘“‘strong teachers who are not afraid to stand 
up and speak out for what is right and human.” 


During the summer, workshops had been con- 
ducted for the faculty in Mathematics, English, Sci- 
ence, and Social Studies, with resultant emphasis 
on new procedures and in-depth instruction. At 
Pierce and Baker Schools, a new language labora- 
tory program in the eighth grade improved lan- 
guage skills with the aid of tapes. New courses in 
Social Science in grades 10-12 included The Ur- 
ban Experience. Other high school courses in- 
cluded Sports Writing, Philosophy, Semiotics Sem- 
inar, and Radio and Television Production, Play- 
writing and Scriptwriting. 


In the Unified Arts Building (formerly Manual 
Training) broadened instruction is given in crea- 
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tive arts as well as in mechanical and technical 
skills. Courses are now integrating various arts 
and activities to promote the connections between 
subjects and increase critical awareness and 
judgment. 


In developing a more relevant curriculum, notable 
success has been seen in Occupational Education 
where courses enrolling more than 500 students 
have been expanded in areas such as Medical 
Careers, Data Processing, Early Childhood Devel- 
opment, Food Services, Business Practice, Distrib- 
utive Education, Communication through Media, 
and Park, Forestry, and Conservation. Students 
may combine the programs with academic educa- 
tion or use these courses as preparation for work 
in a specific field directly after graduation. Part of 
this job training takes place in various Town De- 
partments where these students are in great de- 
mand. In the third and fourth years of this training, 
students may continue as trainees in paid positions 
for various employers in-Greater Boston. 


Another enriching program has been the Arts/Six 
project which opens new horizons in drama, dance, 
sound and film-making by bringing real artists and 
professionals from these fields into the classrooms 
of our elementary and secondary schools. 


A source of satisfaction to the School Department, 
and particularly to its Language Arts program, was 
the report of the Boston College Center for Field 
Research and School Services, released in the 
fall, which found that Brookline High School grad- 
uates have superior writing skills compared with 
other 17-year-old students across the nation. The 
independent study reported the overall picture as 
“one of strength and excellence” and found that 
reading attitudes were ‘overwhelmingly positive 
and highly enthusiastic.” 


After a study and evaluation of Brookline High 
School, the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges renewed its accreditation of the 
school and recommended it for continued mem- 
bership in the Association for a ten-year period. 


Other New Developments 


Having completed its planning phase, the Brook- 
line Early Education Project, or BEEP, was granted 
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$750,000 for two years by the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion and the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation to 
put its program into operation. This pioneer study, 
which also includes a number of children in the 
Metropolitan Boston area, is the first project in the 
country to mobilize a community to provide medi- 
cal and educational services for its children from 
birth to schoo! age. Brookline parents serve on 
advisory committees and others from professional- 
ly related fields collaborate as consultants. Dr. 
Donald E. Pierson was appointed Director of the 
BEEP project. 


School Committee 


Mrs. Ann M. Wacker was elected to an unexpired 
term on the School Committee, succeeding Thom- 
as P. Hennessey who resigned when he moved out 
of Brookline. Mrs. Wacker is a Town Meeting Mem- 
ber and has been active in school and civic affairs 
for many years. 


Joseph Robinson was elected Chairman of the 
School Committee, succeeding Jacques M. Dron- 
sick who had served as Chairman for two terms 
and under the Committee rules could not run for 
reelection. 


John Connorton was elected Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee. 


A proposal to reduce the size of the School Com- 
mittee from nine members to five members was 
voted upon in a Town Referendum and was de- 
feated. 


Athletics 


Seven hundred and forty-two students at Brook- 
line High School were awarded varsity and junior 
varsity letters or freshmen numerals in the school 
year ending June, 1972. Thirty-seven athletic 
teams were represented. 


An independent survey conducted by the Boston 
Globe among all Eastern Massachusetts High 
Schools found that Brookline offered the greatest 
number of athletic sports for boys and girls. 


During the year, the boys’ gymnastics team won 
the Suburban League Championship, while State 
Championships were won by girls’ golf and girls’ 
100-yard dash teams. 
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When School Is Out 


To encourage greater use of school buildings for 
community purposes, a number of new programs 
were given School Committee cooperation. At 
Driscoll and Devotion Schools, after-school pro- 
grams are being conducted for children from kin- 
dergarten through the third grade, in response to 
the need of growing numbers of working parents 
in these areas. The extended-day programs are 
sponsored by the Parent-Teacher Organizations 
and are financed by tuition fees paid by parents 
whose children make use of the facility. 


These programs are in addition to such broad- 
based use of school buildings as lunches for the 
elderly at the Devotion School — approximately 
10,000 such !unches were served during 1972 — 
and Adult Education classes, sharing of gymna- 
sium facilities with the Park and Recreation De- 
partment, and meeting rooms for Boy Scouts and 
Girl Scouts,. Parent-Teacher Organizations, and 
the like. 


School Construction 


The Elementary School Building program contin- 
ued to progress during 1972. Presently under con- 
struction are the Pierce and Lawrence Schools 
which are scheduled to be occupied in 1973. Ad- 
vanced planning continues on the Devotion School 
and the School Committee expects to request con- 
struction funds within the year. The feasibility study 
for Lincoln School was completed in the fall of 
1972, and it determined that it was feasible to con- 
struct the proposed 675-pupil school on the former 
Park School site. 


Budget 


At the year-end, the Superintendent of Schools 
recommended a budget for the coming year that 
represented an increase of only 4.5 percent over 
1972, one of the smallest dollar and percentage in- 
creases in recent years. The only increases pro- 
posed by the Superintendent were as a result of 
last year’s collective bargaining agreements and 
nonrepetitive costs related to the new building 
program. The staff was decreased slightly and the 
rest of the program costs were reduced as well. 


LIBRARY 


Building 


The Main Library has been under construction 
since June, 1971. During this eighteen-month peri- 
od, the Main Library has been closed for only 
thirty-five hours to the public. Staff and public have 
endured the dirt, noise, lack of heat and parking 
occasioned by the construction with reasonable 
good humor. It is still expected that construction 
will be completed by the summer of 1973. 


Library Circulation 


Despite the dislocation caused by construction, 
the Library has had the largest circulation in its 
history. Almost 464,000 library items were borrow- 
ed for home use. 


Library Programs 
Films 


There are now film programs for children, senior 
citizens and adults. Film programs for children are 
held monthly at the Coolidge Corner Branch Li- 
brary. 


An average of eighty senior citizens attend the 
Tuesday morning Senior Cinema series at the Coo- 
lidge Corner Branch Library. Senior Cinema is a 
cooperative project of the Council on Aging and 
the Library. The librarian responsible for the pro- 
gram reports the senior citizens enjoy films with 
much color, drama and action as well as travel and 
biographical films. The showing last summer of the 
13-part Civilisation Series produced by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation was a major success. 


Because of the Main Library construction the Film 
Classics series, originally held at Main Library, has 
been transferred to Coolidge Corner Branch Li- 
brary this fall. The series of Garbo and Hepburn 
films has drawn overflow crowds of college stu- 
dents, young housewives and working people. 


There has been an attendance of approximately 
5,000 people at the library film programs during the 
year. 


Special programs for senior citizens at the Coo- 
lidge Corner Branch Library included a talk on 
“State Services for the Elderly” by Mr. Donald 
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Strong of the Massachusetts Department of Elder 
Affairs. 


At the Main Library, two hundred children enjoyed 
a visit from the Zoomobile of the Franklin Park 
Children’s Zoo. Members of the zoo staff showed 
and discussed a number of animals including mon- 
keys, a tortoise, an armadillo, a boa constrictor 
and an alligator. 


Joyce Chen gave a demonstration of Chinese 
cooking at the Main Library. The eighty people who 
enjoyed the evening had an opportunity to sample 
the results of the demonstration. 


One hundred children and adults attended a per- 
formance of the Storrs Puppet Theatre at the Coo- 
lidge Corner Branch Library. The children were 
delighted and look forward to a return perform- 
ance. 


Successful story hours were held at the three 
branch libraries. Because of an increasing demand 
for a story hour for children three years of age, 
the Coolidge Corner Branch Library children’s 
staff is offering such a program on Monday after- 
noons this year. 


Books and Phonograph Records 


The matter of books and other library items stolen 
from the library shelves or borrowed and not re- 
turned continues to be a serious problem. The 
1972 inventory of the fiction collection revealed 
1,256 books missing from the Main Library shelves. 
The Library has had to repurchase 505 of these 
books. 


In addition, 2,606 books loaned to borrowers dur- 
ing the period May, 1971, to April, 1972, have not 
been returned. 


An inventory of the Main Library popular record 
collection was completed this spring. There were 
127 records missing from this collection of 330. 


The Library Trustees are considering various secu- 
rity measures to mitigate these losses. 


Despite the absence of the Head of Technical 
Services for a portion of the year because of ill- 
ness, the Technical Services Division has done a 
creditable job. Over 22,000 books have been add- 
ed to the collection and 10,000 books withdrawn. 


The out-of-print list of fiction titles grows larger 
each year. We are fortunate to have several fine 
secondhand bookstores that supply us with these 
books, usually in very good condition. 


Library Promotion 


A number of excellent booklists on special topics 
were prepared by the staff. Titles of the booklists 
included ‘“‘Communications,” “Religion as Cul- 
ture,’ ‘““Man’s Myth,” ‘New England Crafts and 
Lore,’ “Physical Fitness,” and ‘‘Presidential Poli- 
LiGS=. 


Nine book talks were given during the year to dif- 
ferent groups, among them a Golden Age group, 
a Temple Sisterhood and a Woman’s Club group. 


The Library participated in Brookline Earth Day by 
setting up a book display and distributing library 
fliers. 


Twenty-five hundred calendars of library events 
were produced and mailed to colleges, churches, 
libraries, senior centers and other organizations. 
The calendars were also distributed in the Town 
Hall, supermarkets, laundromats and banks. One 
hundred fifty posters advertising library programs 
were placed in windows of various local stores. 


There were announcements of library activities on 
TV stations and radio stations. 


A first edition of a list of large-print books available 
in the Main Library was published. Three hundred 
copies of this list, printed in large type, were dis- 
tributed in the branch libraries, senior centers, 
and individual and nursing homes on the shut-in 
routes. 


Personnel 
Most departments have had little staff turnover. 


Four staff members attended the American Library 
Association conference in Chicago. A large num- 
ber of staff members attended the two Massachu- 
setts Library Association meetings held this year, 
and the New England Library Association confer- 
ence. 


Besides taking a variety of courses, staff members 
have attended film previews, workshops on story 
telling, use of reference books and program plan- 
ning. One children’s librarian participated in a two- 
day “Institute on the Urban Child: The Right to 
Read,’ sponsored by the Massachusetts Bureau 
of Library Extension.

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PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board 


The Planning Board has responsibility in four gen- 
eral areas: identifying problems; preparing com- 
prehensive policies and plans to guide and imple- 
ment long-range development of the Town; analyz- 
ing the impact and effectiveness of implementa- 
tion tools, e.g., Zoning and urban renewal, and of- 
fering revisions when necessary; and providing ad- 
vice, information and coordination on the wide 
range of Town development programs and policies. 


Comprehensive Plan 


The Comprehensive Plan is a statement of the 
Town’s intentions for the nature and direction of 
change of development over the foreseeable fu- 
ture. By law, the Planning Board has the sole duty 
and responsibility of preparing the Comprehensive 
Plan, and adopting, monitoring, and amending it 
from time to time as appropriate. However, since 
the Board is acting for the Town, the Board wishes 
to insure that it does indeed speak for all of the 
Town and the various groups within it by assuring 
a wide participation of citizen groups and officials 
in reviewing and advising on each of the steps and 
the elements of the Plan before it is officially formu- 
lated and adopted. 


The initial section of the Comprehensive Plan is 
a set of goals generally shared by the people of the 
Town. This is not intended as a list of objectives 
to be accomplished but rather as the touchstones 
by which the specific policies and proposals will be 
evaluated. The heart of the Plan is a set of pro- 
posed Town policies that are intended to cope with 
those problems perceived to be urgent and im- 
portant, based upon a study of existing conditions 
and trends and framed in recognition of those ex- 
ternal forces which must be accommodated where 
they cannot be influenced by Town action. Within 
the framework of the proposed policies, the more 
explicit components consist of programs and proj- 
ects designed to give effect to the policies, These 
range from recommendations on land use and de- 
velopment in the Town, to be given effect through 
zoning and other regulations and incentives, to 
specific projects like a playground expansion or 
youth center. Each of these proposals will require 
decision and action by some agency of the Town 
government; many involve Town Meeting action. 
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During 1972 the Planning Board has continued its 
work on the extensive revision of the 1959 Compre- 
hensive Plan. A major portion has been revised 
and distributed for citizen comment. The Planning 
Board and the Board of Selectmen have agreed 
that the completion of the Comprehensive Plan re- 
vision is a task having the highest priority. It is 
anticipated that a draft revision will be available 
for public discussion in the first half of 1973. Sub- 
sequently, the Planning Board will review the pub- 
lic comments, consider modifications, and formal- 
ly adopt a revised Comprehensive Plan. 


Zoning Amendments 


The Planning Board held three public hearings, on 
February 28, September 14, and December 21, on 
proposed amendments to the Zoning Bylaw. The 
first hearing was on a proposal to allow, by special 
permit, reduction in the parking space require- 
ments for privately financed housing for the elderly. 
The Planning Board reported favorably on the 
amendment, believing it to be a means of encour- 
aging needed housing construction for the elderly, 
but in October, Town Meeting defeated the pro- 
posal. The September hearing took up fifteen 
amendments to the Zoning Bylaw proposed by the 
Planning Board; thirteen were adopted by Town 
Meeting in October, two were withdrawn. These 
amendments were designed to strengthen the 
height, setback and parking regulations, especially 
in the higher density residential districts, and to 
correct minor inconsistencies in the Bylaw. In 
December, the Board held a hearing on a minor 
zoning map change related to the low and moder- 
ate income housing in the Marsh Urban Renewal 
Area. 


An amendment submitted by petition in December, 
1971, by the Dexter Neighborhood Association and 
others to rezone from M-2.0 to M-1.0 land form- 
erly used by the Dexter and St. Aidan’s Schools 
failed to get the required two-thirds vote at the 
1972 Annual Town Meeting. Concurrently, the 
same group petitioned to change from SC-7 to S-7 
the zoning of the area between Crowninshield 
Road and Pleasant Street; and, with the Planning 
Board in support, the proposed amendment passed 
at the Annual Town Meeting. 


The Board discouraged a proposal for extremely 
high-density zoning along Commonwealth Avenue. 


As in the past, the adoption of the Planning Board’s 
zoning amendments was facilitated by early pub- 
lic discussion meetings and field trips sponsored 
by the Council for Planning and Renewal and the 
League of Women Voters. 


Private Development 


A significant new aspect of the Zoning Bylaw, en- 
vironmental design review, was initiated in 1972 
following its adoption in December of 1971 by 
Town Meeting. The design review process is ap- 
plicable to new and altered buildings along Bea- 
con Street, major apartment and commercial 
buildings, gasoline stations and other significant 
uses. With the aid of plans, photos, and models, 
the Planning Board reviews these projects with re- 
spect to their design, site planning, landscaping 
and a number of other aspects. Proposed buildings 
must be related harmoniously with their surround- 
ings. The Planning Board submits an advisory re- 
port on the environmental design standards to the 
Board of Appeals, which holds public hearings on 
these cases and makes its determinations. Cases 
in 1972 involving environmental design review 
ranged from proposals for new signs and facades 
along Beacon Street to a thirteen-story apartment 
building with office and retail space at the corner 
of Beacon and Park Streets. This latter case also 
involved a Planning Board hearing under General 
Laws, Chapter 121A. 


This year the Planning Board reviewed a total of 
54 Board of Appeals cases, 9 of them for environ- 
mental design. In addition, the Planning and Build- 
ing Departments reviewed many applications for 
building permits which did not necessitate Board 
of Appeals action. Other Town departments were 
called in for advice and comments on many of 
these projects. 


Capital Improvements Program 


As in 1971, the preparation of the six-year Capital 
Improvements Program in 1972 represented a sig- 
nificant step forward because it involved a maxi- 
mum fiscal limit set by the Board of Selectmen. The 
responsibility of the Planning Board was to coor- 
dinate and correlate all proposed improvements 
with the Comprehensive Plan and to schedule them 
Over six years within the fiscal guidelines estab- 
lished by the Selectmen. The task was a difficult 
one because the initial departmental requests to- 
taled approximately fifty million dollars gross in- 
cluding related state and federal costs. The Se- 
lectmen set a net limit of sixteen million dollars of 
Town funds for the six-year period. The final pro- 
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gram adopted jointly by the Planning Board and the 
Board of Selectmen cost twenty-five million dollars 
gross of which sixteen million, three hundred thou- 
sand dollars was in Town funds. The capital im- 
provements articles were presented as a group 
at Town Meeting. Town Meeting acknowledged the 
importance of the Capital Improvements Program 
by accepting all of the items contained in the Pro- 
gram for 1972 and not accepting any articles for 
capital improvements not in the Program. 


Urban Renewal 


The Planning Board and staff continued to work 
with the Redevelopment Authority on proposed 
changes in the Marsh Urban Renewal Plan, design 
of the Brookline Village pedestrian bridge over 
Route 9, and preliminary planning for the Harvard- 
Aspinwall project. The Planning Department pro- 
vided landscaping design for the pedestrian bridge 
and for the Hearthstone - MBTA station area. 


Town Projects 


The Planning Department provided technical as- 
sistance to many departments involved in building 
construction or land development, including the 
new Lincoln School, Pierce Playground, Schick 
Playground, and Riverdale Park. The Department 
provided plans for the Tree Planting Committee’s 
$47,500 program along Beacon, Harvard and Wash- 
ington Streets. 


Transportation 


The Planning Department represented the Town 
on the Boston Transportation Planning Review, the 
Governor’s restudy of the transportation needs of 
the Boston metropolitan region. The study culmi- 
nated in 1972 with the publication of several re- 
gional corridor reports detailing alternative modes 
and routes for expressways and mass transit facil- 
ities. In November, the Governor adopted the posi- 
tion of Brookline and many other municipalities 
and groups in favor of increased mass transit and 
in Opposition to the construction of new express- 
ways within the core area. 


The Planning Department provided technical as- 
sistance in the Town’s successful effort to obtain 
an MBTA minibus for the primary purpose of serv- 
ing the needs of the elderly. The Department is 
studying the possibility of creating bicycle lanes 
along major arterial streets and seeking conven- 
ient sites for bicycle racks. 


Mr. Mehegan continued to represent the Planning 
Board on the Traffic Advisory Board, which was 
extremely active because of the vast number of 
TOPICS projects throughout the Town. The De- 
partment assisted the Board also, particularly with 
landscaping advice. 


Open Space 


In 1972 the Planning Department participated in 
two major open space studies. The first is the pro- 
posed Charles to Charles Corridor, a regional ef- 
fort by the Brookline and Boston Conservation 
Commissions and Planning staffs to link and ex- 
tend public open spaces from the Charles River 
Basin on the north along the Boston-Brookline line 
southward to the upper Charles River. The Depart- 
ment also participated in the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority study of the Olmsted Park system, 
with the Metropolitan Area Planning Council as 
consultant, in order to restore and enhance that 
system. As mentioned previously, the Department 
also worked closely with the Park and Recreation 
Department on plans for park and playground im- 
provements. 


Meetings 


The Planning Board held 34 meetings, including 19 
regular meetings of the full Board, field trips, sub- 
committee meetings, and conferences with the Se- 
lectmen and other Town agencies. The Board has 
continued its policy of notifying Town Meeting 
Members and neighborhood groups when signifi- 
cant developments are to be discussed at a Board 
meeting. Board and staff members attended reg- 
ional conferences on solid waste disposal, conser- 
vation of wetlands, plans for the Charles River, and 
conservation of Boston Harbor Islands. Members 
of the planning staff attended the annual conven- 
tion of the American Institute of Planners held this 
year in Boston. 


Redevelopment Authority 


The year 1972 saw the reor- | 
ganization of staff at the 
offices of the Brookline Rede- 
velopment Authority. Charles 
B. Steward, the new Execu- 
tive Director, came early in 
the year from Schenectady, 
New York, where he was the 
Director of Urban Renewal 
and the Director of the De- 
partment of City Develop- 
ment for the City of Sche- 
nectady. Francis J. Hickey continlied in his posi- 
tion as Associate Executive Director.

It was a busy year, filled with activities related to 
(1) the execution of the existing Marsh Urban Re- 
newal Project; (2) future rehabilitation programs; 
and (3) renewed associations with Town and State 
agencies and departments and participation in the 
Selectmen’s Agency Coordinating Committee in 
joint efforts to expedite those various public ser- 
vice programs which are the proper business of 
Town government. 


Existing Project 


With reference to the Marsh Urban Renewal Proj- 
ect: 


(1) The HUD authorization of an increase in the 
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budget reflects the inflation apparent in the na- 
tional economy. 


(2) Two Plan changes, approved by Town Meeting 
in 1972, have produced a Plan which is more real- 
istic in terms of present needs and the Town’s com- 
prehensive and long-range renewal goals: 


(a) The authorization to acquire the Sudbury 
Brass Goods parcel will facilitate the redevelop- 
ment of the low- and moderate-income housing 
site; 

(b) The authorization to acquire the remaining 
parcels in the central section of the Project area 
will allow a redevelopment of this section which 
will be unified in itself and be compatible with both 
the Hearthstone office and the proposed residential 
uses. This last Plan change was formulated by 
Barton-Aschman Associates, Planning Consultants 
of Washington, D.C., and is in agreement with the 
recommendations of the analytic economic studies 
completed by Larry Smith & Company of Wash- 
ington, D.C., Economic Consultants, at the request 
of the Redevelopment Authority. 


(3) Land Disposition Agreements have been signed 
with Brookline Oil Company and Back Bay Weld- 
ing. The relocation of Brookline Oil Company must 
precede the redevelopment of the housing site in 
the Project area. Design Plans for Brookline Oil’s 
new building, to be located on the “‘Island,’’ have 
had the approval of the Redevelopment Authority’s 
Design Review Board. 


(4) Schematic plans for the low- and moderate-in- 
come housing were submitted to the Authority by 
the end of 1972. Final plans were temporarily de- 
layed pending a HUD decision on the exact loca- 
tion of the housing in relation to the MBTA Air 
Rights structure. Steps taken by the Authority to 


complete the process of site preparation entailed 
the aforementioned acquisition of Sudbury Brass 
Goods parcel and the construction of a temporary 
equipment building for the Department of Public 
Works Water Division. The building will be con- 
structed on a new site in the Project area and will 
be moved when a site for the Town Central Garage 
is chosen. The authorization to draw up plans for 
this storage building was granted by Special Town 
Meeting in October, 1972. 


(5) Other Project activities included new fences 
installed around two vacant parcels to prevent 
dumping and the accumulation of rubbish. The 
Town’s Highway and Park Departments did the 
work involved in this cleanup. 


(6) The Town’s overall Sanitary Sewer and Storm 
Drain Plan which will replace the outmoded com- 
bined system existing in parts of the Town includes 
a section in the Project area. The design for the 
new storm drain which will pass through the area 
has been approved and construction will be con- 
current with the reconstruction and widening of 
the Project streets. In addition to the storm drain, 
water, sewer, -and utility conduits will be installed 
at the same time. The Town will be liable for only 
1/6 of the 1.03 million dollar cost of the storm 
drain. 


(7) The Authority successfully urged Hearthstone 
Insurance Co. to fulfill its commitment to build a 
staircase from Plaza level to the MBTA tracks. 
Plans were finally completed in 1972 and include, 
in addition to the staircase, resurfaced pedestrian 
paths and landscaping along the tracks on MBTA 
property. Hearthstone is now awaiting MBTA con- 
currence. In effect a gratuity for the public benefit 
and for the enhancement of the environment, this 
action may hasten the time schedule for MBTA 
plans to modernize the station. 


(8) Funds were appropriated by the Selectmen 
for the final designs of the pedestrian overpass 
across Washington Street linking the Farm and 
the Marsh Project areas to the surrounding neigh- 
borhoods. The Authority has long stressed the im- 
portance and necessity for this public way and has 
urged the authorities to take positive action. The 
required land-takings and easement which must 
precede construction were approved by Special 
Town Meeting in October, 1972. 


(9) Finally, the Authority submitted a revised bill 
to the Commonwealth for its share of the cost of 
the Marsh Project to be paid to the Town. The 
Commonwealth is obliged to pay 1/6 of the Project 
cost over a period of 20 years. This liability dates 
back six years, at which time the annual payment 
was $20,398.55 per annum. Three payments have 
been made and a fourth now in process brings the 
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total paid to the Town to $81,594.20. However, on 
the basis of the most recently approved budget, 
the Commonwealth is responsible, retroactively, 
for an annual payment of $89,131.05. This amount 
calculated for six years minus payments made or 
in process leaves a net balance of $453,192.10 
which the Commonwealth owes to the Town. 


Future Projects 


Looking ahead, the Authority has made some im- 
portant beginnings: 


(1) A Feasibility Study for the Harvard-Aspinwall 
area, done by The Planning Services Group of 
Cambridge, was reviewed and evaluated by the 
Authority and all concerned Town departments. 
There was a consensus that this area was in need 
of renewal and would be very suitable as a pre- 
dominantly residential site. Given the need for 
more middle-income housing, it is to be hoped that 
the tight financial position of the Town will not pre- 
vent the Town from putting these recommenda- 
tions into execution, no matter how limited these 
initial steps must be. The Authority recognizes the 
Town’s prudent financial policies and will temper 
its advice to reflect these concerns, at the same 
time working within the larger confines of the 
Town’s long-term goals of social, economic, and 
environmental improvement for the benefit of its 
citizens. The Harvard-Aspinwall renewal project 
was planned as a State-Town project, each to bear 
half the cost. As such, it does present a temporary 
financial burden because the Town must finance 
the entire cost with the State’s reimbursement al- 
located over a 20-year period. A partial remedy 
for this situation would be to extend the life of the 
project and thereby decrease the annual financial 
obligations for the Town. 


(2) Brookline Village neighborhood, one of the 
Town’s oldest neighborhoods, has come to that 
time when rehabilitation is necessary to prevent 
further deterioration and blight, and when rehabili- 
tation is possible only with financial help. The es- 
tablishment of a Central Village Neighborhood As- 
sociation and its present relationship with the Re- 
development Authority augurs well for a success- 
ful program at such time as federal funds become 
available for a Community Development Program. 
The Authority issued a preliminary information 
statement explaining the program and distributed 
this statement to the Board of Directors of the 
Neighborhood Association. The Authority looks 
forward, in 1973, to a small grant from the Town to 
pay the costs of hiring consultants who will work 
with the Authority and the neighborhood group in 
preparing an application. 


In anticipation of the possibility of a new kind of 


federal funding, the Executive and Associate Ex- 
ecutive Directors of the Authority attended a work- 
shop seminar on the Community Development Pro- 
gram. The Authority and its staff are aware of the 
importance of Knowing the effect such a program 
would have on the Town and on any rehabilitation 
work schedule for the future. 


(3) The need for more low- and moderate-income 
housing in Brookline is a recognized need. The 
present scarcity of vacant or available land de- 
mands the consideration of all usable space for the 
construction of housing. The Authority, in response 
to this need, reopened discussions with the MBTA 
about the Cleveland Circle Air Rights Housing 
Project, a project which had been suggested by 
the Authority a few years back. The MBTA showed 
serious interest in the Project, one which would 
provide them with an enclosed car barn for main- 
tenance and storage. 


Town and State Associations 


In concert with national trends to conserve the en- 
vironment, the Authority supported legislation re- 
lated to Olmsted Park, the so-called ‘Emerald 
Necklace” which runs through Boston and Brook- 
line. A request to except the Marsh Project area 
from such legislation was made. However, the Re- 
development Authority has recognized the impor- 
tance of environmental conservation and has made 
extensive landscaping a requirement in the re- 
development of the Project area. 


In addition to participating in the Selectmen’s 
Agency Coordinating Committee, the Authority has 
been working closely with various Town depart- 
ments and agencies in the daily course of business. 
This continual exchange produces programs and 
policies reflecting the best professional effort of 
Town staff.

Application for Phase II-IIl Modernization Funds 
for 200-C and 667-1 were submitted in the total 
amount of $952,782. Annual Commonwealth sub- 
sidy for 200-C was $121,874; 667-1, $29,429; Chap- 
ter 853 subsidy for elderly, $11,464. Total operating 
subsidy for the federally aided MASS-33-1-2-3 
under the Annual Contributions Contract was $88,- 
800; for the MASS-33-4 leased housing, $115,610. 


Installation of the second elevator at the Walnut 
Street Apartments is nearing completion. 


Turnkey proposals for the construction of the 
MASS-33-5 housing for the elderly at Longwood 
Avenue will be invited in the near future since bids 
under the conventional method of construction ex- 
ceeded the prototype cost limitations. 


Social Services 


Multi-Service Senior Centers at Sussman House 
and O’Shea House continue to serve Senior Citi- 
zens in all developments as well as other elderly 
in the Town. A new check-cashing service for shut- 
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ins has been instituted through a local bank and 
has proved most helpful. A worker is now available 
for counseling service in all of the developments. 
Quarters at Sussman House and O’Shea House are 
made available to Multi-Service through the cour- 
tesy of the Housing Authority, at no charge. 


A community type food purchasing program (milk, 
eggs, bread, etc.) has been implemented through 
the Tenant Association of O’Shea House. The food 
is brought in and distributed on Tuesday of each 
week. Most tenants participate in this cooperative 
endeavor which has proved most successful. 


Monthly meetings with social agencies of the Town 
continue. Many elderly, as well as the youth and 
families in the developments, have been assisted in 
varied situations. 


The on-site social worker is available to all tenants 
for consultation on social, health or economic 
problems. His services continue to be most valu- 
able to the Authority and its tenants. 


Activities sponsored by Town agencies continue. 
The Adult Education Division of the Brookline 
Schools provides interesting and educational pro- 
grams for Senior Citizens; the hot lunch program 
continued to be made available to the Senior Citi- 
zens through the summer months during the school 
vacation. 


The Pride Sheltered Workshop at O’Shea House 
continues and many of the tenants in the elderly 
developments participate. 


The Recreation Department provides programs 
for the elderly as well as the youth of the develop- 
ments. A morning play group operates at the High 
Street veterans’ development daily; a recreation 
program for children aged 4-9 is conducted at the 
same development. Bus service is provided for 
children at the Egmont development to transport 
them to the main recreation facility. 


TASK (Teen Agers Serving Kids) continues to serve 
youngsters at the Egmont and Walnut Street de- 
velopments. The students who participate in this 
worthwhile activity are to be commended for their 
service to the youngsters in the housing develop- 
ments. 


The summer youth employment program continued 
during 1972 with 10 youths participating. 


After a review of a proposed “‘Mini-Program,” per- 


mission was recently granted to the Brookline 
Youth Service Group of neighborhood youths 19- 
20 years of age to conduct a program of educa- 
tion and service as a ‘‘neighborhood of neighbors.”’ 
The Brookline Housing Authority has cooperated 
with these public-spirited youths and has provided 
quarters and various appliances and supplies for 
use in the Teen Center at 22 High Street. 


The Brookline Housing Authority and its advisory 
Tenants Council, in conjunction with the Brook- 
line Tenant Association, continue to work together 
to improve tenant-Authority relationships and gen- 
eral conditions in all developments. Tenant repre- 
sentatives meet with the members, and their opin- 
ions and suggestions are solicited. The Tenant 
Association assisted the Authority in the election 
of priorities for the Modernization Programs and 
those priorities will be followed. 


Building Commission 


The Building Commission experienced another 
very active year in 1972. As the executive agency 
for the Town of Brookline for the construction and 
renovation of Town buildings, the Commission met 
approximately thirty times, including conferences 
with other agencies, to discuss the various pro- 
jects with consultants, representatives of the using 
agencies, and Town bodies and builders. 


Mr. Stanley Shuman was reelected Chairman, and 
by year’s end the remaining members of the Com- 
mission had retired and new members had been 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Mr. Joseph Richardson, Architect, and Mr. George 
Michelson, Engineer, each after more than a dec- 
ade of contribution, were replaced by Mr. A. An- 
thony Tappé, Architect, and Mr. Eugene Eisenberg, 
Engineer. Mr. Harry Olins, Lawyer, and Mr. Mau- 
rice Shea, Banker and lay Commission member, 
were replaced by Mr. William Landau, Lawyer, and 
Mr. Clifton E. Helman, Accountant. 


Fire Stations | and II were refurbished at a cost of 
approximately $70,000, and the Larz Anderson 
storage building was completed for approximately 
$94,000. 


Work continued in the area of the Town Hall com- 
plex. The new Pierce School, with total project 
cost of $6,600,000, and the Main Library, with total 
project cost of approximately $3,400,000, contin- 
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ued their construction phases. A central Electrical 
Power Substation was added to this complex for 
approximately $150,000. 


The Lawrence School project, costing approxi- 
mately $2,600,000, continues its construction 
phases, and the pro shop at Putterham Meadows 
Golf Course, a $35,000 project, is also under con- 
struction at this time. 


Feasibility studies for the Devotion and new Lin- 
coln Schools were prepared and received by the 
Town. Preliminary estimates for these studies pro- 
jected a total project budget for Devotion School 
of approximately $4,800,000, and a total project 
budget for the new Lincoln School of approxi- 
mately $7,700,000. 


Work on the preparation of plans and specifica- 
tions for a temporary Water Department storage 
facility is proceeding at this time. Construction 
bids ranged from approximately $62,000 to $69,000. 


The feasibility study for an Indoor Ice Skating 
Rink, including market and-site analyses, is being 
prepared. Preliminary estimates for such a facility 
are running $800,000 to $1,300,000 for construc- 
tion costs, and work is proceeding on that study. 


Total project costs, including estimates, under the 
aegis of the Building Commission at this time are 
approximately $26,800,000. The Building Commis- 
sion anticipates another active year in 1973. 


New park maintenance facility at Anderson Park 


Board of Appeals 


During the year 1972 the Board of Appeals held 
fifty-five public hearings under the following clas- 
sifications: 


33 Special Permits 

13 Zoning Variances 
3 Zoning and Building Code 
3 Special Permits and Building Code 
1 Building Code 


2 Modifications of previous decisions 
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Thirty appeals were granted with conditions, nine 
were granted without conditions, fourteen were 
denied and two were dismissed without prejudice. 


The members of the Board of Appeals were sad- 
dened by the sudden passing of Maurice |. Miller 
on August 16, 1972. He was a member of the Board 
since 1966. He was always conscientious in his 
duties and the Board will miss his sound counsel- 
ing. 


Mr. Eliot D. Canter was appointed as a member of 
the Board on October 30, 1972. 
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Health Department 


During 1972, Brookline continued to benefit from 
the changes in the Health Department accom- 
plished in 1971. Program developments occurring 
in 1972 led to strengthening of existing environ- 
mental health and community health services, and 
to the establishment of new or modified services 
to meet unmet or changing health-care needs. 


The major thrust behind these beginning changes 
is the Department’s continued striving toward its 
ultimate objective — the improvement of the qual- 
ity of life of all those living and working in Brook- 
line by keeping them free of illness, and in the best 
possible state of physical, mental, and social well- 
being. 


Highlights of 1972 Activities 


Public health nurses continue to visit each of the 
senior citizen housing areas weekly to give health 
consultations and counseling for residents and 
neighborhood senior citizens. 


A staff member of the Multi-Service Senior Center 
is in the Health Department each day. She is thus 
available to neighboring residents and visitors in 
the Health Center who present a wide range of 
personal problems. In addition a representative of 
the Social Security Administration is in the Health 
Center on Friday mornings for advising local resi- 
dents, especially on Medicare and Medicaid mat- 
ters. 


The Coronary Risk Screening (Heart) Program 
served a total of 612 people in 1972. Firefighters 
who have joined the Fire Department since 1968 
and all members of the Tactical Squad of the 
Police Department were also screened through the 
Heart Program. Special efforts have been made to 
encourage a visit to the Heart Program as an an- 
nual event in order to evaluate changes in any one 
or several of the risk factors. All test¢ results are 
sent to the individual’s private physician or other 
source of primary medical care for definitive diag- 
nosis and treatment, whenever necessary. 


A total of 631 Brookline residents were examined 
at the Glaucoma and Oral Cancer Screening Pro- 
grams. Of these people, 30-were referred to their 
eye physicians. Another 13 were referred to oral 
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surgeons because of suspicious lesions, and 173 
to their dentists for routine dental care. These pro- 
grams are possible only because of the many vol- 
unteers, including the ophthalmologist, dentists, 
and other interested citizens, many from the 
Golden Age Club. 


Licensure and supervision of the day-care services 
for children were continued. Four new ones were 
opened in 1972 to bring the total to twenty-one 
such licensed services in Brookline. In addition, 
various members of the Health Department staff 
assisted in the work of the Four C’s program. 


Approximately 12,000 environmental health inspec- 
tions were made, including apartment houses, food 
service establishments, outdoor areas, lodging 
houses, and swimming pools. 


A total of 3,022 visits were made by Town employ- 
ees to the Occupational Health Services for physi- 
cal examinations, first aid, and consultations about 
health maintenance. 


A total of 14,486 laboratory tests and x-rays were 
performed in support of various departmental pro- 
grams. 


Each of the four Dental Luncheons for Learning 
was attended by 85 to 100 community dentists and 
other dental personnel. The speakers, faculty mem- 
bers of the Boston University School of Graduate 
Dentistry, spoke on new developments in dental 
care. These luncheons serve as a resource for 
continuing education for local dentists. 


There were approximately 3,700 visits by Brook- 
line children of low-income families to the Depart- 
ment’s Pediatric Dental Clinic for routine dental 
work and preventive orthodontics. The combined 
resources of the Dental Clinic and the Dental 
School Screening Program serve all town residents 
for referral, counseling, and education in dental 
care. For example, the Dental Service has assisted 
the Brookline Department of Veterans’ Services in 
securing dental care for Veterans Administration 
clients at a cost saving to the Town. 


Extensive health services were provided to pupils 
in all public and parochial schools, including ap- 
proximately 1,800 health examinations, 7,000 hear- 


ing and vision tests, and almost 4,400 immuniza- 
tions and tuberculin tests. In addition school phy- 
sicians and nurses are available for counseling and 
emergency treatments. 


An unusually large number of students pursuing 
a variety of health careers visited the Health De- 
partment for varying periods of time. They included 
students from Brookline High School, Boston 
Trade School Dental Assisting Program, Boston 
University Medical School, Northeastern University 
Physical Therapy Program, and Harvard Dental 
School. In addition, students from the Beth Israel 
and Boston University programs in Dental Assist- 
ance, Forsyth School of Dental Hygiene, and grad- 
uate dentists from Boston University School of 
Graduate Dentistry help to staff the Dental Clinic. 


Many of Brookline’s environmental and community 
health problems require a collaborative approach 
on the part of several town agencies, citizen 
groups, and regional and state health organiza- 
tions. Consequently, Health Department staff mem- 
bers participate in many collaborative activities. 
These include work with the Council on Aging, Staff 
Steering Committee on Code Enforcement, BEEP, 
BBHRO Board of Directors, Area 629 Health Plan- 
ning Committee, Personnel Safety Committee, 
Housing Authority, and various School Department 
committees. Staff members are also active in their 
professional organizations. Officers installed at the 
annual meeting of the Massachusetts Public Health 
Association in April included two members of the 
Brookline Health Department. In addition, staff 
members testified at legislative hearings on behalf 
of fluoridation and school health education. 


The Advisory Council of Public Health met monthly 
during 1972. Beginning in June, the chairperson of 
the Brookline Health Committee attended each 
monthly session. The Advisory Council played a 
vital role in helping to set policy and priorities, and 
to oversee the many programs of the Brookline 
Health Department. 


New Developments In 1972 


A $3,000 federal grant was received from the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health to improve the Depart- 
ment’s library resources. These funds will be used 
primarily to purchase new books and journals for 
the Department’s library and to improve its infor- 
mation storage and retrieval capabilities. Empha- 
sis will be on the needs of the Department’s staff, 
visiting students, and interested citizens. An addi- 
tional benefit derived from the implementation of 
this grant will be a closer working relationship be- 
tween the Department and neighboring medical 
libraries, and also with other library’ resources in 
Brookline. 
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The current national deemphasis on x-ray screen- 
ing for tuberculosis has enabled the Health De- 
partment to consolidate its radiology and clinical 
laboratory staff. Consequently, the Department has 
eliminated one full-time position while maintain- 
ing both program quality and effectiveness. This is 
an example of the way the Department constantly 
strives to make maximum utilization of financial 
resources while maintaining needed services. 


Direct assistance and support were provided by 
the Department to the local chapter of the Red 
Cross in the development of its new blood dona- 
tion program, BEAT. This Blood Emergency Action 
Team program provides the Red Cross with a list 
of volunteers to call upon when their particular 
blood type is needed. It is expected that if enough 
BEAT donors volunteer, Brookline residents and 
employees may receive blood without payment or 
replacement. 


A first draft of a directory of the various health 
services available in the Brookline-Boston area for 
Brookline residents has been completed. In its 
tentative form it has already proved of value to 
community groups being asked by local residents 
for help in finding specific types of health-care 
services. 


Restaurant owners and managers, hospital and 
nursing home administrators, and supervisors of 
school cafeterias attended a special seminar at the 
Brookline Health Center on food service sanitation: 
This half-day course was conducted by a specialist 
from the regional office of the Food and Drug 
Administration, and was initiated and coordinated 
by one of the Department’s food service sanitarians. 


Staff members of the Department cooperated with 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health in 
controlling the threat of the Red Tide. This included 
checking all food establishments to be sure that 
the banned shellfish was destroyed. 


A guide for landlords and tenants was published 
jointly by the Health Department and the Rent Con- 
trol Board. This 38-page booklet summarizes regu- 
lations of the State Sanitary Code on housing and 
the Brookline Rent Control law. 


The Department’s housing sanitarians met on sev- 
eral occasions with neighborhood and tenants 
groups, and otherwise have assisted tenants in ex- 
ercising their rights under state housing laws. 
Overall the Health Department housing inspectors 
have, during 1972, developed a closer working re- 
lationship with the Building Department, Rent Con- 
trol Board, Fire Department, and the federally fi- 
nanced Neighborhood Improvement Program. 


A new screening program was started to assess the 
problem of hearing loss in kindergarten children. 
A three-pronged approach included (1) an audio- 
metric screening performed in the mobile van of 
the Boston Guild for Hard of Hearing by an exper- 
ienced audiological tester; (2) inspection of the 
eardrums by a physician; and (3) a new electronic 
tympanometry-with-bridge test. As a result of this 
screening program, 10 percent of kindergarten 
children were referred to their physician or to clin- 
ics. A paper describing this program was pre- 
sented by the Director of Child Health at the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association’s Scientific Meeting. 


Another innovative aspect of school and child 
health in Brookline is the beginning of a collabora- 
tive relationship between the Brookline Health and 
School Departments and the Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center. The first phase of planning and 
early collaboration has included pilot programs 
with nurse practitioners-in-training, and with pedi- 
atric residents and fellows in Adolescent Medicine. 


In conjunction with the Boston University School 
of Graduate-Dentistry, and by more efficient use of 
personnel, it is expected that 7,000 children will 
be included in the School Dental Screening Pro- 
gram this year (’72-’73) compared to 4,500 last 
year. This program has become an integral part 
of the multidisciplinary concept predominant in 
school health programs. 


A screening/research program to detect high lev- 
els of lead in first-grade children was started in 
cooperation with the School Department and Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Medical Center. The program uti- 
lizes a new method of analyzing the amount of lead 
in the baby teeth as they are shed. It is expected 
that the program will identify children with lead 
poisoning in time for effective treatment. 


A unique, comprehensive program to meet the 
problem of drug abuse and alcoholism among 
young people in Brookline has been developed by 
the Advisory Council of Public Health. Representa- 
tives of the Youth Resources, School and Police 
Departments and experts from Brookline Mental 
Health Clinic and other medical facilities assisted 
in the design of this program. The basic concept 
of the program centers around a Treatment Liaison 
Person in the Health Department who would func- 
tion as a coordinator between youth or youth 
workers and area medical and psychiatric facilities. 


Recognizing that alcoholism is a serious health 
problem among Brookline’s adult population, the 
Health Department has made its facilities available 
to the Brookline Chapter of Alcoholics Anonymous 
for its weekly evening meetings, with the cost of 
custodian service being shared by the Department 
and A.A. 


In conjunction with the kindergarten hearing 
screening program, the van of the Boston Guild 
for the Hard of Hearing was available in the after- 
noons for testing of adults. Many people of all ages 
took advantage of this opportunity. A total of 121 
adults were referred to their physicians for further 
testing. 


The Occupational Health Service has moved closer 
to developing a unified health policy for all Town 
employees. This will be similar to that now in effect 
for the School Department and the Park and For- 
estry Departments. 


In 1972 the Recreation Department made its bus 
available to transport people to the Health Center 
from the senior citizen housing areas for the Glau- 
coma and Oral Cancer Screening Program. 


The Health Department’s glaucoma screening program served 631 people in 1972 


Boston-Brookline Health Resources Organization 


The purpose of the Boston-Brookline Health Re- 
sources Organization (BBHRO) is to be responsive 
to community demands for health services by as- 
suring an integrated, comprehensive health-care 
services delivery system that is available to all resi- 
dents of the Massachusetts Planning Area 629. 
This planning area includes the Town of Brookline 
and the Boston neighborhoods of Brighton-Allston, 
Mission Hill-Back Bay, and Jamaica Plain. The area 
has a population of about 200,000. 


Membership in BBHRO is open to all residents of 
the area through membership in neighborhood 
health committees. Consumer representatives hold 
two-thirds of the seats on the Board of Directors. 
The Brookline Health Committee is the neighbor- 
hood committee in the Town. Representatives of 
agencies and institutions providing health care 
hold the remaining one-third of the Directors’ seats. 


BBHRO has served as the corporate home for the 
development of the Boston-Brookline Collabora- 
tive Center, an educational-therapeutic program 
for emotionally disturbed children. This program 
is designed to intensively meet the needs of chil- 
dren in the BBHRO area without resort to the some- 
times ineffective process of sending children to 
residential facilities in other states. The Collabora- 
tive Center opened with capacity for twenty chil- 
dren in late 1972; during 1973 it will attempt to se- 
cure adequate permanent facilities and expand 
its operation to a planned capacity of 80 children. 


The major new force in health planning in the 
Commonwealth in 1972 has been the new statutory 
requirement that every health facility secure a 
certificate-of-need prior to any major change in 
service or physical construction. Although the 
BBHRO area includes only about 1/30 of the Com- 
monwealth’s population, about half the dollar value 
of all certificate of need applications has come 
from the BBHRO area. BBHRO has played a major 


role in developing the regulations and procedures 
for the certificate of need program to make it a 
workable and useful health planning tool. 


A major focus of concern has been guiding the de- 
velopment of the Longwood Avenue group of hos- 
pitals just east of the Town line. These twelve hos- 
pitals plan over $200 million in new building which 
will set the patterns for delivery of health services 
in Brookline, the BBHRO area, and beyond for 
many years to come. BBHRO has secured deferral 
of some projects and is working intensively with the 
institutions to assure that the eventual construction 
will best serve the variety of service, teaching, and 
research needs met by these hospitals. 


Nursing homes are abundant in Brookline and the 
remainder of the BBHRO area. The area has at 
least ten times the number of nursing home beds 
necessary to serve the needs of the residents of 
the area. BBHRO is working with nursing homes 
in their development plans; it is also attempting to 
augment the availability of home services which 
can diminish the need for use of expensive nursing 
homes and facilitate maintenance of home life for 
the elderly and disabled. 


Other areas of activity have included: primary 
(basic out-of-hospital contract) health services, al- 
coholism, expansion of the services of the Public 
Health Service hospital in Brighton to surrounding 
neighborhoods, strengthening and expanding the 
capabilities of neighborhood health centers, and 
concern for the health services available to young 
adults who are heavily concentrated in *he area, 
especially along Commonwealth Avenue. 


In the spring of 1972 BBHRO moved its office from 
space provided by the Brookline Health Depart- 
ment to 126 Brookline Avenue and completed hir- 
ing of its five-member staff. 


Human Relations Commission 


The Human Relations Commission in fulfilling its 
function, as outlined in Article 28 of the town’s by- 
laws, has spent many hours in both formal and in- 
formal meetings, consultations and deliberations 
with all segments of the community and metropoli- 
tan Boston. Many of the smaller issues that were 
brought to the attention of the Commission were 
either immediately resolved or referred to other 
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governmental agencies — local, county, state and 
national. 


The Executive Director conducted a series of meet- 
ings with the black community in an effort to es- 
tablish more meaningful communications. We also 
attempted to ascertain the general attitude of the 
community toward Affirmative Action Programs in 
the field of housing, employment and education. 


During this period the Commission’s first Director, 
Mr. Richard Fischer, submitted his resignation as 
of March 17, 1972, remaining until the end of April, 
1972, as a consultant. The Commission initiated 
a search for a Director, and on October 16, 1972, 
Mr. Joseph F. McCormack was designated as Act- 
ing Director. The Commission itself underwent sev- 
eral changes and Mr. Marshall Smith was appointed 
Chairman in May. 


The Commission is presently undergoing admin- 
istrative changes, such as office space and clerical 
assistance being consolidated with the Division of 


Youth Resources. 


The Commission is presently finalizing its plans 
for the establishment and implementation of an 
affirmative action program in the area of employ- 
ment and the hiring of minority vendors and con- 
tractors. It is also actively involved in the proceed- 
ings of the Human Relations Commission which is 
established within the High School. 


The Commission continues to meet at least once 
a month, and more often twice, with the hope of 
obtaining more active involvement for the Town’s 
citizens in the Commission’s work. 


Youth Resources Council 


During 1972, up to the end of August, the Division 
of Youth Resources maintained a staff of four full- 
time workers, consisting of a Director, one full-time 
male and female Youth Worker, and one Secre- 
tary-Receptionist. There were twenty-seven part- 
time help consisting of one Job Coordinator, seven 
Detached Workers, eleven Youth Workers, one 
Typist Intern, and five Work-Study Students and 
two Teacher Aides. The staff was further supple- 
mented by student volunteers, student interns, and 
those graduate students working on their practi- 
cum. 


The agency supported a Youth Center at the High 
Street Housing Development which was phased 
out in the middle of the year due to construction 
within the building. The staff channeled the activi- 
ties of the youth into the already existing programs 
within the Town. While in operation the center af- 
forded the youth residing in the building a program 
consisting of arts and crafts, television, boxing, 
rock music, wrestling, cooking classes, limited tu- 
toring and movies. 


A center located at the American Legion Post at 
24 Pleasant Street had proved to be a successful 
alternative for the youth. The programs consisted 
of arts and crafts, games, pool, pingpong, televi- 
sion, rock groups, movies, theater groups, limited 
tutoring and discussion groups conducted by vari- 
ous professional people within the community, 
such as lawyers, doctors, etc. 


The agency also conducted hiking trips, mountain. 


climbing trips, cookouts, sporting and theater out- 
ings, beach parties and special-occasion parties 
for the youth availing themselves of our services. 


The agency in utilizing its coordinating role, co- 
operated with the Park and Recreation Department 
and the individual elementary schools in estab- 
lishing after-school and evening activity centers. 
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The agency also continued its active support of 
the Brookline Arts Center, the Children’s Center, 
the New Perspectives School and the 4-C concept 
(Community Coordinated Child Care). The agency 
provided direct services to these groups in the 
form of personnel, limited funding, printing, copy- 
ing and clerical assistance. 


During the summer of 1972, the Division of Youth 
Resources was the catalyst for the employment of 
close to 100 youths through the Code Enforcement 
Program and the Neighborhood Youth Core. Office 
space was provided for a 4-C Coordinator, Neigh- 
borhood Youth Core Coordinator and Massachu- 
setts Rehabilitation Counselor. 


Further utilizing its coordinating function, the Divi- 
sion of Youth Resources actively participated in 
forming a drug and alcohol concept with the De- 
partment of Public Health and the Board of Select- 
men. 


At the end of August, 1972, the agency restructured 
its staff so that now there are five full-time persons 
— the Director, three Youth Workers, and one Sec- 
retary-Receptionist. We then met the demand for 
increasing involvement in the Jobs for Youth Pro- 
gram by increasing the time commitment of the 
Job Coordinator from twenty to thirty hours per 
week and the assignment of each staff member to 
a minimum of a day and a half commitment to this 
effort. It became evident that the need for employ- 
ment was of paramount interest to our youth in 
seeking full-time positions, after-school and sum- 
mer employment. 


The agency also has employed a student typist 
from the High School for approximately fifteen 
hours per week, thus affording an opportunity to 
learn and to also assist this agency. 


This agency also embarked on a program of hiring 
two youths who are attempting to complete their 


education at the New Perspectives School. The 
youths were paid for not more than twenty hours 
per week, and their duties were general in nature, 
which not only proved beneficial to this agency, 
but most important to the youths themselves in 
that it indicated an interest of the Town in encour- 
aging them to complete their education. It was also 
determined that assistance to this alternative 
school, by supporting their teacher program, was 
of paramount importance to its success. 


This restructuring not only enabled us to meet 


Council 


The Council’s membership is made up of seven de- 
partment heads and five citizens. 


The Council’s aim is to serve the needs of all older 
residents of Brookline. The large number of elderly 
persons living many years after retirement presents 
the challenge to provide dignity, purpose and sup- 
portive services as the aging process lessens their 
ability to care for themselves. 


Multi-Service Senior Centers 


Through the Multi-Service Senior Centers, the 
operating arms of the Council, a comprehensive, 
coordinated system of delivering services is pro- 
vided in five target neighborhoods with the highest 
incidence of elderly residents. Outreach services 
are available throughout the Town. 


Information, Referral and Follow-through 


The basic service provided is Information, Refer- 
ral and Follow-through. From requests for this serv- 


the demand for jobs but also the opportunity to 
seek the cooperation of businesses in Brookline 
for this program. At this writing, 90 percent of all 
firms in Brookline have been contacted with vary- 
ing degrees of success. Our role in crisis interven- 
tion increased considerably with the continuation 
of active cooperation with the court, police and 
other social agencies within the community. 


As of this writing the full staff has undertaken a 
need survey in anticipation of a report to the Board 
of Selectmen as to the future role of this agency. 


on Aging 


ice, the real needs of older residents are identified, 
positive planning ensues, and effective use of the 
town’s resources results. 


During 1972, an average of 250 contacts were re- 
ceived daily by telephone or in person from a broad 
spectrum of residents, from low-income housing to 
luxury apartments and homes. The categories of 
need most often identified are: 1) financial prob- 
lems due to inadequate fixed income; 2) coor- 
dinated home-care services to prevent institution- 
alization due to chronic illness; 3) transportation 
for medical care. 


New Services 


Counseling Outreach ~ 


During 1972, in response to numerous calls for 
help from handicapped adults and elderly persons 
approaching or in crisis situations, it became nec- 
essary for professional counselors on our staff to 
make home visits, prepare an evaluation, and then

enable these residents to meet their needs through 
the use of existing resources. 


At the Multi-Service offices, the counseling ser- 
vices help an increasing number of older persons 
to understand and to deal with their problems. This 
is possible through strong support and cooperation 
from the Brookline Mental Health Clinic. 


Legal Services 


Free legal services for low-income residents have 
recently become available at the Multi-Service 
Senior Centers through the extension of a program 
initiated by the Roxbury Council of Elders, under 
a grant from the National Council of Senior Citi- 
zens. 


Commodity Surplus Food 


In October of 1972, the Commodity Surplus Food 
program opened for eligible residents of Brook- 
line. Elderly persons have the food delivered to 
them by our staff and volunteers. The Multi-Service 
Senior Centers have implemented this program 
for Brookline at no cost to the Town or to the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Welfare. 


Nursing Home Information Service 


Through the sponsorship of the Senior Vista Vol- 
unteer program, a Vista volunteer assigned to the 
Multi-Service Senior Center is providing informa- 
tion regarding the levels of care and number of 
available beds in local nursing homes. This ser- 
vice is designed to help the nursing homes main- 
tain occupancy, and to help the patient make a 
proper choice. 


Veterans’ Services 


Policy: The purpose of this Department is to pro- 
vide the utmost possible assistance financially 
and/or medically to veterans and their dependents 
in time of distress and/or hardships. 


Military requirements: Military service means ac- 
tive service by a male or female, including a nurse, 
in the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, or 
Coast Guard of the United States of America. It 
does not include active duty for training in the 
Army, Air Force, National Guard, as a reservist in 
the Armed Forces. Service must be credited to the 
Commonwealth. If the veteran did not reside in the 
Commonwealth at time of entry, then three contin- 
uous years of residency preceding the date of ap- 
plication are required. 


The year 1972 continued a long trend of increasing 
expenditures for financial assistance to needy vet- 
erans and their dependents. The outlook for the 
coming year indicates that assistance costs will be 
at least as high again. Predicting the size of a 
case load is a hazardous game, but estimating the 
average cost per case can be done accurately. 


Rates recently set by the Division of Hospital Ac- 
counts for Public Assistance cases have been in- 
creased. 


Although World War Il veterans are generally re- 
garded as fairly young men, the inescapable fact is 
that they constitute the largest segment of our vet- 
eran population, and requests for aid from this 
group, based on health problems, are growing. 


The other activities of the office which can be ge- 
nerically described as ‘service’ work received 
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their due measure of attention. Proper emphasis 
on the various opportunities afforded to veterans 
by the federal government has, in many instances, 
provided the impetus that has led a man who be- 
lieved himself compelled to seek monetary help 
to direct his energies in a manner which eliminated 
any need for help. Vietnam veterans, who are being 
discharged in increasing numbers, nearly all visit 
the department for counseling, since they are ad- 
vised to do so by the Armed Forces at separation 
centers. 


Each application for financial assistance is given 
careful consideration and the information received 
is closely guarded to protect the applicant. The 
monies expended by this office under Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts are reim- 
bursed fifty percent by the State Department of 
Veterans’ Services. 


As in the past years, the traditional exercises and 
parade were held on Memorial Day, May 29. The 
Veterans’ Organizations were well represented by 
their members. Also, Police and Fire personnel 
turned out to commemorate the sacrifices made by 
men and women from this Town. As in previous 
years, the graves of veterans in the Brookline cem- 
eteries were decorated with an American flag and 
new markers placed or replaced if lost. 


We must keep in mind that the care of the veteran 
in time of peace, when such care is justified, is 
as much a legitimate cost of war as guns, tanks, 
and planes. “God and Soldier we adore, in time of 
danger not before, danger gone and all things 
righted — God is forgotten and the soldier slight- 
ed.” 


Rent Control Board 


The Brookline Rent Control Board, in its second 
full year of operation, underwent many changes in 
1972. On March 1, 1972, Roger R. Lipson became 
the new Director-Counsel and on June 6, 1972, 
Stephen B. Goldenberg was elected as the new 
Chairman of the Board replacing Mark Michelson 
who had resigned on June 1, 1972. 


Since a larger staff was authorized for 1972, the 
Board was able to reduce, substantially, its petition 
backlog and to keep up with a steadily increasing 
volume of work. The Board dealt with a total of 720 
cases during 1972, which included hearing 331 pe- 
titions and applications, issuing 11 proposed de- 
cisions (cases where no hearing was requested by 
the tenant) and having 378 cases settled or with- 
drawn by consent of the parties. 


In addition to their usual work, the Board also held 
two public hearings during the year. On May 31, 
1972, the Board held a public hearing relative to 
a proposed general adjustment of rents and sub- 
sequently, on June 6, 1972, adopted Regulation 
14 which provided for a general adjustment of 
rents, effective September 1, 1972, for all controlled 
rental units, based on the 1972 Brookline real es- 
tate tax increase. The average percentage increase 
allowed by the general adjustment was 2.94% for 
the 10,047 units to which it applied. 


On November 29, 1972, the Board, in response to 
a growing awareness of the problems presented by 
attempts to convert apartments into condomin- 
iums, held a public hearing relative to the issuance 
of certificates of eviction for condominium con- 
versions. The Board, after the public hearing, stu- 
died various proposals and planned to adopt a new 
regulation on the matter early in 1973. 


During the year, the Board took steps to assist both 
landiords and tenants in a better understanding 
of their rights and responsibilities under rent con- 
trol. The Board, with the assistance of the Health 
Department, prepared a comprehensive pamphlet, 
entitled ‘“‘Rent Control and the Health Code.” The 
pamphlet was made available to any person upon 
request and, so far, the response has been both 
Overwhelming and gratifying. In addition to the 
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pamphlet, the Rent Control Board also began writ- 
ing a weekly question and answer column in the 
Brookline Chronicle-Citizen in order to provide 
further information to the public about specific rent 
control problems. 


Highlighting the many policy changes made by 
the Board during the year was the adoption, in 
December, of a policy to provide rent reductions 
for health code violations. This was an effort to 
encourage proper maintenance of dwelling units 
and, in the short time that it has been in effect, it 
has proved to be a strong deterrent in preventing 
code violations and in obtaining compliance with 
the State Sanitary Code. 


Another important policy established by the Board 
permits a landlord or his tenants to petition the 
Board for a reallocation of the rents within the 
building. This procedure does not result in grant- 
ing the owner of a building any additional income 
but merely equalizes the rents within a particular 
property so that comparable units are paying com- 
parable rents. 


Throughout the year, the Rent Control Board has 
worked closely with the other Town departments 
in an attempt to coordinate the functions of the 
respective agencies with the objectives of the Rent 
Control Board. These mutual efforts have resulted 
in a more efficient rent control operation. More- 
over, the Rent Control Board often cooperates with 
the other departments by providing them with tech- 
nical assistance. The staff of the Rent Control 
Board also assist numerous landlords and tenants 
with problems by directing them to the appropriate 
Town department. During the year, at the request 
of the Selectmen, the Director-Counsel served as 
a member of the Health and Safety Committee, the 
Steering Committee on Code Enforcement and the 
Selectmen’s Task Force on Condominiums. 


Generally, the Rent Control Board had a very pro- 
ductive year in 1972 and plans have been made for 
further innovations during the coming year, such 
as the revision of the Board’s current regulations, 
comprehensive policies for parking problems and 
property improvements. 


NATURAL RESOURCES AND RECREATION 


Park and Recreation Commission 


In 1972, the Park and Recreation Commission con- 
tinued its policy of complete restoration of all its 
parks and playgrounds according to a carefully 
planned priority program established nine years 
ago. Kent Playground and Lawton Playground were 
under construction and should be ready for full 
use in April of 1973. Construction of the new Pierce 
Playground should commence in the spring of 
1973 and, hopefully, will be completed by the time 
the new Pierce School is opened. The new Brook 
Street Playground, half funded by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development, will also 
be constructed in 1973. All of these parks have 
been planned with important contributions from 
neighborhood committees who have worked with 
the Park and Recreation Commission from the 
initial planning stage to completion. Plans for 
Schick Park will go before the 1973 Annual Town 
Meeting for funding. Hopefully, as with other parks, 
the Town will be successful in receiving 50% of 
the cost from the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
the State Department of Natural Resources. 


This year attention was focused on tennis and 
skating, with a marked increase of citizen interest 
and demands for more facilities. The Commission 
will seek funds for the construction of new tennis 
courts in 1973. The Commission was also involved 
in a feasibility study conducted by the Building 
Commission, as the first step in a process that 
would lead to a decision on the economic and 
practical aspects of a new enclosed skating rink. 


With the help of the School Athletic Department 
and the Planning Board, the Commission con- 
tinued to evaluate open playfield needs of both 
the Schoo! Department and the Recreation Depart- 
ment, both for the present and for the future. Use 
of existing facilities was increased by the addition 
of more sports, such as soccer and lacrosse, more 
participation by all age groups, and more intra- 
mural competition. 


In December, the Brookline Golden Age Club, 
sponsored by the Brookline Park and Recreation 
Commission, very proudly announced that its mem- 
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bership had reached 2,000. All of its programs 
have continued in full swing and new programs 
were initiated in various areas throughout the 
Town. Golden Agers now enjoy arts and crafts, 
bingo games, musical programs, and other activi- 
ties at the Soule Recreation Center and Centre 
Plaza in addition to the O'Shea House, Sussman 
House and Marion Street Recreation Rooms. Week- 
ly special events for the Golden Agers take place 
at the Presbyterian Church. 


After-school programs for all age groups were held 
at the Runkle and Lincoln Schools and were initi- 
ated at the Devotion School during 1972. Kinder- 
garten students at the Driscoll School were given 
the opportunity to remain for a period of recreation. 
Friday evening programs at the schools continued 
successfully. 


The Department received a $5,000 grant from the 
State Department of Education, which was used 
with great success for overnight camping week- 
ends for retarded children. The grant enabled the 
Department to hire necessary staff and to lease a 
bus. 


Special events for children were greatly expanded 
and immensely enjoyed. Due to their great popular- 
ity, two new summer day camps were added at 
Beacon and Amory Playgrounds, and trips for teen- 
agers were held all summer with many partici- 
pating. 


The evening program at the main facility saw the 
addition of jiu-jitsu, judo and adult ballet classes. 
Tennis and hockey programs and the conditioning 
classes for men and women at the main facility 
continued to be most popular. 


This year a new program was initiated to permit 
children to have sessions in the pool. The Park and 
Recreation Commission will sponsor this program 
through the spring months for morning play groups. 
From the elementary schools, fourth grade pupils 
participated in swimming classes during April and 
May and other classes came periodically.

Tree Planting Committee 


Removal and disposal of dead and diseased trees 
continues to be one of the major problems of the 
Department. There still is a backlog of some one 
hundred and ninety-six dead trees that will have to 
be removed in the first part of 1973. 


A new disposal program has finally been worked 
out to the benefit of the Town. The incinerator wood 
hog will still operate and dispose of wood 20 inches 
in diameter and under five feet long. Our new log 
chipper can chip all wood four feet in diameter and 
under six feet long. The product of this machine, 
wood chips, is used as a mulch by the Park and 
Forestry Departments as well as for walks and golf 
cart roadways at the Putterham Meadows Golf 
Course. 


Presently, the above two disposal methods are still 
insufficient to take care of all our problems. There- 
fore, Mr. Picardi, Commissioner of Public Works, 
allowed the department to stockpile dead tree 
wood, as well as storm damage tree wood, at the 
Town dump. 


A contract has recently been consummated to re- 
move all of the stockpiled tree wood from the Town 
of Brookline. This method has certainly proved to 
be a most economical procedure and will be con- 
tinued again this year, if found necessary. Addi- 
tional funds from the Selectmen were required for 
this contract as well as for the removal of Dutch 
Elm diseased trees on private property. 


The Tree Planting Committee was pleased to take 
part with the Park and Recreation Commission in 
the dedication exercises of Winthrop Park as the 
“Henry W. Minot Park.” Mr. Minot was a faithful 
member of the Tree Planting Committee for many 
years. 


Town Meeting 


The Tree Planting Committee obtained approval of 
a $47,500 appropriation for a major replanting pro- 
gram (in addition to its normal planting program) 
concentrated on Beacon Street, Washington Street, 
Brookline Avenue, and Harvard Street. Work will 
commence in spring of 1973. This was the first 
such request for capital funds and was strongly 
supported by Town Meeting Members. 


Hearing 


A public hearing was held by the Tree Planting 
Committee on November 3, 1971 to discuss the 
rebuilding of Westbourne Terrace including street 
sidewalks, curbs and street trees under the Code 
Enforcement program. As a result of this hearing 
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the Tree Planting Committee made recommenda- 
tions to the Department of Public Works reflecting 
many of the sentiments of the residents brought 
out at the earlier hearing. Unfortunately, their 
recommendations have not yet been incorporated 
nor has a new plan been implemented. 


Storm Damage (Mini-Tornado) August 9, 1972 


On August 9, about 5:00 p.m., a small tornado 
touched down on Hammond Street at the Newton- 
Brookline line. The twister proceeded due east for 
approximately a mile and one-half through a sec- 
tion of Chestnut Hill. Although small by compari- 
son, it did great damage to hundreds of private and 
public trees that were in its path. The most severe 
damage was in the area of Valley, Reservoir and 
Crafts Roads. There were many large trees up- 
rooted or twisted off at ground level. Many utility 
poles and wires were down throughout the area and 
hundreds of homes were left without electric and 
telephone services. The entire Forestry Depart- 
ment worked around the clock in complete co- 
operation with Boston Edison and New England 
Telephone Company. With great assistance from 
all Town departments, all service was restored 
within twenty-four hours. 


The following is a report on the monetary evalua- 
tion of the destroyed street trees. The destroyed 
shade trees were evaluated monetarily with respect 
to the relative value of species and variety as es- 
tablished by the Shade Tree Evaluation Committee 
of the International Shade Tree Conference, condi- 
tion of tree before damage, landscape value, and 
aesthetic value. A value of seven dollars ($7.00) 
per square inch of trunk cross section was the 
basic method. There were 41 shade trees destroyed 
during the tornado storm or damaged enough to 
warrant their complete removal:

All tree wood from the storm was deposited at the 
Town dump on Newton Street. This, together with 
stored Dutch Elm diseased wood, will be removed 
from the Town by a private contractor. 


Tree Planting 


The Tree Planting Committee is giving more prior- 
ity in its work programs and budget to the planting 
of new trees both in the replacement of trees re- 
moved and in developing new tree lawns and street 


trees on streets that have never had adequate 
planting. Under the Code Enforcement program 
126 trees are planned on 5 different streets. We 
are continuing our policy of careful selection of 
good sized 2”-2'2” specimens of a variety of spe- 
cies best suited for the needs of the area to be 
planted. The Superintendent and his assistant 
have visited numerous nurseries to obtain the best 
quality specimens available and all deliveries are 
carefully inspected before they are accepted by the 
Town. Where possible the desires of local residents 
are taken into account both as to location and spe- 
cies. 


All planting done in 1972 was done by the Forestry 
employees. All trees purchased were from 2”-2¥2” 


in caliper and all were balled and burlapped. Spe- 
cies are listed as follows:

Spray Program 


The dormant spray program was done as usual. 
It should be noted, however, that weather condi- 
tions were exceptionally poor and undoubtedly 
limited the effectiveness to some degree. Foliar 
spraying was limited this year to spot spraying of 
some heavy infestations of certain insects. Both 


One of the Town’s two Aerial Treeworkers 
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the elm and oaks were adversely affected by insect 
infestations in some areas, although not as severely 
as in 1971. Poison ivy was sprayed whenever and 
wherever reported. A nonselective herbicide was 
used. 


Rotation Pruning Program 


Because of the high number of tree removals, the 
mini-tornado and the time-consuming work of dis- 
posal, this very important part of the program again 
suffered. The following streets were completed, 
however.

Conservation 


The Conservation Commission is the environmen- 
tal watchdog for the Town of Brookline. In the 
course of its fight for a better environment, the 
Commission is concerned with protecting the nat- 
ural resources of the Town. The major effort of the 
Commission has been to encourage community 
involvement as a way for citizens to best protect 
their own environments. 


The principal preservation effort of the Commis- 
sion in 1972 was concerned with the creation of 
the Charles-to-Charles Corridor stretching eight 
miles from the Charles River Basin in Boston to the 
Charles River in West Roxbury. The project would 
preserve long stretches of open natural lands now 
in private ownership. The Ford Foundation granted 
planning funds to the Conservation Commissions 
of both Boston and Brookline to help move the 
Corridor toward accomplishment. 


To promote the Charles-to-Charles project and the 
teachings of Frederick Law Olmsted, America’s 
first landscape architect and the designer of Bos- 
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Complete Streets Trimmed

Again in 1972 tree wood disposal was a major prob- 
lem. The incinerator wood hog has not been in 
operation since June of 1971, an 18 month period. 
This made it necessary for the Forestry Depart- 
ment to dispose of all wood which was beyond the 
capability of our Vermeer log chipper. Starting the 
first of December, all wood under 20” in diameter 
was stockpiled at the wood hog for disposal by the 
Department of Public Works. This should allow the 
Forestry Department to be able to keep abreast of 
the disposal of the larger wood. 


Commission 


ton’s park system, the Conservation Commission 
formed the New England Olmsted Sesquicenten- 
nial Committee. The Committee, made up of promi- 
nent civic leaders and environmentalists, spon- 
sored a festival and exhibit focusing on Olmsted 
and the need to repair metropolitan parks. The 
exhibit, funded by a grant from the Prudential In- 
surance Company through the Conservation Com- 
mission, opened at Boston City Hall. Chairman of 
the New England Sesquicentennial Committee was 
Kevin H. White, Mayor of Boston; Director was 
Francis X. Meaney, Chairman of the Brookline Con- 
servation Commission. 


The Commission became deeply involved in the 
Washington Square Code Enforcement Program, 
when neighborhood residents called upon the 
Commission for help. Many mature, magnificent 
trees were threatened with extinction because of 
street renovation work. To help remedy tree dam- 
age already done, and to organize neighborhoods 
to deal with portions of the Code Enforcement Pro- 
gram yet to be carried out, the new Director of the 


Commission, Frederick Ficken, coordinated the 
organization of neighborhood committees. At the 
request of the Selectmen, he helped Town resi- 
dents participate in the planning of street renova- 
tions. As a result of the Commission’s work, de- 
tailed specifications for protecting street trees 
during street and sidewalk work were developed 
with over 200 people participating in the process. 


At the request of the Selectmen, the Conservation 
Commission organized Brookline’s second annual 
celebration of Earth Day. To dramatize the possi- 
bilities of Coolidge Corner as a pedestrian-based 
shopping area, the Earth Day events took place in 
an Earth Day Shopper’s Mall created by the clos- 
ing off of Harvard Street from Beacon Street to 
Babcock Street. Exhibits and activities were keyed 
to develop citizen awareness of ecological prob- 
lems and opportunities facing Brookline. The Com- 
mission’s subsequent report to the Selectmen pro- 
posed major pedestrian improvements for Coolidge 
Corner. 


In cooperation with the Department of Public 
Works, the Conservation Commission conducted a 
townwide anti-litter campaign. Over 1,000 students 
of the Brookline schools entered into poster and 
slogan contests and helped clean up neighborhood 
streets and parks. 


The Conservation Commission was influential in 
drawing public attention to the problems of urban 
transportation. The Commission originated a meet- 
ing for all conservation commissions within the 


MBTA district to brief them on the decisions facing 
the Commonwealth’s transportation policies. Sub- 
sequently, 28 conservation commissions, under the 
leadership of the Brookline and Boston Conserva- 
tion Commissions, issued a joint statement to the 
Governor urging him to oppose further construc- 
tion of highways within Route 128. The press con- 
ference of the commissions’ statement received 
wide coverage. 


Other major Conservation Commission projects in 
1972 included expanding Brookline’s annual cross- 
country ski program on The Country Club grounds; 
opposing Dane Park as a site for the Public Works 
garage, and Larz Anderson Park as a site for a 
large indoor skating rink; and organizing a com- 
bined community and Town agency effort to en- 
hance the attractiveness of Beacon Street. 


The Commission also worked on environmental 
issues relating to the excessive use of road salt, 
wetlands protection under the strengthened Hatch 
Act, and comprehensive planning. The Conserva- 
tion Commission also sponsored an adult lecture 
series that included spring and fall bird walks at 
the Hoar Wildlife Sanctuary. 


Although the Conservation Commission is made up 
of seven volunteers appointed by the Selectmen, it 
involves many other people as volunteers for Com- 
mission projects. Joan Ominsky served as Direc- 
tor of Volunteers through most of 1972 and Fred- 
erick Ficken became Director upon her resignation.

FINANCE 


Board of Assessors 


The Board consisted of James H. Henderson, 
Chairman; Aryeh R. Friedman, and Francis E. Ryan. 
Mr. Henderson passed away on March Q, 1972, 
having served as a member of the Board of Asses- 
sofs since March 10, 1937, and as its Chairman for 
the past thirty years. In May, George F. McNeilly 
was appointed to fill the vacancy, and on May 16, 
Francis E. Ryan was elected the new Chairman of 


the Board. 


The net amount to be raised by direct taxation in 
1972 was $31,803,357.30, which exceeded the 1971 
levy by $3,445,070.10. The tax rate was set on June 
21, 1972, and was approved by the State Tax Com- 
mission at $71.50 per thousand.

The enactment of Chapter 849 of the Acts of 1969, 
as amended by Chapter 766 of the Acts of 1971, 
and generally referred to as the new fiscal cycle 
law, established a new financial year to begin on 
July 1 and end on June 30. The statute provides 
for an 18-month transitional period from January 1, 
1973 to June 30, 1974; thereafter, the Town’s fiscal 
cycle will be consistent with those of the federal 
and state governments. 


In the future the Town Meeting will be acting prior 
to the beginning of the fiscal year rather than three 
or four months after the fiscal year has begun. 
Statutes authorizing expenditure of funds prior to 
the adoption of the budget are no longer necessary 
and have been repealed. The authority with respect 
to extending annual municipal contracts for the 
first four months of a calendar year on the same 
or more favorable terms has also been repealed. 
Salaries of town officers and employees may no 
longer be made retroactive by vote of the Town 
nor may town officials make retroactive increases 
in compensation for persons appointed or em- 
ployed by them. It thus appears that collective bar- 
gaining agreements to be effective on July 1 must 
be concluded prior to the Annual Town Meeting 
and failure to do so will mean that any wage in- 
crease, negotiated at a later date may not be retro- 
active to the start of the new fiscal year. 
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School costs, as well aS snow removal charges, 
will now be reflected in the budget developed for 
a single fiscal period rather than appear in two 
consecutive calendar years. 


In the 18-month transitional “year” two-thirds of 
property taxes are due and payable on July 1, 1973. 
The two-thirds amount together with betterment 
assessments, water rates and sewer use charges 
will go on interest on November 1, 1973, computed 
from October 1. The balance of the tax, or one-third 
of the eighteen-month levy, will be due and payable 
on April 1, 1974. In subsequent fiscal years taxpay- 
ers will be required to pay one-half of their property 
taxes in the fall and the other half in the spring. 
It is suggested that this semiannual collection of 
taxes will reduce the amounts municipalities have 
been required to borrow in anticipation of revenue. 
A corresponding reduction in short-term interest 
charges should result. 


The new law enables cities and towns to complete 
the budget process and establish a tax rate before 
the fiscal year begins and brings all levels of gov- 
ernment — federal, state, municipal and various 
districts — into the same fiscal cycle. This is a 
major piece of legislation, which may be subject to 
further amendments, and which has already made 
a significant impact on the conduct of the financial 
affairs of local government.

WARRANT 


THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Norfolk, ss. 
To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the ‘Town of Brookline qualified to vote at 
elections to meet at. the High School Auditorium in said town on Tuesday, the 
T'wenty-Fourth Day of October, 1972 at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening for the 
following purposes, to wit: 


First ArtIcLe. To see if the ‘Town will amend Article 1-B of the By-laws of 
the Town by adding, deleting or substituting positions or classes in the Classifica- 
tion Plan, or will otherwise amend said Article 1-B, and will amend the Pay Plan 
by establishing, deleting or substituting minimum, maximum or flat rate salaries 
for any position or class which may have been added to, deleted from or substituted 
in the Classification Plan under this Article, or by changing any of the existing 
salaries, or by amending the general provisions with respect to sick leave, vacation 
leave and the like; or will otherwise amend said Pay Plan. 


SEconD ARTICLE. We, the undersigned citizens of the Town of Brookline 
hereby petition the Town of Brookline to accept Chapter 835, of the Acts of 1970, 
Chapter 41, Section 108L of the Massachusetts General Laws, creating an equitable 
educational career incentive pay program as was so written into the Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 835 of the Acts of 1970, Chapter 41 Section 108L of the 
Massachusetts General Laws; which provides for: 


An incentive pay program offering base salary increases to regular full time mem- 
bers of the Police Department as a reward for furthering their education in the 
field of police work. 


We, the undersigned, also recognize. that under this provision the Town will 
be reimbursed by the Commonwealth for one half the cost of such payments, if 
said bill is accepted and payments made to the qualified officers as has been noted 
by this law. 


We further fee] that payments should be made in full by the Town even if 
the partial funding offered under this law by the Commonwealth is not yet avail- 
able and that this incentive pay program should be extended to all officers in the 
process of or having attained degrees or credits in other fields of education that are 
related to the efficient administration of justice, as per recommended by the Presi- 
dent’s Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice. 


We, the undersigned, qualified voters of the Town of Brookline do hereby so 
petition. 


THirD Articte, To see if the Town will amend Article XXIII of the By-Laws 
of the Town, entitled “Sign By-Law”, by deleting Section 5 therefrom, relating to 
special non-accessory signs, and renumbering the existing Sections 6, 7, 8, 9 and 
10 thereof as Sections 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, respectively; or will otherwise amend said 
Article XXIII or take any other action with respect thereto. 


FourtH Articte. To see if the Town will amend the Zoning By-law by adopting 
the following amendment thereto or will otherwise amend and adopt said proposed’ 
amendment, or will take any other action with respect thereto: 


To amend Article 6 by deleting therefrom Section 6.11 (b) (4) Offstreet. 
parking space regulations and substituting therefor the following: 


_ (4) The number of spaces required for housing (other than as specified in subsection (3) 
above) having age of occupant or maximum rents controlled in order to comply with the 
conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations thereunder, or housing not regulated 
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by Federal or State legislation but having a tenant selection program requiring that at least 
90% of the dwelling units be occupied solely by persons of age 65 or over, may be reduced 
by the Board of Appeals by special permit where it has been demonstrated that the parking 
needed for occupants and visitors will be below that otherwise required by this Section and 
that the number of spaces otherwise required by this Section could eventually be accom- 
modatcd on the site should the building ever be changed to other kinds of occupancy re- 
quiring additional parking spaces. In making its determination, the Board of Appeals shall 
take mto consideration such factors as size of units, availability of public transportation, levels 
of car ownership, and pedestrian accessibility to commercial and community facilities. An 
applicant for a special permit hereunder based on a tenant selection program shall file with 
ls petition for the special permit a copy of such program with evidence that the source of 
any financing for such housing knows of and concurs with such program. Special permits 
granted under this section shall apply only to the original applicant for the type of rents 
and occupancy specified at the time of application, shall not be transferable, and shall not 
reduce the parking requirement below: (i) one-fifth of the number of spaces which would 
otherwise be required by this Section for housing regulated by Federal or State legislation and 
(11) two-fifths for housing for the elderly not regulated by Federal or State regulations as 
described above. Any owner of premises having the benefit of a special permit under a tenant 
selection program shall, upon each anniversary of the issuance of a building permit under such 
special permit, file with the building commissioner an affidavit that the occupancy in such 
premises is consistent with the standards set forth in said tenant selection program.” 


FirrH ArtIcLer. ‘l’o see if the ‘own will amend the Zoning By-law by adopting 
the following amcndments thereto or will otherwise amend and adopt said pro- 
posed amendments, or will take any other action with respect thereto:

the centerline of Emerald Street N 61° 15’ 54” W to the centerline of the MBTA which 
area is presently zoned I-1.0 and includes all of lots 4, 5, 6 and 7 and portions of lots 8, 8A, 
and MBIA property in block 139 of the 1972 Atlas of the Town of Brookline, said lots 
owned by Brookline Redevelopment Authority, MBTA, and Sudbury Brass Goods Co., Inc. 
This amendment shall not become effective until one day after title to said area has been ac- 
quired by Brookline Redevelopment Authority and a certificate to that ettect, executed by 
said Authority, is filed with the town clerk. 
2. To amend Section 4.20(c) Limitations of Area of Accessory Uses by deleting “‘M-3.0, and 
M-4.0” in the second line and adding “and M-2.5” after “M-2.0” therein. 
3. ‘To amend Section 4.30 Table of Use Regulations Accessory Uses 51 and 51-A by deleting 
“(b)” from references to Section 2.09. 
4. To amend Scction 5.00 ‘lable of Dimensional Requirements Minimum Yard by changing 
the minimum front yard sctback for “Other dwelling structure” and “Any other structure or 
principal use” in M-2.0 and M-2.5 Districts from “‘at least 10” feet to “‘at least 15”’ feet.

At the direction of the Authority, disposition Parcel 
B-2 may be sold or leased as a separate parcel or may be subdivided into smaller lots 
as appropriate, provided that such sale(s) or lease(s) shall conform to the require- 
ments of Paragraphs 10 and 14. 
14.3 Application of Zoning By-Law. It is the intent of this Plan that the require- 
ments of District G-2.0 shall apply to Parcel B-2, except for the following require- 
ments which are more restrictive than the Zoning By-Laws: 
14.3.1 Permitted Uses. Permitted uses shall be limited to business and pro- 
fessional offices: restaurants or other places for the sale or consumption on the 
premises of food and beverages: stores and service establishments offering goods 
and services at retail for use or consumption either within the building or off 
the premises: a motor hotel: entertainment and recreation facilities: multiple 
residences: automotive services (gasoline service station, auto rental, taxi service, 


ctc.); carpentry, plumbing, or simular shops; schools operated as a gainful busi- 
ness; and off-street parking and loading areas related to such land uses. Such 
permitted land uses are defined by Use 6; Uses 8 through 14; Uses 16 through 
18, inclusive; Uses 20 through 26, inclusive; Uses 29 through 36A, inclusive; 
Use 40; and Use 44, as listed in Article 4 of the Brookline Zoning By-Law. 
14.3.2 Storage. Accessory structures for storage and open storage of any mate- 
rials arc not permitted. 

14.3.3 Off-Street Parking. Mor off-strect parking requirements, the regulations of 
the Brookline Zoning By-Law shall apply with the exception of Section

14.3.4 Paving and Landscaping. All areas subject to wheeled or pedestrian traf- 
fic, parking, or loading shall be paved with bricks, bituminous or concrete, or 
equivalent surfacing. Such arcas shall be provided with appropriate wheel guards, 
railings, and bumper guards where needed, which protective devices shall be 
made of split granite, precast or cast-in-place concrete, steel or equivalent mate- 
rials. All areas not subject to vehicular or pedestrian traffic shall be maintained 
in grass, trees, shrubs, flowers, or other landscaping materials. The redeveloper 
of Parcel B-2 shall provide and maintain landscaped open space having a total 
arca of not less than ten (10) percent of the total ground area of Parcel B-2 
in addition to the open set-back as required by Paragraph 10.1. The Authority 
may, however, in its discretion, determine that open areas subject to pedestrian 
trafic which are paved with decorative paving materials may be treated as land- 
scaped open space for the purposes of this Paragraph. 


14.3.5 Signs. The only signs permitted in Parcel B-2 shall be those related 
specifically and directly to the businesses in Parcel B-2 and shall be subject, 
except as the same may in any instance or instances be varied upon the recom- 
mendation of the Authority, to the following controls:,. 


14.3.5.1 Each business shall be permitted one sign facing on each public 
right-of-way or parking area on which such business has direct frontage, in- 
cluding on-grade access. Each sign shall be attached to and parallel to the 
building. 

14.3.5.2 Signs on any frontage of a building shall not have an aggregate 
area exceeding two (2) square feet for each foot of such frontage of such

14.4.1 Access from Adjacent Streets. Vehicular access to Parcel B-2 shall be 
from Pcarl Street, Emerald Street and its extension only and no curb cuts shall 
be permitted along Washington Strect or Brookline Avenue, except, upon the 
recommendation of the Authority and approval of the Planning Board, for the 
purpose of permitting the pick-up and discharge of passengers, the accommoda- 
tion of public transportation, and access to and from a gasoline scrvice station, 
14.4.2 Organization of Uses.

school in such area, who, in the year in which such vehicle is parked or in the preceding 
December for such year, shall have given, by a writing executed in such form and detail as 
such rule or regulation shall prescribe, and filed with the chief of police, notice of intention 
to park in such area and shall display in a conspicuous place on such vehicle, while parked, 
such visible evidence of the giving of such notice as such rule or regulation shall prescribe, 
but neither the giving of such notice nor the issuance of visible evidence of the giving 
thercof shall be construed to assign a specific space to any person or vehicle. 


FirTEENTH ARTICLE. ‘l'o sce if the Town will amend Article I of the By-Laws of 
the ‘l'own, entitled ““l’own-Mcctings Calling of Meetings”, by deleting Section 3.a.

“(4) Except during the hours during which a gasoline station is permitted to be open in 
accordance with the foregoing, the rest rooms in such station, including those having coin- 
operated devices, are to be locked so as to be inaccessible to the public. 


“(§) This Section shall apply to all gasoline ‘stations in the town now or hereafter in 


existence.”

“B. The dog officer may remove an order to muzzle a dog if the owner or keeper thereof 
satisfies him that the dog is unlikely to repeat its offense.”

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, OCTOBER 24, 1972 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law upon the 
inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said Town, and written 
notices sent by the ‘l’own Clerk at least seven days before the day of the meeting 
to the ‘Town Meeting Members qualified to act in Town Meetings in Brookline 
under the provisions of Chapter 43A of the General Laws, as amended, accepted 
by the Town of Brookline, March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members, so 
qualified, mct at the High School Auditorium in said Town on ‘Tuesday, the twenty- 
fourth day of October 1972 at half past seven in the evening. 


Lists of duly qualified ‘own Meeting Members were used at the entrances to 
the meeting place and were in charge of I'dward M. Kelly, Joseph F. Egan, A. Wil- 
fred Ilhott and Joseph 'T. Egan, checkers, who were sworn to the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties by the ‘own Clerk. The list contained the names of two 
hundred seventy-one (271) ‘own Meeting Members qualified to participate in 
and vote in ‘Town Meetings in Brookline. No ‘Town Meeting Member was allowed 
within the rail until his name had been checked on the list. 


At forty-five minutes past seven o'clock the checkers reported that one hundred 
forty-nine (149) names of ‘l’own Meeting Members had been checked, or more than 
onc half of all Town Meeting Members qualified, and the ‘Town Clerk reported a 
quorum was present. The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Justin L. 
Wyner. 


‘The Moderator appointed the following members as tellers: John J. Doherty, 
Mary M. Joyce, Charles W. Hubbard, III, George Michelson, Herman Pollack and 
Alexander Mason. They were sworm to the faithful performance of their duties by 
the Town Clerk. The following students from Brookline High School assisted with 
the microphones, Kathleen Walsh, Jerold Fleishman, Alan Rose and George Wyner. 


‘own Meeting Members not previously sworn in were sworn to the faithful 
performance of their duties by the ‘Town Clerk. 


First ARTICLE. ‘J’0 see if the ‘Town will amend Article 1-B of the By-laws of the 
Town by adding, deleting or substituting positions or classes in the Classification 
Plan, or will otherwise amend said Article 1-B, and will amend the Pay Plan by 
establishing, deleting or substituting minimum, maximum or flat rate salaries for 
any position or class which may have been added to, deleted from or substituted in 
the Classification Plan under this Article, or by changing any of the existing salaries, 
or by amending the general provisions with respect to sick leave, vacation leave and 
the like; or will otherwise amend said Pay Plan. 


On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan, duly seconded, it was unanimously: 

Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting the last three 
paragraphs of the Section entitled, “Additional Compensation — Certain Classifi- 
cations” and by substituting the following therefor: 


“The firefighters serving in each of the following assignments shall receive additional 
compensation at the rate of $1,250.00 per year effective June 5, 1972 subject to approval by 
the Division of Civil Service: 

1. Fire Lieutenant — Master Mechanic 

2. Firefighter — Master Mechanic 

3. Fire Lieutenant — Clerical Assistant ; 

“A maximum of $11.00 per week over his rated base pay may be paid to the present 
incumbent of the position of Fire Department Training Officer.” 


On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan, duly seconded, it was unanimously: 


Voted: “Firefighters who are studying for or who have earned the Associate 
Degree in the field of fire science shall be paid additional compensation in accor- 
dance with the procedures contained in current, written collective bargaining agree- 
ments in force between the ‘l’own and Local 950, International Association of Fire- 
fighters at the rate of $150.00 per year for each 25% of the credits earned toward 


the degree.” 
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On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan, duly seconded, it was: 


Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by adding the following 
new sentence at the end of the second paragraph of Section 14 (Personal Leave) 
of the Sick Leave Provisions: “In cases involving members of the Fire Department 
collective bargaining unit where an alternative personal leave day off cannot be 
scheduled, the employee shall have the option of receiving a day's pay (1/4 of the 
weekly salary) or of having the day added to sick leave,” so that the same shall read: 


“Based on his attendance record the previous calendar year, an employee is eligible 
for Personal Leave. An employee who uses from 0-2 days sick leave is eligible for 3 days 
Personal Leave; an employee who uses from 3-4 days sick leave is eligible for 2 days Personal 
Leave and an employee who uses from 5-6 days sick leave is eligible for one day of Personal 
Leave.” 

“The Personal Leave must be taken during the calendar year and if it is not taken 
it is not cumulative, but it may be added to sick leave. This Leave may be taken for an 

- reason but the Department Head must have at least one calendar week's notice of suc 
Leave and if the Department Head finds that operating efficiency would be impaired thereby, 
he can require that the employee take the leave at a more convenient time during the calendar 
year. In cases involving members of the Fire Department collective bargaining unit where an 
alternative personal leave day off cannot be scheduled, the employee shall have the option 
of receiving a day’s pay (1/4 of the weekly salary) or of having the day added to sick leave. 


On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan, it was: 


Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by changing the period at 
the end of Section 13 (Termination of Service) of the Sick Leave Provisions to a 
comma and adding the following thereto: “except that effective April 1, 1972 em- 
ployees in the Fire Department collective bargaining unit shall be paid on retire- 
ment only an amount equal to 1/4 of the value of their unused accumulated sick 
leave, but in no case more than $1,000,” so that the same shall read: 


“Upon termination of service, employees shall not be entitled to compensation in lieu 


of any accumulated sick leave nor shall accumulated sick leave be taken immediately prior to 
retirement unless properly chargeable to sick leave under these rules and regulations, except 
that effective April 1, 1972 employees in the Fire Department collective bargaining unit shall 
be paid on retirement only an amount equal to 1/4 of the value of their unused accumu- 
lated sick leave, but in no case more than $1,000.”

14.4 Additional Development Controls 


14.4.1 Access from Adjacent Streets. Vehicular access to Parcel B-2 shall be 
from Pearl Street, Emerald Street and its extension only and no curb cuts shall 
be permitted along Washington Street or Brookline Avenue, except, upon the 
recommendation of the Authority and approval of the Planning Board, for the 
purpose of permitting the pick-up and discharge of passengers, the accom- 
modation of public transportation, and access to and from a gasoline service 
station. 

14.4.2 Organization of Uses. The ground level(s) shall be used for parking, 
loading, and service related uscs, 1.e. gasoline service station, taxi dispatching 
office, carpentry, plumbing, and similar shops, etc. On the upper levels at an 
elevation of approximately 16 fcet above street level (or equal to the Hearth- 
stone pedestrian plaza) a plaza(s) and/or pedestrian precinct or mall will be 
established which forms the base for all other permitted uses, i.e. office, retail 
and personal service stores, restaurants, entertainment facilities, motor hotel, 
multiple residences, etc. 

14.4.3 Pedestrian Circulation. ‘lhe redeveloper is to provide for interior pedes- 
tnan movement on the aforementioned elevated pedestrian mall. This mall is 
to be not less than 15 feet wide and is to be exposed to daylight and pro- 
tected from inclement weather. Pedestrian linkages shall be provided by the 
redeveloper between this Parcel B-2 and the Hearthstone pedestrian plaza to 
the west. 


14.4.4 Pedestrian Access. Pedestrian access shall be provided to the elevated 
pedestrian mall from the street level. At least one access point shall be required 
at the rear of the parcel and shall be oriented toward the MBTA station. 
Pedestrian access points at the junction of Pearl & Washington Streets and 
Emerald Street & Brookline Avenue shall also be required, Additional access 
poinks may be required by the Authority upon review of specific redeveloper 
plans. 

14.4.5 Loading Areas. Truck deliveries and loading shall not interfere with 
other vehicular and pedestrian circulation. The number of loading bays will be 
determined according to the regulations in Section 6.20 of the Zoning By-Law. 
14.4.6 Maximum Building Height. Building(s) on the site will be compatible 
in scale to the Hearthstone building and may not in any case exceed the height 
restrictions of this zoning district. 


14.4.7 Landscaping. The frontage facing Washington Street, Brookline Ave- 
nue, and Emerald Street shall be landscaped according to standards to be estab- 
lished by the Authority. Signs, lighting and street furniture shall also be in 
accordance with standards to be set by the Authority, 


14.4.8 Architectural Review. The architectural design development shall be 
subject to the periodic review and approval of the Authority or a body created 
for this purpose, and shall be subject to the Environmental Design Review pro- 
cedures required by the Zoning By-Laws. 
12. Paragraph No. 16 of the Urban Renewal Plan for the Marsh Project be struck from the 
Plan. 


13. Paragraph No. 17 shall be renumbered as Paragraph No. 16, ‘Development Controls 
for Parcels S-1 to S-4.” 


14, .That a new Paragraph No. 17 be added to the Marsh Urban Renewal Plan which states 
the following: 


17. DEVELOPMENT CONTROLS FOR PARCEL S-5 


17.1 Intent of the Plan. It is the intent of the Plan that Parcel S-5 shall be used to 
widen Washington Street and Brookline Avenue to permit better traffic flow at this 
intersection. 


17.2 Permitted Uses. Permitted uses shall be limited to public rights-of-way only, 
including streets, sidewalks, and related landscaping. 


15, Paragraph No. 19 shall be renumbered as Paragraph No. 20, “Obligations to be Imposed 
on Redevelopers.”

20. Paragraph No. 23 shall be renumbered as Paragraph No. 24, “Other Provisions Neces- 
sary to Meet State Requirements.”

owned or used by a person residing in such area or by an employee of a public school in such 
area, who, in the year in which such vehicle is parked or in the preceding December for 
such year, shall have given, by a writing executed in such form and detail as such rule or regu- 
lation shall prescribe, and filed with the chicf of police, notice of intention to park in such 
area and shall display in a conspicuous place on such vehicle, while parked, such visible evi- 
dence of the giving of such notice as such rule or regulation shall prescribe, but neither the 
giving of such notice nor the issuance of visible evidence of the giving thereof shall be con- 
strued to assign a specific space to any person or vehicle.

No member of the committee shall be a salaried officer of the town or a 
member of any standing board or committee having charge of the expenditure of money; 
but this restriction shall not disqualify members of special committees which may be created 
from time to time by the town meeting, the Moderator or the Selectmen to report on 
specific problems. 


Justin L. Wyncr resumed his duties as Moderator. 


SIXTEENTH ARTICLE. ‘l'o scc if the Town will amend Article XIX of the By- 
Laws of the ‘own, entitled “Miscellancous”, by adding thereto the following as 
Scction 34 thereof, or will otherwise adopt the following as a By-Law of the ‘lVown; 
or take any othcr action with respect thercto: 


Section 3+. Gasoline Stations 

(1) Gasoline stations of every kind and description in the town shall open no earlier than 
6:00 a.m. and close no later than 11:00 pan. 

(2) If in the judgment of the Board of Selectmen the character of the arca in which a 
gasoline station is situated is such that public convenience and welfare require that such 
gasoline station be open carlicr than 6:00 a.m, and/or that it remain open beyond 11:00 
p.m. the Board of Selectmen may, upon petition im writing to it by the operator of such 
gasoline station and after hearing as provided in paragraph (3), allow an exception to the 
application of paragraph (1) hercof with respect to such gasoline station, subject to such 
reasonable conditions and safeguards as the Board of Selectmen may impose. Any such ex- 
ception shall be subject to revocation by the Board of Selectmen at any time. 

(3) Upon written petition to it for such an exception, the Board of Selectmen shall hold 
a public hearing thercon within a reasonable period of time. 

(+) Except during the hours during which a gasoline station is permitted to be open in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing, the rest rooms in such station, including those having coin- 
opcrated devices, are to be locked so as to be inaccessible to the public. 


(5) ‘This Section shall apply to all gasoline stations in the town now or hercafter in existence.

amend said Article XXII or take anv other action with respect thereto: 
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“Section 1. Impounding, Release and Disposition of Dogs. 
“A. Dog officers shall be on duty during the hours of 7:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m. seven 
days a weck and shall cause a dog to be impounded for any onc of the following causes: . . .’ 


(7) If found, not muzzled. off the property of its owner or keeper while a muzzling 
order with respect to it is in effect under Section 4. 

Section +. Muzzling of Dogs. 

A. Vhe dog officer may order the owner or keeper of a dog to muzzle such dog for 
cither of the following causes: 

(a) Tor having bitten, injured or physically molested any person; or 

(b) Vor having donc substantial myury to any domestic animal, 

B. ‘Vhe dog officer may remove an order to muzzle a dog if the owncr or keeper thereof 
satishes him that the dog is unlikely to repeat its offense.
